David and particularly Rick Nelson (left) are growing so fast that a new family 
portrait of the Nelsons is necessary every few months. This is the latest. These four 
good looking and talented people appear on television every week of the year in 
ABC-TV’s “The Adventures of Ozzie and Harriet” family comedy series (9 p.m., EDT, 
Wednesdays). David, 21, and Rick, 17, have been portraying themselves first in the 
radio show and now in the TV version of the program for eight years. The Nelsons 
are in their sixth TV season. 





This is a story of Harriet Nel- 
son’s hobbies. 


Needless to say, you have heard 
of Harriet Nelson. She is the adult 
one-half of one of the best known 
family combinations in show business 
today. 


HOBBIES Magazine recently asked 
me to call on the Nelson family in 
general and Harriet in particular. 
When I arrived in Hollywood they 
were in the process of making a 
TV film. 


The assignment was to discuss 
Harriet’s hobbies. It was in an at- 
mosphere of the Nelson’s TV home 
that Harriet told of her interests and 
how she had been a subscriber to 
HOBBIES Magazine for a number 
of years. 


The Nelsons are unique because 
they comprise the only family in 
television in which every member 
plays itself. A television institution 
in millions of homes in the United 
States today, the family group is 
guided both on TV and in real life 
by charming Harriet Nelson. 


Both “at home” on TV and “at 
in real life, Harriet is the 
same warmhearted mistress of a de- 
lightful colonial style Hollywood 
home which she and her family have 
occupied for many years. 


In decorating her home, Harriet 
preferred and has leaned to 18th 
century American style antiques in- 
terspersed with period English fur- 
niture. Thus is the motif of the “real 
life’ home of Harriet and Ozzie 
Nelson and sons David and Rick. 


In the assembling of her period 
furniture, does she have a “favorite” 
antique? As every collector has, so 
has Harriet Nelson. ; 


“Two of my favorites are a three 
drawer apple-wood Low Boy and an 
early American pine Chest-on-Chest 
which originally came from New 
England. Then there is the 1776 Pem- 
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Harriet enjoys browsing in galleries and shops when she is away from

broke drop-leaf table. I suppose these 
might be termed as my favorite 
pieces,” Harriet said when asked 
which items of furniture she pre- 
ferred. 


Proudly Harriet told of the “finds” 
every collector either has discovered 
or dreamed of finding. 


“TI acquired a cobbler’s bench in a 
church auction sale held in Nyack, 
N. Y., a number of years ago. As 
I recall the bench cost $11. Today 
I wouldn’t part with it for ten times 
that price,” she said. = 


Any other “finds” in the antique 
field? 


“Probably the ‘best’ is an English 
Tavern chair, I found in a Los An- 
geles warehouse disposal sale. As I 
remember, I was on my way to buy 
a wooden-rack clothes dryer. Actual- 
ly, this Tavern chair ‘spoke’ to me 
and I had to have it. The chair cost 
$6 fifteen years ago. You’d never 
believe it but last year I saw its 
identical twin in an antique dealer’s 
shop on La Cienega Boulevard right 


here in Los Angeles. The price tag 
on its mate was $475. Was I proud? 
That was one of the happiest days 
of my life,” Harriet said with eyes 
dancing. 


Mention certainly should be made 
of Harriet’s collateral interest. She 
is currently interested in collecting 
antique jewelry. In explaining her 
interest in this delicate art, Harriet 
explained: “Probably the primary 
reason I am interested in antique 
jewelry is because of the superb 
craftsmanship displayed. My interest 
in this field is in English antique 
—" which is at least 100 years 
old.’ 


Harriet fairly beamed as she spoke 
of her antique jewelry which had re- 
placed an interest she held a number 
of years in Bisque ware. “I collected 
Bisque until it fairly ran us out of 
our home. What with two growing 
boys, and they were active boys, it 
was too much to have about the 
house. Finally, for the sake of my 
nerves, I sold that collection rather 
than being constantly on edge for 
fear of it being broken.” 


The day-to-day routine of the Nel- 
son family, and Harriet in particular, 
differs very little from that of any 
average American family. Possibly in 
fairness it should be said, the Nel- 
sons are probably busier than most 
persons. 


Harriet is not only mistress of the 
household but also stars in the family 
TV show. She supervises the ward- 
robe for the television shows for 
herself and the three men in her life. 
She is especially interested in decor- 
ating, cooking, and knitting. The ath- 
letic proficiency of her husband and 
two boys have forced Harriet to par- 
ticipate in sports probably more than 
most women and she has become 
adept at ice skating. 


Certainly the charming Nelson 
home reflects Harriet’s unostenta- 
tious good taste. Their home away 
from the pressure of the TV series, 
is one like the “average” American 
family has or dreams to someday 
own. Their comfortable home defin- 
itely reflects the keen interest Har- 
riet has in her appreciation and love 
for early American furniture.

What devotee of the Long Play 
disc can feel other than elated at 
the appearance of the above RCA 
Camden set, containing Ponselle’s 
best on Victor—and Rosa’s best can 
only mean incomparable beauty of 
voice, and an artistry that satisfies 
the most understanding and demand- 
ing. 

One cannot help succumbing to 
the spell of this stupendous vocal in- 
strument, more so when ‘there is no 
worry about the faithfulness of its 
reproduction. Luckily, in this case, 
the speed of every recording is ad- 
mirably adjusted, and that includes 
the acoustical. Such uniformly cor- 
rect pitch placement—in addition to 
a superb job of transcribing—arouses 
a longing for continuous results of 
similar high standard. To be specific, 
the “Norma” duet is one tone lower 
than the score has it, but apparently 
this was done with a reason, be- 
cause judging from the voices and the

speed of the origina] disc, the tonal- 
ity was really brought down here 
from F Major to E-flat. 

The contents of RCA Camden CBL- 
100 constitute an enviable collection 
indeed of Ponselle’s Victor discs, 
some now quite scarce. Of these, the 
1927 10” “Nightingale and the Rose,” 
coupled with Kahn’s “Ave Maria,” 
is probably the rarest, followed by 
“A VAimé”/“Si Tu le Voulais,’” “Lu- 
na d’Estate”’/“‘A Vucchella,” and 
“On Wings of Dream” (which was 
backed by the 12” “Nightingale and 
the Rose,” recorded in 1939). “When 
I Have Sung My Songs” was Pon- 
selle’s penultimate 78 r.p.m. com- 
mercial record made in October 31, 
1939, and not released until qa while 
ago, on HMV VA 68, The two “La 
Vestale” selections appeared in the 
English Archive Series, but they are 
still mighty scarce on the original 
Victor Orthophonic label. The afore- 
mentioned are all electrical. Of the 
acoustical the “Africana”/“Gioconda”’ 
disc is rare, as are Tosti’s “Sere- 
nata”/“Good-Bye.” Ponselle did these 
songs over electrically and both times 
the first came out as “Serenade.” 
Odd that Rosa, who is of Itarian 
descent and sings in the language 
of her ancestors beautifully, should 
do it in English while some of her 
totally non-Latin colleagues—Melba, 
Alda, Farrar, Gluck—used the orig- 
inal Italian text in their recordings. 
The “Aida” duet with Martinelli re- 
mained officially unpublished until is- 
sued on HMV VB 73, as well as on 
LP and 45 r.p.m., by RCA, In the 
past, Part I was issued by IRCC. 

Inevitably, the magnificent but 
common “Norma” solo and duet have 
somehow crept in. But this practice 
appears to be unavoidable. Once a 
singer is identified with some role, 
it becomes a sort of trademark ever 
associated with that artist. The re- 
mainder of the selections—“Ernani,” 
“La Forza del Destino:” Pace and 
the Trio, etce.—brightly reflect, like 
the rest the luminosity of undispu- 
table greatness. 

It is practically impossible to point 
out Ponselle’s best records, for she 
made them all with equal dedication. 
A more conscientious artist never 





trod the operatic boards, and one 
who gave all of herself to every- 
thing she sang. Her earlier discs 
cherish the youthful ring of her voice; 
but the later ones boast of its fully 
matured ravishing lusciousness, along 
with a chest register to challenge in 
sumptuous sonority that of a contral- 
to. If you have heard Rosa’s “A 
l’Aimé” I need say no More; if you 
haven’t—a surprise is in store for

To commemorate its 25th Anniver- 
sary, IRCC has issued a Long Play 
disc studded with some of the rarest 
gems in the recording field, tran- 
scribed in proper pitch. 

Aside from the fabulous “Adriana 
Lecouvreur” by its creatress, Pan- 
dolfini, and “Simon Boccanegra” by 
Gravina, this LP introduces such rari- 
ties as Nivette’s “Le Comte Ory,” 
Grayvill’s “Les Diamants de la Cou- 
ronne,” and Caron’s “Sigurd,” in 
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ROSINA STORCHIO as Marguerite 
—Courtesy Charles M. Sniffin 





which she created the role of Brune- 
hilde. And added to that are eight se- 
lections from “Siberia,” all recorded 
in 1904 by its first interpreters: Stor- 
chio, Zenatello and De Luca. Truly 
an enviable array of recorded mate- 
rial, which in its original form would 
command an astronomic figure. 

Very little data is available on An- 
gelica Pandolfini, born in Spoleto in 
1874. Worthy daughter of the Amo- 
nasro in the Italian premiére of 
“Aida,” at La Scala, in 1872, she 
created the heroine in Cilea’s “Adri- 
ana,” with Caruso and De Luca, on 
November 6, 1902, at the Lirico of 
Milan. In this recording she simpli- 
fies the ending of the piece—an inex- 
plicable alteration, not imlicated in 
the score nor done by anyone else 
I’ve heard so far. 

Scant information exists also about 
Giovanni Gravina. In 1902 he was in 
the world premiére of “Germania,” 
alongside Pinto, Caruso. and Sam- 
marco, and later appeared in Monte 
Carlo, as Colline in “La Bohéme,” 
with Farrar and Caruso. At the Met 
he sang only once, in March, 1908, 
as Sparafucile in “Rigoletto,” with 
Abott, Bonci and Scotti. The Boston 
Opera was even less generous, with 
a performance of the King in “Ai- 
da,” in 1912, opposite Melis, Gay, 
Zenatello, Rossi and Mardones. In 
February 1906 he was in Odessa, bet- 
ter appreciated in a Company which 
included Ruffo, the latter’s sister, 
Fosea Titta, Aida Gonzaga and An- 
selmi, among others. 

The lovely Rosina Storchio, of the 
crystalline voice, is now perhaps best 
remembered for her creation of But- 
terfly, in 1904. A historical achieve- 
ment, but not her only one, for she 
was also called to originate the fe- 
male leads in Leoncavallo’s “Bohé- 
me” (1897), his “Zaza” (1900), Gi- 
ordano’s “Siberia” (1903) and Mas- 
cagni’s “Lodoletta” (1917). Born in 
Mantua, on May 19, 1876, she stu- 
died at the Milan Conservatory, and 





when only seventeen made her début 
at the Dal Verme of that city, as 
Micaela. Although particularly great 
as Violetta, she excelled in otner 
roles as well, among them those in 
Puccini’s “Bohéme,”’ ‘“Mefistofele,” 
“Don Pasquale,” “Linda di Chamou- 
nix,” “Manon,” “Pagliacci,” “La 
Wally,” “Sonnambula,” to mention 
but a very few. Storchio died in 
Milan, in 1945. 

Giovanni Zenatello was born in Ve- 
rona, on February 22, 1876. He stu- 
died singing in his native city and 
made his début at the Mercadante of 
Naples. Engagements followed in Ita- 
ly, then in England, North and South 
America, Spain, Russia. His vast re- 
pertoire included many foremost ten- 
or roles, four of which he created: 
in “Siberia,” “Madame Butterfly,” 
Franchetti’s “La Figlia di Jorio,” 
(1906), and Cilea’s “Gloria” (1907). 
He died in New York, on February 
11, 1949. 

One of the ablest and most versa- 
tile among baritones, Giuseppe De 
Luca, hailed from Rome. Born on De- 
cember 25, 1867, he was educated 
vocally by Persichini at the Academy 
of Santa Cecilia in his native city. 
His career began with an appear- 
ance as Valentin at the Politeama 
of Piacenza, in 1897, and continued 
with ever mounting success in Italy, 
England, Russia, Spain, Austria, Ru- 
mania, and North and South Amer- 
ica. De Luca’s repertoire consisted

of over one hundred roles, all of 
which he actually sang on the stage. 
In Italy, he created Michonnet in 
“Adriana,” Gleby in “Siberia,” and 
Sharpless in “Butterfly;” also tak- 
ing part in the Italian premiére of 
Massenet’s “Griselidis” (1902), La- 
ter, at the Met, he was the first Pa-

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quiro in “Goyescas” (1916) and Gian- 
ni Schicchji (1918). Until he unex- 
pectedly passed away, in New York, 
on August 26, 1950, De Luca never 
ceased to sing—in concert, for rec- 
ords, and occasionally, in opera. 

Certainly not on a par with his im- 
mortal “Andrea Chenier’’—as, prob- 
ably, are none of Giordano’s other 
operas—his “Siberia,” nevertheless, 
does possess a good amount of the 
composer’s unforced inspiration. For 
one thing, it’s a powerful, dramatic 
work, in which the three principals 
gave much intensity to their por- 
trayals, as may be observed in this 
LP. One irksome note in the score 
is the wrong name applied to the 
part of the old wandering monk, cre- 
ated by Antonio Pini-Corsi. It should 
be STARETZ, which means an elderly 
religious man or monk, and not “Sta- 
rosta,’”’ who is an elected head of a 
community. A pity that Pini-Corsi’s 
invective, Cani ed avari, also record- 
ed in 1904, could not be made avail- 
able on LP, as that is one of the 
most effective scenes in this opera. In- 
cidentally, De Luca recorded it for 
Continental a few months before he 
died. 


A voice of strange beauty is that 
of Rose Caron, difficult to describe 
and not resembling any other I know 
on records. Born Rose Lucille Meu- 
niez, in Monerville, Seine-et-Oise, 
France, on November 17, 1857, this 
obviously practical young lady first 
married and then took up singing at 
the Paris Conservatory. For her 
début she created Brunehilde in Re- 
yer’s “Sigurd,” at the Theatre de la 
Monnaie, in 1884. She was also in 
the world premiéres of Godard’s 
“Jocelyn” (1888) and Reyer’s “Sa- 
lammbo” (1890). As Sieglinde, she 
participated in the Paris premiére 
of “Die Walkiire,” at the Opéra, in 
1893. From 1902 until shortly before 
her death in Paris, on April 9, 1930, 
she held there the post of professor 
of singing at the Conservatory. 


Rossini’s “Ise Comte Ory,’ first 
given at the Paris Opéra in 1828, 
is now merely another obscure work 
by this great master. The French 
basso, Juste Nivette, who so expert- 
ly executes here a sample of its mu- 
sic, was a leading artist of the Paris 
Opéra. His début took place at the 
Opéra-Comique, in 1892, as Sarastro 
in “The Magic Flute,” alongside Sim- 
onnet, Sanderson, Clément and Fu- 
gére. He sang Hagen, under Tosca- 
nini, in the first “Gotterdimmerung” 
at La Scala, in 1907, with Litvinne, 
Ruszkowska, Pietracewska, and Gi- 
raud in the cast. A member of the 
Boston Opera, he opened it on No- 
vember 8, 1909, as Alvise in “La Gio- 
conda,” with Nordica, Homer, Meit- 
schik, Constantino and Baklanoff. He 
repeated it on November 18, but with 
a modified cast. In the course of ‘the 
Company’s first, 1909-10 season, Ni- 
vette appeared frequently and in 
some of its best productions. On No- 
vember 12, 15, 27, and December 13, 
he sang in “Lakmé,” with Lipkow- 
ska, Freeman, Bourillon and For- 


nari. November 22 it was “Rigolet- 


to,” with Alda, Constantino and Bak- 
lanoff; December 3, “Faust;” and 
December 11, “Rigoletto” again. More 
“Faust” on December 15 (with Niel- 
sen and Constantino), December 18 
(with Alda), and February 16 (with 
Blanchart making his début). Feb- 
ruary 20 and March 6, there were 
concerts. On February 23, tne pres- 
entation was a special one: ‘“Hugue- 
nots,” with Boninsegna as Valentine, 
Bronskaja as Marguerite, Dureyne 
as Urbain, Constantino as Raoul, 
Blanchart as de Nevers, Nivette as 
Marcel, and Boulogne as St. Bris. 
At Monte Carlo, in February 1902, 
Nivette was in the world premiére 
of Massenet’s “Le Jongleur de Notre 
Dame.” 

Equally unknown at this time is 
Auber’s “Les Diamants de la Cou- 
ronne.” Jose Grayvill, who so bril- 
liantly tosses off a florid aria from 
this opera, is a total enigma as far 
as information about her and her ar- 
tistic activities is concerned. Could 
someone, throw some light on this 
intriguing subject, and reveal some- 
thing—anything—about the scintillat- 
ing primadonna?

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I A Birthday Party 

Forty-two years ago, on March 7, 
1916, at his home in New York, Reed 
Miller celebrated his ninth birthday. 

The party was held a week late. 
The eminent concert and oratorio 
tenor and recording artist had been 
born in Anderson, S. C., on February 
29, 1880. He was really 36 years of 
age, but since that Leap Year date 
comes only once each four years, the 
birthday was actually his ninth. Mil- 
ler and his wife, a noted contralto 
known professionally by her unmar- 
ried name of Nevada Van der Veer 
(she was born in Springfield Center, 
N. Y., January 25, 1884) wore cos- 
tumes suitable for boys and girls of 
nine and eight. 

Among the guests were the bari- 
tone Frederick Wheeler, at that time 
Miller’s partner for making duet rec- 
ords, and another famous recording 
tenor, Harvey Hindermyer. Also on 
hand were members of the Mendels- 
sohn Glee Club who presented Reed 
and Nevada Miller with a silver 
service. 

Reed Miller was at the summit of 
his career when that birthday party 
tock place. A short time before, his 
singing voice had been heard across 
the continent by long-distance tele- 
phone—a miracle in those days be- 
fore radio and TV—as a feature of 
the Pan-American Exposition in San 
Francisco. Charles Wakefield Cad- 
man, the composer, had written to 
him from California: “Your ‘Drum- 
mer Boy’ song sounded bully last 
night over 3,500 miles. Leonard Lieb- 
ling and I sat together and mar- 
veled. Wasn’t the stunt thrilling? We 
could hear every note, and the pia- 
no, too.” ‘ 

There was no hint, that winter 
night, of Reed Miller’s premature 
death. Yet the genial tenor, whom 
his equally distinguished fellow tenor 
and associate, Charles Harrison, has 
pronounced “the finest oratorio singer 
of his day,” was to have a short life. 
On December 29, 1948, when he was 
only 43 and before he had observed 
his eleventh birthday, Miller died. 
But his life, though regrettably brief, 
was one marked by genuine musical 
achievement. 


II Some Biographical Notes 

Reed Miller never sang exclusively 
for any phonograph company, but he 
was one of the few free-lance artists 
who received biographical sketches 
in the record catalogs of all the ma- 
jor companies for whom he worked— 
Victor, Columbia and Edison. 

For years the Victor catalog con- 
tained the following, accompanied by 
a small photo of the tenor: 


It is with much pleasure that Victor 
announces the engagement of Mr. Reed 
Miller, the well-known concert tenor,

whose beautiful voice, admirable diction 
and correct method have earned for 
him a large following of musical people. 
Some of Mr. Miller’s recent engage- 
ments show in what favor he is held 
by concert-goers. Besides his regular 
engagement as solo tenor of the Brick 
Presbyterian Church of New York City, 
he has lately sung at the Spartanburg 
and Greensboro I’estivals; Musical Art 
Society, Pittsburgh, with Damrosch and 
the New York Symphony; at the Wor- 
cester Festival, ete. The numbers se- 
lected for his Victor hist by Mr. Miller 
are most attractive ones, and consist 
of a number of standard and sacred 
songs, besides several duets with Mr. 
Werrenrath, 


The Columbia catalog said: 


As one of the best tenors of the 
concert platform, Reed Miller has oc- 
cupied an_ enviable position among 
American singers for several years, and 
the admiration everywhere felt for his 
splendid work increases season by sea- 
son. Mr. Miller is not alone a singer 
with a tenor voice of magnificent cali- 
bre and quality, he is also an inter- 
pretative artist with every resource at 
his instant command. 


This was supplemented by another 
mention under the Columbia Stellar 
Quartet heading: 

Reed Miller, second tenor, is a native 
of the South. Miller came to New York 
with nothing in his pocket but ability. 
With a voice no less than a gift, he 
has achieved fame as one of the great- 
est oratorio soloists the country has 
ever known. From coast to coast Mr. 
Miller has been called to sing in chorus 
productions. 


The April, 1914, Edison Blue Am- 
berol catalog containe write-ups of 
both Miller and his wife. Of the tenor 
it said: 

Reed Miller, born in Anderson, S. C., 
was not satisfied with merely posses- 
sing an unusually clear tenor voice, 
but was determined to become a true 
artist. To that end he studied under 
F. Powers, Arthur Mees and Walter 
Damrosch. His field of endeavor is

large, including opera, oratorio and con- 
cert work, and he has appeared in the 
best houses all over the United States, 
singing with the New York Symphony 
Orcnestra and with the ‘Theodore 
Thomas Orchestra. He hus also sung 
at the Worcester and Evanston Festi- 
vals and with the New York Oratorio 
Society. His voice is clear, perfectly 
rounded and tremendously powerful. 


Under the heading of “Nevada Van 
der Veer Miller, Contralto,” the fol- 
lowing appeared: 

An artist of whom much is heard is 

the young and attractive contralto, 

Nevada Van der Veer, who has earned 

her prominence by most artistic work 

and a beautifully trained voice. Mme. 

Van der Veer (in private life Mrs. Reed 

Miller) is a singer whose interpreta- 

tion of oratorio has much of the knglish 

tradition, combined with modern indi- 

viduality, while her song singing is a 

sheer delight. That Mme. Van der Veer 

is receiving great recognition is shown 
by the fact that she is to be heard in 
so many performances of oratorio clubs, 

She is a member of the famous Frank 

Croxton Quartet, composed also of 

Agnes Kimball, soprano, Reed Miller, 

tenor, and Frank Croxton, basso. 


The 1922 Edison Diamond Dise 
catalog contains a sketch that ap- 
pears to have been adapted from the 
one in the Blue Amberol booklet of 
several years before: 

Reed Miller has sung to immense 
audiences in the largest cities in the 
United States. His field of endeavor is 
a vast one, including opera, oratorio, 
concert work and song composition. He 
has been a soloist with the New York 
Symphony, the Theodore Thomas Or- 
chestra, the Chicago Orchestra and the 
New York Oratorio Society. Mr. Miller 
was born in South Carolina and re- 
ceived his musical education in the 
United States. His voice is clear, 
tremendously powerful and _ perfectly 
rounded. Mr. Miller is now the soloist 
of the famous St. Thomas Church on 
Fifth Avenue, New York. 

The frequent mentions of Miller’s 
appearances with the New York Sym- 
phony under Damrosch remind me 
of something I heard Ben Gross, the 
radio and television critic for the 
New York Daily News, tell on a New 
York Philharmonic program. 

Gross said he was a small boy 
when the New York Symphony came 
to his home city, Birmingham, Ala., 
and he was one of a group of young- 
sters who gathered outside the au- 
ditorium in which the performance 
was given. They couldn’t pay but 
wanted to listen. Mr. and Mrs. Mil- 
ler were the soloists and during a 
rest period they stood inside q door 
opening on the alley in which the 
boys were clustered. 

Miller looked at them, smiled and 
said: “Hey, kids, you wanna come 
in?” They say they did, he opened 
the door and they heard ‘the remain- 
der of the concert from good seats. 
Gross declared Reed Miller’s genial 
thoughtfulness gave him a start to- 


ward a lifelong love of good music. 
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III Reed Miller Records 

It probably will surprise most ad- 
mirers of Reed Miller to learn he 
made records as long ago as 1904, 
and possibly a bit earlier. His first 
recorded work was done for Zon-o- 
phone, under the assumed name of 

ames Reed, which he used extensive- 
ly a decade later. 

The first record I can find by him 
is Albert Von Tilzer’s great “coon 
song” hit, “Teasing”—not the type 
of composition with which one would 
ordinarily asscciate Reed Miller’s 
name. This was a nine-inch record, 
No. 6055. Likewise in the Zon-o-phone 
nine-inch list was 6092, “I’m Wear- 
ing My Heart Away For You,” which 
had been written in 1902 by the tear- 
jerker ballad specialist, Charles K. 
Harris. It also was listed as Zono- 
phone ten-inch record No. 17. 

The 10-inch was described “a 
very clear and distinct record.” 

I have found no more Zon-o-phone 
records by Reed Miller, His next ap- 
pearance in any record list appears 
to have been in the Edison two-min- 
ute standard cylinder supplement 
for October, 1907. In view of his 
Southern ancestry, he began his Edi- 
son career appropriately on Record 
9658 with an Ernest R. Ball ballad, 
“The Birds in Georgia Sing of Ten- 
nessee.” The supplement said: “A 
pretty sentimental ballad that will 
gain many admirers. Mr. Miller, who 
sings it, although he has made over 
several records for us, has not pre- 
viously made a new one, and should 
soon become a favorite by reason of 
his fine voice.” 

The first complete Edison stand- 
ard record catalog in which Miller’s 
name appears is dated December, 
1907. Besides the “Birds in Georgia” 
song, it contains two records, orig- 
inally made by Harry Macdonough, 
which had been done over by Miller: 
7242 “Sing Me a Song of the South” 
(again an appropriate choice for a 
South Carolina tenor!) and 6504 “The 
Lost Chord,” a number to which his 
ringing resonant voice should have 
been well adapted. 


Reed Miller and that superb bari- 
tone Reinald Werrenrath were rep- 
resented by their first recorded duet 
in the November, 1907, Edison sup- 
plement. The tone quality with Wer- 
renrath singing the “lead” and Mil- 
ler harmonizing, is remarkably clear 
and sonorous, and Werrenrath’s voice 
sounds richer than on any disc rec- 
ord I have heard by him. The song 
they sang on this cylinder, 9679, is 
“Honey Boy,” with words by Jack 
Norworth and music by Albert Von 
Tilzer. The supplement writer truth- 
fully said “the air is catchy and un- 
common ... a Swinging March tune, 
sung with much spirit.” 

Miller did not become widely known 
as a song writer, but he was test- 
ing his talents at composition in 
1907, when these first Edison cylin- 
ders were made. M Witmark & Sons 
published at least two of his songs 
that year: “From the Depths,” with 
words by Samuel Wood, and “Memo- 
ries,” for which Miller wrote both 


words and music. Both are numbers 
resembling Tosti’s “Goodbye” in 
theme, with an air of sad disillusion- 
ment. “Memories” has an unusual 
type of lyric, containing only seven 
lines. There is no reason to think 
Reed Miller personally shared in the 
conventionally heartbreaking  senti- 
ments which his songs expressed. 


The tenor continued to record for 
Edison, but his first Victor record 
did not appear until January 1910. 
It was a ten-inch single-faced, No. 
5753, the Clifton Bingham and Ed- 
ward German ballad, “Roses in June,” 
which, judging by the frequency with 
which he recorded it and sang it 
in concert, was one of his best liked 
songs. Other favorites of his reper- 
toire were Hope Temple’s “‘Tis All 
That I Can Say,” and Stephen 
Adams’ “Maid of the Mill.” The sup- 
plement contained the biographical 
sketch of Miller which has already 
been quoted, and commented: “The 
number selected for Mr, Miller’s first 
record is that charming song... ‘Ro- 
ses in June,’ which he sings delight- 
fully. The accompaniment, with its 
violin obbligato and harp passages, 
is a wholly beautiful one.” 

“Roses in June” was soon combined 
on double-faced record, 16675, with 
“Annie Laurie,” sung by that ster- 
ling English baritone, Alan Turner. 

Before many months Miller had be- 
come a Victor stand-by and, as such, 
took part in some of the medleys 
sung by the Victor Light Opera Com- 
pany. His second record, a melodious 
Ernest Ball ballad, “In the Garden 
of my Heart,” appeared on black la- 
bel disc 5765 in March, 1910. It was 
after words combined on 16741 with 
“My Wild Irish Rose,” by the Hay- 
den Quartet. The supplement said: 

Mr. Miller's beautiful record of ‘‘Ros- 
es in June’ has met with much favor 
since its issue in January. The tenor’s 
friends were charmed with such a per- 
fect reproduction of his voice, and the 


record has made him many new ad- 
mirers. 


In March, 1911, the supplement 
listed two new Miller records—5820, 
“Kathleen Mavourneen,” and 5721, 
“Beauty’s Eyes,” by Tosti, with the 
statement that “this popular concert 
singer has returned from a long tour 
in the West, where he has been high- 
ly successful, and has sung for us 
two old favorites.” 

The Victor tendency was to re- 
strict Miller, in the beginning at 
least, to ballads of a Victorian fla- 
vor. In April, 1911, he was repres- 
ented by 5829, “Tell Her I Love Her 
So,” and this comment was made: 

. . Mr. Miller sings this lovely old 
song with rare expression and perfect 
diction. Those who are fortunate 
enough to possess this unusual repro- 
duction will doubtless wonder why such 
genuinely beautiful songs as this are 
so neglected by concert singers. The 
Victor, however, intends to perform a 
public duty by rescuing many of these 
numbers from the oblivion into which 
they have apparently fallen. 
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Neither Victor nor any other pho- 
nograph company ever gave the ten- 
or an adequate opportunity to display 
his unusual accomplishments as an 
interpreter of oratorio and opera. 

The April, 1911, supplement also 
contained the first of several duets 
by Miller and Werrenrath, No. 5832, 
“The Army and Navy,” described as 
“a famous old duet which was the 
delight of tenors and baritdnes thir- 
ty years ago. It serves admirably to 
introduce to Victor audiences this 
new combinaton of Victor artists. 
Mr. Miler’s clear tenor ana the vig- 
orous baritone of Mr. Werrenrath 
blend admirably in this fine martial 
number.” 

Reinald Werrenrath became an ex- 
clusive Victor artist and was pro- 
moted successively to Purple Label, 
Blue Label and Red Seal status. Mil- 
ler’s records never went higher than 
Black Label, but had he become ex- 
clusive to Victor instead of free-lan- 
cing throughout his recording career 
he probably also would have been ad- 
vanced to higher rank. His Edison 
Diamond Discs were always issued in 
the 80,000 series, selling at from 
$1.50 to $1.85, and corresponding to 
the Victor Blue Label. 


IV Columbia Recordings _ 

From 1910 to April, 1915, all Vic- 
tor records by Reed Miller were list- 
ed under his own name. But when 
he made his first Columbia he re- 
vived the “alias” of James Reed 
which he had used fur Zono-phone 
in 1904. Columbia, with a flourish of 
trumpets, had just entered into an 
agreement with Charles K. Harris 
to record all his songs—an arrange- 
ment which didn’t amount to much, 
for Harris, composer of “After the 
Ball,” was already outmeded and no 
longer able to write hits consistently. 
Miller’s first Columbia disc, as James 
Reed, was A924, “It’s Always June 
When You’re in Love,” whose coup- 
ling was another Harris number, “I 
Miss You Honey, Miss You All the 
Time,” sung by Ada Jones and cho- 
rus. ; ’ 

The supplement writer gave this 
double-barreled Harris combination a 
rousing send-off: 

Following our recent arrangement 
with the Chas. K. Harris Music Pub- 
lishing Company .. . we introduce 
Harris’ greatest sentimental song suc- 
cess of the present season—one of the 
most popular and tuneful numbers com- 
posed by him in the entire course of 
his successful career. The theme of the 
words is one that never grows old or 
loses its interest, and the air, in slow 
waltz time, is ‘of an unusually en- 
gaging and ingratiating character. Add 
to this the wonderful vocalism of Mr. 
James Reed and you have a record 
that is indeed difficult to equal in 
popular music. That Mr. Reed is a 
“find’’ of the first water, for record- 

. ing work, is obvious from his first 
note; he is a real tenor and a notable 
acquisition to Columbia ranks. Un- 
doubtedly he will be heard from regu- 
larly in the future. 


The next month, January, 1911, 
Miller was present as himself. The 
front cover of the Columbia supple- 
ment was used to advertise his rec- 
ord, A941, of “Beauty’s Eyes,” com- 
bined with Eugene Cowles’ “Forgot- 
ten,” more often sung as aq bass 
solo. True to its tradition of giving 
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better value than Victor, Columbia 
offered both songs for 75 cents, while 
Victor, whose version of ‘“Beauty’s 
Eyes,” appeared two months later, 
charged 60 cents in single-face, The 
supplement said Miller “has sung for 
the Columbia one of the most cele- 
brated love-songs of the nineteenth 
century, and one which holds a high 
place in the list of the most pop- 
ular songs ever written... . Coupled 
with ‘Beauty’s Eyes,’ Mr. Miller gives 
us an interpretation of this favor- 
ite standard number by Eugene 
Cowles. ... That Mr. Miller is pre- 
cisely the artist to do it justice is 
oe cf proved in this splendid rec- 
ord.” 


From that time on, both as Reed 
Miller and as James Reed, the South 
Carolina tenor was as big a favorite 
on Columbia records as on Victor. 
He not only made many solos, but 
also sang duets with Grace Kerns, 
soprano; Frank Croxton, basso; Wal- 
ter Lawrence, a 12-year-old boy so- 
prano (the selection by this unusual 
combination was “Love Divine, All 
Love Excelling,” from “The Daugh- 
ter of Jairus”); and recorded one 
duet with his wife, a Mendelssohn 
composition, “The May Bell and the 
Flowers.” This is a record I have 
never succeeded in turning up. Mr. 
and Mrs. Miller seldom recorded du- 
ets together, but some years later 
they made a few Emerson records of 
gospel hymns. One was No. 10271, 
“I Need Thee Every Hour” ang “I 
Love to Tell the Story.” 


V Miller as a Quartet Member 

The late Frank Croxton, that gol- 
den voiced basso from Paris, Ky., 
made his debut as a recording artist 
in 1911. By that time he had or- 
ganized a mixed quartet, all of whom 
were accomplished soloists, Whatever 
scruples of modesty he may have 
had did not deter him from naming 
the ensemble the Frank Croxton 
Quartet. 

The Quartet’s photo appeared on 
the cover of the Edison record sup- 
plement for Janfiary, 1912, and its 
first record was announced in that 
issue. It was four-minute Amberol 
884, “Flora’s Holiday—A Song Cy- 
cle,” composed by H. Lane Wilson. 
The cycle, written in old English 
style, was not of a nature to arouse 
much enthusiasm among Edison cy- 
linder enthusiasts, most of whom 
probably found the music a bit “dif- 
ficult.” 

However, Edison issued _ several 
other Frank Croxton Quartet rec- 
ords, of which three appeared on 
Blue Amberols: 1528, “Quartet from 
‘Rigoletto’ ”’; 1545, “Abide With Me,” 
and 1745, “My Faith Looks Up to 
Thee.” The Quartet later made discs 
for several companies but not for 
Victor—which, incidentally, was one 
of the few for which Mrs. Miller 
never sang. 

In 1914 Miller also became a mem- 
ber of ‘the once world-famous Co- 
lumbia Stellar Quartet, singing sec- 
ond tenor, or “lead,” as it is called 
nowadays. He was not the original 
second tenor of this remarkable or- 
ganization which specialized in sing- 


ing without accompaniment. John 
Barnes Wells held that post for a 
couple of records and was succeeded 
by Henry Burr for one or two more. 
But the Quartet achieved its greatest 
success when the personnel became 
Charles Harrison, first tenor; Reed 
Miller, second; Andrea Sarto, bari- 
tone; and our old friend, Frank 
Croxton, bass. It continued to be a 
feature of the Columbia catalog un- 
til the early 1920’s, but as Miller’s 
concert and oratorio popularity in- 
creased he traveled a great deal and 
was sometimes unavailable for the 
quartet’s recordings. When that hap- 
— other artists, among them 
ewis James, took his place. 

The year 1914 was also one in which 
Columbia allowed Miller to do some 
more ambitious recording work than 
he was usually associated with. In 
January, he was represented by a 
12-inch disc, 
gave some of the noble numbers from 
Mendelssohn’s “Elijah.” The first 
side contained the recitative, “Ye 
People Rend Your Hearts,” and the 
aria, “If With All Your Hearts.” On 
the other side he sang “Then Shall 
the Righteous Shine Forth.” The 
supplement commented: “The two 
principal tenor solos from this most 
dramatic and beautiful of oratorios 
reveal Mr. Miller at this best—and 
his best is exceedingly good.” 

Columbia needed recordings of the 
Rigoletto Quartet and the Lucia Sex- 
tet in English ‘to compete with the 
Purple Label versions which Victor 
had issued, and in October, 1915, on 
double-faced 12-inch record A5709, 
these two classics of operatic shout- 
ing were combined — again giving 
more for the money than Victor. 
The quartet was sung by Grace Kerns,

A5511, on which he. 
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soprano; Mildred Potter, contralto 
(she died a month or so before the 
record was issued); Charles W. Har- 
rison, tenor, and Albert Wiederhold, 
baritone. The same artists sang the 
sextet with the addition of Reed Mil- 
ler and Frank Croxton. The supple- 
ment annotator waxed lyrical: 

In this new popular-priced Columbia 
recording a wonderful opportunity 
awaits the thousands who recognize in 
these two selections the most inspired 
concerted compositions in all opera... 
The great fact is the singing of them 
by Columbia artists of such merit that 
the resulting record can be compared 
favorably with the most expensive ones 
that money can buy, and yet sell at a 
popular price. The singers, selected 
from the long list of Columbia talent, 
have been trained specially to pro- 
duce the perfect vocalization and stu- 
pendous finales of these operatic mas- 
terpieces. Their success can be delight- 
fully heard in every home on this re- 
markable Columbia record. 


In 1918, Miller had made two Edi- 
son Diamond Dises of opera arias 
in English. On 82031 he sang “Vesti 
la giubba” from “Pagliacci” and on 
82041, the Sicilana from “Cavalleria 
Rusticana.” They were short-lived, 
their masters probably having been 
destroyed in the disastrous Decem- 
ber, 1914, fire at the Edison lab- 
oratories. He later became one of 
the Edison “tone test” artists. 

As befitted a South Carolinian, 
Reed Miller was_a remarkable in- 
terpreter of the Negro spiritual type 
of composition. One of his finest rec- 
ords was Edison Diamond Disc 80487, 
“By an’ By,” and “Go Down Moses,” 
in which the Edison catalog state- 
ment that his voice was “perfectly 
rounded and tremendously powerful” 
is proved beyond doubt. Columbia and 
Victor also provided examples of his 
ability to sing music of the Negro 
type. In September, 1914, Columbia 
issued on A1558, his version of “Ex- 
hortation” (A Negro Sermon), com- 
bined with Croxton’s singing of “Un- 
cle Rome.” These were described as: 

Two standard Negro songs, perhaps 
the best and most characteristic of 
their kind that have ever so far been 
written. They are absolutely true to 
type, each presenting a distinct phase 
of the Negro character with a fidelity 
and clean-etched outline that is almost 
startling. In “Exhortation’’ Will Marion 

Cook has created the musical setting 

to a Negro sermon which, underneath 

its grotesque literary form, has the 
kind of common-sense religion that 
stands a man in good stead for every 
day in the week. In his musical in- 
vestiture of the words Mr. Cook has 
risen to truly great heights of descrip- 

tive composition, and Mr. Miller — a 

Southerner himself with a thorough 

conception of the Negro character—has 

made a record that is intensely full of 
personality and meaning. 


Victor delayed issuing its version 
of “Exhortation” until December, 
1915, although the number, 17695, in- 
dicates it had originally been sched- 
uled for publication around March or 
April. The B side was another so- 
called Negro sermon, “Dah’s Gwine- 
ter be er Lan’slide,” written by a 
South Carolina woman composer, Li- 
ly Strickland. The thought occurs 
that Victor missed a bet by not team- 
ing Miller with another South Caro- 
lina singer, the contralto, Marguer- 
ite Dunlap, and having them sing 
some of Miss Strickland’s composi- 
tions, such as the favorite “Mah Lin- 
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REED MILLER (Stroking Victor Dog) and FREDERICK WHEELER

dy Lou.” Such an all-Carolina combi- 
nation should have been a big favor- 
ite—at least in South Carolina! 

Miller and Nevada Van der Veer 
were an extremely busy couple at 
this stage of their careers. The Edi- 
son Phonograph Monthly for Novem- 
ber, 1914, remarked of Miller that 
“his repertoire is necessarily very 
extensive and includes much that it 
would be impossible for the average 
tenor to present creditably. But, with 
his conscientious, untiring study and 
his remarkable natural endowments, 
Mr. Miller has been able to gratify 
his ambition 'to become one of the 
foremost tenors of the country.” 

More information on Mr. and Mrs. 
Miller’s musical progress is given in 
the Phonograph Monthly for Novem- 
ber, 1916: 

Reed Miller and Nevada Van der Veer 
(Mrs. Reed Miller) made a splendid 
impression on New England audiences 
during the course of a Chautauqua tour 
through Vermont, New Hampshire and 
Maine in the latter part of the sum- 
mer and fall. Their itinerary also took 
them into New York State, where they 
appeared at Plattsburg and sang to 
the “‘rookies’’ encamped there in large 
numbers. Mr. Miller has been engaged 
for the ‘“‘Messiah”’ performances of the 
New York Oratorio Society at Carnegie 
Hall, New York, and by the Handel and 
Haydn Society of Boston, while Nevada 
Van der Veer is to sing with the New 
York Oratorio Society in its presenta- 
tion of Mendelssohn’s “Elijah.” 

_For a “boy” and “girl” who had 
signalized their ninth and eighth 
birthdays only a short-time before, 


the Millers were doing all right! 


VI Duet Partnership 

With Fred Wheeler 
As the photo of the Columbia Stel- 
lar Quartet taken in 1915 reveals, 
Reed Miller was a small, short man 
whose once abundant dark hair had 
begun to thin and threaten him with 
baldness by 'the time he reached that 
ninth birthday. But, regardless of 
loss of hair, he became ever busier. 
Late in 1914, Miller, who had not 


sung with Werrenrath for a consid- 
erable time, decided he needed a 
baritone duet partner, and Frederick 
Wheeler, the famous recording bari- 
tone, found himself in need of a ten- 
or associate. Wheeler had been for 
almost a decade the partner of John 
Young, and under the assumed names 
of Harry Anthony (Young) and 
James F, Harrison (Wheeler) they 
had made hundreds of duet records. 
Their specialty was gospel hymns. 
But Young decided to sign an ex- 
clusive Edison contract, with a loop- 
hole that allowed him to sing on Vic- 
tor records as a member of the Amer- 
ican Quartet. 

Young and Wheeler continued to 
sing together for Edison, but since 
the tenor’s services were not avail- 
able for duet work on other records, 
Wheeler’s activities were curbed. 
Hence, the decision he and Miller 
made to join forces. They did not 
sing together on Edison records, but 
made the rounds of most of the other 
companies, especially Victor and Co- 
lumbia. Occasionally they used their 
real names for duet work, but for 
the most part disguised themselves 
as James Reed and James F. Harri- 


son. 
The first Columbia duet by Reed 
and Harrison, No. A1682, appeared 
in March, 1915. It coupled their ren- 
dition of “Over the Hills 'to Mary” 
with a novelty number, “The Violin 
My Great-Grand-Daddy Made,” sung 
by a vaudeville baritone, Henry San- 
trey. Their initial Victor record came 
out the following month—No. 17732, 
“The Little House Upon ‘the Hill,” 
combined with a Harry Von Tilzer 
hit, “When My Ship Comes In,” by 
Albert Campbell and Henry Burr. 
Reed and Harrison’s harmonizing 
became immediately popular and re- 
mained so for almost three years. 
During the period in which their 
partnership flourished they toured to- 


gether and made many visits to the 
stores of record dealers. An oddity 
occurred in the February, 1917, Vic- 
tor supplement when their record, No. 
18197, of “Just a Word of Sympa- 
thy,” was listed among the new song 
hits as being sung by Reed/Harrison, 
but in the index at the back was 
credited to Miller and Wheeler. 

VII Reed Miller’s Last Years 

American entry into the first World 
War probably resulted in ending the 
partnership of Reed Miller and Fred- 
erick Wheeler as well as somewhat 
impairing the demand for Miller as 
a recording soloist. His last Victor 
record under his own name, No. 
18234, “Love Will Find the Way,” 
appeared in April, 1917. The last 
Victor duet by Reed and Harrison, 
18402, “Old Virginny Days,” was is- 
sued in December, 1917. It was cou- 
pled with “Sometime You’ll Remem- 
ber,” Miller’s final Victor solo on 
which he once more appeared as James 
Reed. At the end of 1917, much of 
the Victor plant was converted to 
war manufacturing and with lessened 
record production the staff of artists 
was reduced. 

“Sometime You’ll Remember,” also 
appeared in the December Columbia 
list, but under Miller’s own name. 
In January, on A2412, he and Whee- 
ler sang their final Columbia duet, 
“My Sunshine Jane.” Miller’s last 
Columbia solo, issued in June, 1918, 
was A2526, “Lafayette, We Hear You 
Calling.” It seems likely that his 
association with the Columbia Stel- 
lar Quartet ended at this time, al- 
though no announcement of a change 
was made. The tenor also seems to 
have made no Edison records after 
1918, but a few numbers which he 
had recorded earlier were issued sub- 
sequently. 

The cause is obscure, but although

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The 1946 Edition of 
The Greatest Show on Earth 


The 1946 performance of the Ring- 
ling Bros. and Barnum and Bailey 
Circus was presented in three rings 
and on two stages. To seat the great 
crowds attending the show each day 
and night, four grandstand sections 
and four bleacher sections were placed 
in an oval layout surrounding the 
rings and stages. Nine exits were 
provided to empty the great show 
very quickly in case of emergency. 
An exit notice was posted to the ef- 
fect that each patron choose an exit 
before the big show began and in case 
of trouble walk to that exit. 


The officers of the Combined Shows, 
Inc. that year were James A. Haley, 
President; John Ringling North, 
First Vice-President; Aubrey Haley, 
Vice-President; Mrs, Charles Ring- 
ling, Secretary-Treasurer; and John 
F. Reddy, Jr., General Counsel. 


This year marked the 76th annual 
edition of this great show. Staging 
was by Robert Ringling; Pat Valdo 
served as General Director; Costume 
Design was by Billy Livingston; 
Fred Bradna was the Equestrian Di- 
rector; Merle Evans, Musical Direc- 
tor; Aerial Director, Fred Erwin- 
go; and Master of Ceremonies was 
Arthur Springer. 


Performances were given at 2:15 
and 8:15 P.M. daily. Doors opened 
each day at 1 and 7 P.M. By observ- 
ing the opening hours, big show pa- 
trons could spend more than an hour 
before the main performance in the 
show’s mammoth menagerie. Feature 
attraction was Mr. and Mrs. Gar- 
gantua the Great. 


These two were the world’s most 
famous gorillas. In 1946, Gargantua 
was fifteen years old and his wife, 
Toto, was fourteen, Gargantua 
weighed some 550 pounds, stood 5 
feet 7% inches, and had an arm 
stretch of over 9 feet. His chest 
was more than a yard broad. Toto 
was smalier. She weighed 445 pounds 
and was 4 feet 10 inches tall. 


As always, the Big One that year 
presented a great number of new 
headliners on the stages, in the rings, 
and high in the air. The main pro- 
gram consisted of twenty-two dis- 
plays. Of the many featured artists, 
Con Colleano was the first up. Billed 
as the Toreador of the Tight Wire, 
the great Colleano performed danc- 
ing, tumbling, and somersaulting 
feats in the center ring. Con was

trained in his profession from the 
time he was a small boy by his 
grandfather, an Australian circus 
owner. It is said that Colleano’s 
amazing dexterity of both foot and 
eye came about as the result of 
catching flies. The grandfather had 
Con as a young boy sit at a table 
in front of a saucer of sugar. The 
boy’s job was to catch all flies in his 
fists that tried to eat the sugar. The 
highlight of Colleano’s act was the 
forward somersault which he brought 
into the world of tight wire artists. 


Next on the program came the 
foremost bareback riding stars of all 
Europe, the Giustino Loyal Family. 
This act was headed by the famous 
Giustino Loyal himself. His horse- 
to-horse somersaulting acts that sea- 
son were the greatest in any ring. 
One of his most spectacular feats 
was the execution of a full twist- 
ing somersault through a hoop from 
horse to horse. Giustino Loyal is the 
product of five generations of bare- 
back riding work. His family can 
be traced back to the famous Old 
Guard of Emperor Napoleon. In the 
circus world he is quite well known 
for his ability as a chess player. 


New to the show in 1946 was the 
juggling of Massimilliano Truzzi. He 
was introduced into the ring as the 
craziest but the best juggler in the 
world. He lived up to his billing as 
he moved from ring to hippodrome 
and back again in a flashing display 
of juggling electric light globes, 
flaming torches, and spinning plates. 
Toward the end of his act he put the 
audience to work throwing large balls 
back to him which he caught and bal- 
anced on the end of a wand held 
in his teeth. He preceded each catch 





with a somersault, a roll, or some 
other acrobatic leap. Truzzi was born 
in Russia and got his early training 
in the large circus his father owned. 


One of the animal features of that 


_ year was “Starless Nite.” This was 


the wonder horse which had ap- 
peared in “Sensations of 1946,” with 
Eleanor Powell and other important 
Hollywood stars. William Heyer put 
this equine star of the movies through 
a demonstration of the best elements 
of dressage. 


Another popular audience pleaser 
was the act featuring Roland Tie- 
bor’s trained sea lions. These prima 
donnas of the circus were put through 
a juggling and musical demonstra- 
tion that was constantly highlighted 
by the comedy antics of Frisco, the 
sea lion who tried to spoil every act 
her colleagues attempted. 


The spectacular, which actually 
was Display 6 in the program, was 
entitled Toyland, in which all the 
well-loved and long-remembered toy 
playmates of all the world’s children 
came to life. This was a most color- 
ful spectacle and drew appreciative 
screams from the adults as well as 
from the children. 


The Ringling Show carried some 
one hundred and fifteen clowns in 
1946. They made seven appearances 
during the main performance. Em- 
mett Kelly’s familiar tramp charac- 
terization was the most quickly rec- 
ognized and applauded as he moved 
to each section of the tent. 


At the far end of the tent be- 
tween two bleacher sections, the cir- 
cus band was directed by the famed 
Merle Evans. Standing erect through- 
out the show, Evans led his musi- 
cians with his left hand as he played 
and watched the acts move on sched- 
ule. Merle Evans became director vf 
the Ringling Show band in 1919, the 
year the two shows of Ringling Bros. 
and Barnum and Bailey were com- 
bined. In 1946 he had completed 26 
years of leading the circus band with- 
out ever missing a performance. 


The grand finale, Display 22, fea- 
tured four flying acts. Most famous 
of the four was perhaps the Otaris. 
The other acts were the Flying 
Behrs, The Behees, and The Famous 
Flying Clarkonians with Ernestine 
Clarke.

ON NOVELTIES

What kinds of jewelry did our 
great-great grandmothers favor in 
adorning their elaborate wardiobes 
almost a century ago during the haly- 
con ante bellum days of swirling silk 
hoop skirts, colorful Cashmere snawls 
and quaint velvet bonnets? 

How did the Victorian everyday 
type of ornamental accessories com- 
pare with today’s costume jeweliy? 

Interesting answers and contrasts 
are given in an acccunt of jewelry 
styles for the winter of 1860 by the 
fashion editor Godey’s Lady’s Book 
and Mayazine, a publication that 
many 19th century American ladies 
considered their fashion bible and 
mentor. It not only reported the la- 
test changes and innovations but an- 
ticipated trends by introducing new 
styles through selling jewelry by 
mail to subscribers. 

Called “Some Gossip on Novel- 
ties,” the account reveals in that 
“season,” 98 years ago, the real news 
was that “the reign of gilt is near- 
ly over,” and “in jewelry, solid gold 
ornaments richly chased, of the style 
called Etruscan, are new and in good 
taste.” 

Another new wrinkle was that “belt 
clasps have taken the pTaice of bu- 
ckles to a great extent, and have the 
effect of a double buckle: they are of 
gilt, mother of pearl, jet, jet and steel, 
cut and frosted steel, besides the ex- 
pensive ones in gold, coral, enamel, 
etc., that are a costly and elegant 
ornament. Nothing will be more pop- 
ular; they may be had as simple or 
as costly as desirec. Gold belts are 
still to be seen.” 

Instead of today’s scintiJlating 


rhinestone encrusted jewelry, the Vic- 








torians were gleaming with “cut

steel ornaments, including buckles, 
brooch and earrings. At a little dis- 
tance—especially by artificial light— 
they have the glittering effect of dia- 
monds.” Such flashy accessories may 
not have been approved by the edi- 
tor as she adds, “they are still worn 
for traveling and demi-toilette.” 

Perhaps they seemed gaudy com- 
pared to the almost somber but novel 
jewelry then very popular due to the 
Magazine’s efforts. For, being made 
of human hair, this type had, at 
first been spurned by many although 
prehistoric man wore crude “jewels” 
he carved from bones and rocks and 
animal teeth. 

The plaited hair, woven into ar- 
tistic designs and Victorian motifs 
and mounted in gold frames, appealed 
to the fashion wise editors, They con- 
sidered the bracelets, earrings, neck- 
laces, charms and other items as not 
only distinctly decorative but as typ- 
ically American and personally in- 
dividual. Then, American jewelry 
styles were largely dictated by 
Europe; and the very rich Empress 
Eugénie of France, long a _ world 
faskion leader, was indulging in lcng 
ropes of rare pearls and great “globs” 
of precious gems that the average 
American housewife could not afford. 

But she could indulge in some at- 
tractive jewelry and made from her 
own flowing tresses if she so desired, 
for the Godey Magazine published 
illustrated articles about the new 
jewelry, which it began selling by 
mail. In each issue the Editors re- 
minded their readers that “Ladies 
wishing hair made into bracelets, pins 
(which are very beautiful), necklaces, 
or earrings, can be accommodated by 
our Fashion Editor. A very large 
number of orders have recently been 
filled, and the articles have given 
great satisfacticn.” 

In her column of that winter’s 
jewelry news, the fashion editor lists 
the prices, which then were not in 
the category of “cheap” but were 
drastically less than the sums paid 
for her jewels by the French Em- 
press. Here is the list: 


“Breast pins, from $4 to $12. 
Earrings, from $4.50 to $10. 
Bracelets, from $3 to $15. 
Rings, from $1.50 to $3. 
Necklaces, from $6 to $15. 
Fob-Chains, from $6 to $12.

Proof of the fine, substantial work- 
manship of these items is shown by 
the survival of many today. Hair 
jewelry has become ccllectanea, and, 
jewelry is one of the few items that 
may be worn while a collection is be- 
ing accumulated. A Victorian brooch 
or a necklace and earrings are often 
the accessories that accent the chic 
and charm of a dinner dress or eve- 
ning gown. 

And some of today’s decorative or- 
naments for the coiffure were in- 
spired by the “nets” described by the

The Picture Gallery Bank 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 





A mechanical bank with a unique educational theme 
and a very appropriate name is our choice as No 62 
in the numerical classification of mechanical banks. This 
bank, the Picture Gallery Bank, is the only known me- 
chanical bank that is actually instructive and could be 
used to teach not only the alphabet, but also how to 
count. In addition there is an object pictured to illus- 
trate each letter of the alphabet and each object has the 
respective name shown. These names in all cases are 
short and thus could be used to teach a child to spell. 


The Picture Gallery Bank was manufactured by the 
Shepard Hardware Company of Buffalo, N. Y., in the 
period of 1885. The actual designer and patentee is not 
known, however, it is very likely that C. G. Shepard 
and P. Adams were responsible. Both these men took 
out the patent covering the Punch & Judy Bank in July 
of 1884. The Picture Gallery is very similar to Punch 


& Judy insofar as the operation of the figure is con- 
cerned and the general appearance and makeup of the 
back compartment section. It is not believed that J. & 
E. Stevens Company, after taking over the line of Shep- 
ard Hardware mechanical banks, ever made any of the 
Picture Gallery Banks. In most cases Stevens changed 
the castings in the base so that their conventional type 
of round coin trap could be used instead of the rec- 
tangular locking trap as used by Shepard. To the best 
of the writer’s knowledge no Picture Gallery Banks have 
ever been found with other than the Shepard type of 
locking trap. 


The bank shown is in fine original condition and was 
obtained by the writer some years ago in New England. 
The paint is in unusually good condition for this par- 
ticular bank and is quite decorative. The round face 
of the bank is bright red with an outer edging in 
green. The lettering and decoration is painted gold. The 
section containing the numbers, alphabet, and so on is 
green and the numbers, the letters, and the objects are 
painted gold. The face of the man is painted in natural 
color and he has a blue coat, white shirt, and a red hat. 


The levers to operate the bank are in the back. There 
are two levers, one to operate the figure and the other 
to operate the alphabet mechanism. To operate the sav- 
ing feature a coin is placed in the outstretched hand of 
the figure. On pulling the proper lever the figure turns 
and lowers his hand depositing the coin in the provided 
slot. To operate the instructive mechanism the other 
lever is pressed and a letter of the alphabet appears 
in the left window. The number of this letter appears 
in the upper center window and an object with the name 
shown appears in the right hand window. In each case 
the name of the object begins with whatever letter of 
the alphabet is shown. As example, in the picture when 
the letter ‘L’. is shown the number is ‘12’, and the word 
is ‘lock’ with a lock pictured. In this case the lock shown 
is the same as that used in the base of the bank itself. 
The instructive part of the bank has a mechanism that 
operates on a ratchet principle. This is independent of 
the savings mechanism and is so designed to enable 
the instructive feature to be used at any time without 
the necessity of a coin being deposited. 


The Picture Gallery Bank is a very desirable mechan- 
ical bank with its completely different educational theme. 
It is a very showy large bank and difficult to find in 
good original condition with good paint.

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Tampa Municipal Museum 


The Museum is in the south wing 
of the famous Tampa Bay Hotel, 
opened in 1891 by Henry B. Plant, 
one of Florida’s pioneers, at a cost 
of $3,000,000, with an additional ex- 
penditure of $500,000 for the furnish- 
ings and antiques. This huge build- 
ing of Moorish architecture is one 
quarter mile in length. The roof 
area is six acres and the walk around 
the outside is exactly one mile. This 
is now the home of the University 
of Tampa. 


Mr. and Mrs. Plant traveled to 
the four corners of the earth in 
their search for rare treasures and 
antiques. High prices never daunted 
the purchasers. The only restriction 
was that the objects should be au- 
thentic and suitable to adorn this 
magnificent building. This priceless 
collection is now the Tampa Munic- 
ipal Museum. 


The long corridor is called “The 
Hall of Mirrors,” probably one of 
the finest collections of Venetian and 
Florentine mirrors to be found any- 
where. Boulle cabinets, bronze statu- 
ary, fine vases, carved benches, tables 
and tapestries greet guests as they 
enter the museum.

The men’s writing room with fine 
paneled woodwork contains cabinets, 
mirrors and objects of art from the 
home of A. T. Stewart, a friend of 
Mr. Plant’s, and has been kept as 
originally furnished. The floors are 
laid with gorgeous red carpet with 
a blue rampant lion design. The rug 
was woven in India for Queen Vic- 
toria, and the design destroyed. The 
rug was not to the Queen’s liking 

French and she refused it. 


This room is also used for art 
Clock— exhibits, teas for celebrities, and 
many lovely flower arrangements 


Gold & have been shown here. 
The French wing is filled with 
Bronze furnishings from the palaces of Louis 


XIV. The gold furniture with its 
original needlepoint upholstery is in 
good condition. The old French clocks, 
symbolic in designs, have been pic- 
tured in many volumes on art and 
antiques. Two exquisite tables here, 
one inlaid with seventeen hundred 
and the other with fourteen hundred 
pieces of natural colored woods; “The 
Sleeping Beauty” and “Lady with 
Dog” in white Carrara marble are 
all works of art.

The Oriental rooms have the at- 
mosphere of an ancient civilization. 
Here one finds carved teak wood 
cabinets over two hundred years old 
and a sacred elephant of the Ming 
Dynasty. Two huge Vases colored 
with emerald dust were made in a 
monastery in Tibet. A large five foot 
vase of Satsuma depicts the life of 
the Emperor of Japan; and another 
large vase presented Mr. Plant by 
the Emperor of Japan was made by 
a blind artist and is said to have 
taken seventeen years to complete. 
Rose jars, enameled vases, carved 
tables and Chinese ginger jars are 
among the treasures from the Far 
East. 


The Victorian room is filled with 
fine furniture and bric-a-brac of that 
period. 


In the Cabinet room are large 
jewel cabinets, one of which is said 
to have been owned by Ferdinand 
and Isabella of Spain: Worthy of 
notice is a cabinet inlaid with tor- 
toise shell and ivory, before which 
Mary, Queen of Scots, is said to have 
knelt shortly before her execution. 


Exemplifying the art of many parts 
of the world are the rare silver 
bronze busts of Queen Elizabeth and 
Mary, Queen of Scots, Egyptian ped- 
estals, and exquisitely carved furni- 
ture from Italy, Spain and Belgium. 


In the Gold room is the inlaid 
table said to be used by Napoleon, 
elaborate mirror with its panels and 


an unusual marquetry console and 
paintings and exquisite gold decora- 
tions; gold cabinets, fine vases, Ver- 
nis Martin pedestals topped with 
Louis XVI candelabra, make this 
room interesting. 


Mr. Plant had one of the finest 
private collections of bronzes in the 
country, among which is the immense 
life sized statue of Esmera!da, known 
as the Stubborn Woman, The Spin- 
ner, Youth, Little Red Riding Hood 
and many others. 


There are a variety of porcelains, 
such as Royal Doulton, Staffordshire, 
Wedgwood, Royal Worcester, Delft, 
Majolica and Satsuma on view in the 
many rooms. 


The Junior League of Tampa has 
long furnished guides for the mu- 
seum as one of their work projects, 
and they are now in the process of 
launching a Children’s Museum to be 
housed in one of the wings. This 
much needed addition will make the 
museum an attraction for young and 
old alike. 


Visiting hours are 10 am. to 4 
p.m. Tuesdays through Saturdays. 
Admission free.

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This evidently was the beginning 
of a publication of much larger for- 
mat entitled La Poupée Modéle which 
appeared monthly at least as late as 
1878, possibly later. Both are de- 
scribed as a journal for little girls 
published the 15th of each month. A 
note on the cover of a more elab- 
orate later number states that the 
same management publishes The Lit- 
tle Courier for the Ladies. The Octo- 
ber 1878 issue of La Poupée Modéle 
tells a story about dolls, “The Dolls 
of Mademoisselle Jeanne.” From the 
text it is understood that patterns 
for dolls’ clothes came with all these 
issues for children. 

The little sketch La Poupée Mo- 
déle was taken from the frontispiece 
ofa Doll’s Journal of 1865.” On the 
last two pages of the Journal, the 
following explanation is given: “City 
Outfit: 

“The jllustration at the front of 
the book entitled La Poupée Modéle 
shows two dolls. The sitting doll wears 
a white dress trimmed with red vel- 
vet, and red bands in her hair. The

The 
standing doll wears a green dress, 
medium shade, with black trimmings 
called galons. (bands) Her hat is 
gray felt, trimmed with a black and 
white ribbon band; white stockings 
with black and white shoes called 
Ceinturon Empire. Tan gloves. 
Note: This costume, material, and 
trimming, costs 100 francs in taffeta 
for all girls up to ten years old; from 
85 to 40 francs only to age one. The 
material is very plain. 

Party OUTFIT: Dress of white mus- 

lin cloth. Sash of velvet, embroidered 
with gold. Skirt thus trimmed. Red 
hair bands with white flowers and 
red and gold plumes, coral gems, 
white shoes, red gloves. 
Note: The sash, very much the 
fashion at this time, costs 35 francs 
made in taffeta, in colors for a child 
of ten to twelve years. In very beau- 
tiful velvet at 50 frances each.” 

“Reference is made in the text to 
“yellow sheets.” Evidently these con- 
tained patterns for both dolls’ clothes 
and childrens’ clothes. 

The following translation of The 
Journal of the Dolls, published No- 
vember 15, 1865, is by Adelaide Es- 
peland of Washington, D. C. 

“WINTER FASHIONS: Here I am 
back from my summer and fall trips, 
my beautiful young ladies, and all 
ready to write you about the pretty 
things which I have admired for you 
for three days. 

“T have been from street to street, 
from store to store, and I assure you 
that not one Parisian doll is now 
as up to date as I am about the new 
and fashionable styles for winter. 
The fact remains that the Nurem- 
berg doll, from the street of Choiseul, 
is the pearl of its kind. New crea- 
tions and inventions are continually 
taking place—new fashions barely 
come out before the boarders of 
Madame Lavallée-Per-nne have them. 
And what fashions! The most sought 
after, the most aristocratic; never 
anything vulgar. Good taste always 
and everywhere! ‘ 

“Had there been anything new in 
lingerie, I would have eommenced 
with it, in order to prevent our old 
doll from accusing me again of sac- 
rificing the essential to the non-essen- 
tial. Only the ornaments vary, the 
forms remain the same. They are 
mixtures, more or less, of intricate 
Valenciennes lace, embroidery and 
pleats. All the richness, the un- 
equalled fashionableness! One would 
be glad to retire in the middle of 
the day in order to put on one of 
the pretty dressing jackets. 

“Let us proceed. As is my cus- 
tom, I forget that I speak not only 
for the great lady dolls. Good friends 
who are particularly attached to 
those companions of good taste are 
modest and do not lack attention and 
notice. Let us say quickly. for all 
fashionable dolls, the morning shirt 
and lingerie, which were given in our 
yellow sheets, are all very much worn 
and fashionable. One does not change 
one’s clothes every day, especially 
when one relies upon the skillful fin- 


gers of a little mistress or of her 
small mother. 

“Nothing new about petticoats ex- 
cept many ornaments. 

“Scalloped hankerchiefs in color 
are wonderful for style. For dress- 
ing up, there are the handkerchiefs 
trimmed with Valenciennes lace, with 
monograms and embroidered edges, as 
well as the handkerchief of English 
lace. Your paper will give you sam- 
ples of all three kinds. 

“Let us now handle the great ques- 
tion of dresses. I am better able to 
speak about them, as [I have seen a 
great variety. The cuts are practi- 
cally the same as they have been: 
the bodices have basques, round waist, 
low cut square neckline, princess rid- 
ing coats. Everyone chooses what 
suits her best. 

“As to materials, taffetas are very 
fashionable; next in popularity are 
the textured materials, the foulards 
of patterned cashmere, fancy mate- 
rials of all makes; in addition, some 
old costly French antique moire is 
used for dolls, but not little girls. 
However, dolls and little girls (up 
to ten or twelve years, not more!) 
wear some velvet of all shades or gra- 
dations of color. 

“For evening parties, gauze cham- 
bray or silk gauze make charming 
dresses. ; 

“Gold, silver, crystal, fringes from 
Tibet in black or white, and Cluny 
lace are used for trimmings. Lace is 
less popular but has not fallen into 
disuse altogether. As for gold or tin- 
sel, it is the rage; some even have 
the poor taste to use it on lingerie. 

“Sneaking of lace, I remember a 
ravishing outfit which I shall try to 
describe for you. It was designed for 
a little girl about six years old. 
Dress skirt and jacket were black, 
lined; the velvet waist magnificent. 
It was trimmed with white Guipure 
lace, said to be Cluny, and cost 160 
francs. The duplicate of this dress, 
for the doll, had been placed with a 
coquettish little Empire hat of black 
velvet, elegantly trimmed with Gui- 
pure lace and brightened up with a 
bunch of roses. Both outfits, the one 
for the girl and the one for the doll, 
were sent to Vienna. 

“There was another outfit of ex- 
quisite taste by Mme. Lavallée. The 
skirt was of black boucle material 
discreetly trimmed with gold span- 
gles, the jacket, without sleeves, bor- 
dered in the same. The jacket had 
a large black basque, and it onened 
in front showing a white taffeta 
waistcoat with sleeves of the Louis 
IV shape: balls of gold on the jacket. 
This outfit made in silk for girls of 
six years cost 75 to 80 francs. 

“Another more simple outfit was of 
gray serge. The tunic skirt held up 
over a red petticoat, and the jacket 
had a hood lined with red. An Em- 
press hat of gray felt. The cost was 
35 francs for an eight-year-old child, 
40 francs up to twelve years. 

“And the informal outfit? Would 
you like, for example, a dress of 
gray or brown, trimmed with cord- 
ing in ‘the same color? A skirt in 
black taffeta trimmed at the hemline

with a little green ribbon, framed by 
two narrow Turkish bands, worn 
with a decorated white cashmere 
jacket, trimmed on each seam with 
the same band and assorted balls— 
you wish for more? 

“The above outfit could be mod- 
ified infinitely. With the jacket, or 
a Russian shirt (one has them in 
quantity) you are able to alter and 
refurbish all your discarded dresses. 
The jackets are made of black and 
white, red and white, violet and black, 
blue, and in materials of one of 
these colors. They are trimmed with 
gold and silver in Oriental style. One 
also makes them in velvet. They are 
worn with skirts of many colors. 
If the waist of one of your dresses 
of gauze or muslin is faded, simply 
make a less ornate one of white. 
They are obtainable at 3 francs, 50 
ce. to 6 francs at the la Poupee de Nu- 
remberg. They are exquisite! Use a 
fashionable sash with it and you have 
a party outfit, smart and at very 
little cost and not considered out of 
fashion. I know some things, my 
frivolous one, who disposes so easily 
of money! 

“A few words about ball dresses, 
about which Bonne Amie has already 
dedicated a long chapter in explana- 
tion of needlework. That is still 
another thing in which one excels at 
la Poupee de Nuremberg. Would you 
like some examples? 

“T shall describe only two dresses, 
one of which was sent to Italy with 
a trunk of accessories, the other to 
the smart Bellotte de R----, of which 
Chiffonnette entertains you some- 
times. 

“The first—the dress sent to Flor- 
ence—was of white illusion tulle, 
composed of three draped skirts over 
a white taffeta one. This dress was 
made with a train 65 centimetres 
long in the back. Each of the tulle 
skirts was held up by a bunch of 
golden cherries with glistening fo- 
liage. The Empire bodice, with a 
square neck, had some bouquets on 
the shoulders and the middle of the 
bodice. The Empire hairdo had glis- 
tening bands of gold cherries. This 
dress, dazzling by light, did not cost 
more than 80 francs in spite of its 
splendor. 

“The other outfit, much more sim- 
ple, was of white crepe. Belotte paid 
only 20 frances for it. The skirt was 
as short as an ordinary one. It was 
made with a six-inch hem, at the 
bottom of which were five rows of 
golden braid. At the bodice a lovely 
little speckled bird held up the crepe 
drapery, replacing the usual bouquet. 
The hairdo of golden bands, held up 
by a similar bird which seemed to 
flutter about the smart Bellotte chig- 
non. This outfit, ravishing with dis- 
tinction and simplicity, makes Bel- 
lotte, already so pretty with her blond 
hair and pretty blue eyes, ten times 
as charming. 

“With this dress she never failed 
to wear a hoop. It is indispensable 
in order to give grace when moving 
about. The hoop is very solid and 
costs only 2 francs and 1 france 50. 
Mdme. Lavallée invented, to wear 
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at the same time, an Empire skirt of 
white muslin. It was marvelous and 
most elegant with floating dresses. 

“And the hats, little marvels of 
the Poupee de Nuremberg, shall we 
not talk about them? It would be a 
pity for you not to find the happy 
mixture of taste, grace and distinc- 
tion—without counting the infinite 
variety. The house of Lavallée is 
without doubt the firm of Odde for 
dolls. Concerning this firm, it has 
just invented a new hat destined to 
dethrone the Empire hat, very pret- 
ty really and universally adopted 
since it has the good sense to reject 
the shapes which look like overturned 
saucepans. Coming back to the hat 
in question, it is an unusual form, 
which I dare not approve before 
knowing whether the really smart 
dolls will adopt it. 

“Let us speak, in the meantime, 
of the modified Empire hat. I have 
noticed one in royal white velvet. 
On one side was a bird delicately 
poised under a bow of tulle; under- 
neath, a good circle.—The second hat: 
Imperial blue velvet; at the bottom 
of the brim is Cluny lace, a white 
wing on the side; the same mode] in 
black.—Third hat: Black velvet again 
with a crown of bright leaves. These 
hats are all replicas of those in fash- 
ionable shops and are selling for 5 
to 6 francs. 

“Finally we come to the melon- 


shaped hat with long veil of crepe 
(Continued on page 53)

JOHN ECKSTEIN 


AN EARLY PHIT_ADELPHIA 
PAINTER, SCULPTOR AND ENGRAVER 


By MRS. R. S. CHAMBERLAIN 


In the “Pennsylvania Packet” of 
March 27, 1795, appeared a hopeful 
advertisement: 

“John Eckstein & Son, Painters 
and Sculptors, late of Academy of 
Arts and Sciences in Berlin, in- 
tending to establish themselves in 
this city, wish to submit their tal- 
ents to the judgement of the Pub- 
lic, by an exhibition of their works 
Painting and Sculpture ete. which 
may be seen at their house, Mar- 
ket Street, No. 323 every day, Sun- 
days excepted, from 9 in the fore- 
noon till 2, and in the afternoon 
from 3 to 8 o’clock. Tickets of ad- 
mittance 1-4 of a dollar each. Cat- 
alogues to ke had gratis.” 
Although the general public might 

not have been interested in the ar- 
rival of a German sculptor who had 
modeled a bust of Frederick the 
Great from his death-mask, which 
was in the Hohenzollern museum in 
Berlin, and had exhibited at the Ber- 
lin Academy a model for an eques- 
trian statue of Frederick the Great, 
the United States Mint employed John 
Eckstein in September of 1795 for 
two models for which he was paid 
thirty dollars. 

While Eckstein may have been em- 
ploved simply to prepare a sculptured 
model for the use of the Chief En- 
graver (or die-sinker) of the Untted 
States Mint, Robert Scot, he was 
capable also of drawing and prepar- 
ing designs. The design for the 1795 
dollar traditionally is believed to 
have been made by Gilbert Stuart. 
Eckstein may have made a sculptured 
model from a drawing by Stuart for 
the use of Scot. Another new design 
was introduced in 1795 for the 1¢- 
verse of the gold eagle and half- 
eagle, a naturalistic eagle standing 
on a palm branch and holding a 
wreath of laurel in his beak. Wal- 
ter Breen points out that the orig- 
inal of this design is from a Roman 
onyx cameo in the Kunsthistorisches 
Museum at Vienna, Austria. It is 
not beyond the realm of possibility 
that tuckstein, who had copied such 
paintings as Phillipus Melancthon 
after an original painting in the cab- 
inet of the Duke of Mecklenberg, and 
had exhibited drawings and sculpture

John Eckstein and son were versatile 
craftsmen. Perhaps they were more 
skilled in craftsmanship than artis- 
try. Thomas Sully, famous Philadel- 
phia artist, speaks of Eckstein super- 
ciliously to the early chronicler of 
American artists, William Dunlap: 
“Eckstein was a_ thorough-going 
drudge in the arts. He could do you 
a picture in still-life, history, land- 
scape, portrait—he could model; cut 
a head in marble—or anything you 
please.” 

Sully tells how he visited the old 
German sculptor’s atelier with Wash- 
ington Irving and goes on to make 
fun of Eckstein’s “many strange ver- 
sions of classic history,” particularly

on classical themes at the Berlin 
Academy of Arts and Sciences, might 
not have been familiar with this de- 


gn, 

Eckstein is mentioned as a sculp- 
tor of the Arms of New Jersey in 
marble in Peale’s Museum advertise- 
ment of December 27, 1796. The de- 
sign for the Arms of New Jersey had 
origmally been conceived by Francis 
Hopkinson and Pierre Eugene du Si- 
mitiére in 1776. 

A strong practical quality in John 
Eckstein, this artist who had emi- 
grated to the United States, leaving 
a position which -he claimed was as 
high as historical painter 'to the King 
of Prussia is revealed in this adver- 
tisement from the Federal (Phila- 
delphia Gazette), November 10, 1793: 

“Looking Glass Warehouse. Late- 
ly imported and for sale by the 
subscribers, a large and elegant as- 
sortment of looking glasses in 
frames, and looking glass plates of 
all sizes and dimensions. They will 
receive and execute orders. on 
frames for looking glasses, paint- 
ings and prints, in the most ele- 
gant style and after the newest 
fashion, either gilt or plain. Also for 
sale, paintings for parlours and 
chimney pieces. 

“They likewise take this method 
of recommending themselves for 
the execution of ‘all kinds of paint- 
ings, carving and statuary work, 
in marble, wood, or in a new kind 
of composition mass invented by 
them, which has the polish and ele- 
gance of marble. All on reasonable 
terms. Their exhibition of painting, 
sculpture and wax-work, will con- 
tinue to be open at the usual hours.

Street, No. 323.”

one “The Roman and Sabine comba- 
tants separated by the Sabine wom- 
en.” Sully neglected to mention that 
John Eckstein was also an engraver 
and illustrator. Eckstein provided two 
engraved illustrations in 1809 for an 
edition of Freneau’s Poems published 
by Lydia R. Bailey of Philadelphia 
of “King Tammany” and “Naval 
Combat.” His 1812 engravings from 
his portraits of two Philadelphia cler- 
gymen, the Reverend William Staugh- 
ton, pastor of the Baptist Church and 
Johann Friederich Schmidt of the 
German Lutheran Church, are hard 
in style, almost caricatures. The Eck- 
stein family were members of the

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Campaign and Presidential 
Button Collector 


By VINCE DUCETTE 


A Californian has one of the most 
sought after collector’s items in the 
country today. Buttons. Mrs. Marcia 
Stanton France, Alhambra, Calif., 
has devoted a considerable portion of 
her life collecting them. 

They are buttons from presidential 
campaigns and inaugurations. The 
resulting array reflects the major 
issues and men of American history. 
With it has come first prize rib- 
bons in ‘California State Button So- 
ciety shows as well as daily corres- 
pondence from other collectors coun- 
try-wide. 

Although an expert in the field has 
recently named her collection one of 
the largest and most complete in the 
nation, Mrs. France is too busy 


searching to give more than a quick 





smile of satisfaction. Antique shops 
have been a major source of her col- 
lection. 

“Frequently, however, neighbor- 
hood children ring the door bell 
holding historic campaign buttons 
they unearthed while digging in a 
backyard or rummaging through an 
old chest in a forgotten attic,” she 
says. 

“Some of my campaign buttons 
have yet tc appear in national cat- 
alogs,” she adds. 

Among her show cases are two 
George Washington buttons. One has 
beaded initials G. W., and there are 
very few of these in existence today, 
she explains. It has considerable 
value. To Mrs. France it has far 
more than intrinsic value. Thirteen

The other George Washington but- 
ton has the words “Long live the 
President” upon it, a carry-over from 
the English manner of paying hom- 
age to a king or queen. 

A bronze button advocating the 
candidacy of James Monroe in 1816 
begins a path paved by buttons right 
to the present, Other successful can- 
didates whose aspirations for the 
presidency were forever inscribed on 
buttons include Andrew Jackson, 
Franklin Pierce, William Henry Har- 
rison and Abe Lincoln whose button 
of the 1860 campaign shows him as 
a rail splitter. 

Harrison’s famed 1840 campaign 
slogan “Tippecanoe and Tyler, too,” 
is etched on one of her most valued 
buttons. Another reads: “Go it Tip, 
come on Tyler.” It took William H. 
Harrison to the White House. 

“Harrison had another campaign 
button depicting a log cabin,” Mrs. 
France says. “The button came in 
two styles—-with or without a cider 
barrel in view, depending upon the 
temperance leanings of the voter.” 

Frequently, zealous followers of a 
candidate would remove the buttons 
from their clothing and _ substitute 
campaign buttons until election time 
during early American history, she 
explains. 

Her collection also contains the 
campaign buttons of less successful 
candidates such as the first Repub- 
lican presidential hopeful, John Fre- 
mont, in 1856, and the little known 
Democratic pair of Butler and Cass, 
1848, 

A rare medalette of the confed- 
erate president, Jefferson Davis, is 
also present with a _ hole drilled 
through it to be used as a watch 
fob of the times. 

A button from the 1888 campaign 
of Benjamin Harrison has a _ piece 
of leather attached to symbolize the 
issue concerning leather conserva- 
tion in the midwest in this period. 
With Levi Morton, he defeated Gro- 
ver Cleveland. 

In 1896 William McKinley was 
running for the presidency with Ted- 
dy Roosevelt his running mate. Rep- 
resenting their successful campaign 
in the collection is their button show- 
ing their faces alongside an old-fash- 
jioned dinner pail. “A full dinner 
bucket” reads the inscription. 

Their campaign four years fater 
showed another dinner bucket with 
the words “Four more years.” The 
dinner bucket was more modern, too. 
A full tray of 35 pins represent their 
presidential terms. It ends with a 
rare array of the McKinley mourn- 
ing buttons—six of them—after he 
was shot to death in a music hall in 
1901. One button shows his picture 
on an American flag draped in black. 

McKinley had been familiarly 
known as “the gold bug.” In his 1900 
presidential campaign, pins of a 
small, gold colored bug were worn 
by his followers, at the press of a 
lever, the wings snapped out show- 
ing his picture.

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One of his chief competitors was 
silvery tongued William Jennings 
Bryan, noted chiefly for his famous 
“Cross of Gold” speech in 1896. The 
speech resulted in a democratic par- 
ty split during this campaign with 
Bryan leading the Peoples Demvucra- 
tic party. A campaign pin of the 
time, shows a politician in a coffin 
under the words, “Talked to death.” 

Bryan’s followers wore a pin read- 
ing “No crown of thorns, no cross 
of gold.” Bryan wanted a silver rath- 
er than a gold standard, but McKin- 
ley still won the election. 

In 1901 Teddy Roosevelt became 
president due to McKinley’s assassi- 
nation. When he ran in 1904 with 
Charles W. Fairbanks, they used a 
Teddy Bear button as their em- 
blem. Among the competition was 
Eugene Debs and Benjamin Hanford, 
socialists. Debs, however, was in 
prison at the time, on charges of sedi- 
tion. He, however, got 402,400 pop- 
ular votes. A campaign pin in the col- 
lection shows Debs wearing his pris- 
on number. 

In the campaign of 1908 Bryan 
was running again. A main compe- 
titor was William Howard Taft. A 
Taft pin reads: “Vote for Taft this

was not over, from the middle of 
1918 until the time of his death he 
sang mostly for the smaller compa- 
nies, especially Aeolian-Vocalion and 
Emerson, by whom he was employed 
fairly regularly. He also did a lit- 
tle singing for others, among them 
Gennett and Pathé. 

The last Miller records I have been 
able to trace again bring the James 
Reed disguise into play. They are on 
the 35 cent Cameo brand. On S-308 
“Reed” sings “The Palms” and “The 
Holy City.” On 342 he sings a ballad, 
“River Shannon Moon,” coupled with 
“When Will the Sun Shine for Me?” 
by Scott and Grey, who sound like 
Charles Hart and Elliott Shaw. Mil- 
ler’s friends say he never ‘went 
back” and his vocal powers were as 
great at the end of his career as 
at the beginning. That may be true, 
but as best I can judge through the 
execrable Cameo recording the ten- 
or’s tones had taken on an “old” 
sound and the renditions of the 
hymns seem tired and without spirit. 
However, there is no reason why Mil- 
ler should have suffered any serious 
artistic decline at the age of 43. 

The end came unexpectedly and 
dramatically for the sweet-voiced 
singer from South Carolina. Charles 
Harrison says Miller had taken the flu 
and his death eame from a stroke 
suffered during a coughing spell. As 
already mentioned, it occurred in 
Christmas week of 1923. The March, 
1924, issue of that famous recently 
discontinued, music magazine, The 
Etude, briefly mentioned his passing 
by saying:

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“Reed Miller, one of our best ten- 
ors in concert and oratorio, passed 
away at his home in New York on 
che afternoon of December 29. Hi 
was a native of Anderson, S. C., and 
had filled a number of leading church 
positions in New York.” 

But though gone, Reed Miller had 
not been removed out of memory. In 
1938 the MacMillan Company issued 
a one-volume Encyclopaedia of Mu- 
sic and Musicians, edited by Albert 
E. Wier. The editor apparently did 
not know Miller had died 15 years 
before, for there is no mention of 
the tenor’s death in this brief sketch: 


MILLER, REED, American tenor, 
born Anderson, S. C., Feb. 29, 1880; 
cornettist in the Spanish - American 
War and pupil of E. G. Powell. He 
made his concert debut in 1903 and sang 
with all the leading American orches- 
tras and choral societies. His repertory 
included the standard oratorios and 
more than a hundred concert numbers. 


Mrs. Miller also was mentioned, 
thus: 


VAN DER VEER, NEVADA, contem- 
porary American contralto, born at 
Springfield Center, N. Y., studied in 
Europe and was soloist with the New 
York Oratorio Society and the New 
York Symphony Orchestra. 


I might also mention that most of 
Mrs, Miller’s solo work for the pho- 
nograph consisted of singing Chris- 
tian Science hymns. 

If Reed Miller were still alive he 
would now be 78 years of age. He 
has been dead so long he now re- 
mains in memory only on the strength 
of his many fine records. Electric re- 
cording was unknown in his lifetime; 
radio was in its swaddling clothes 
when he died and television seemed a 
barely remote possibility. But a sing- 
er who is a fine artist in one gen- 
eration could be equally good in 
another. Should Miller return to 
earth today, with the vocal equip- 
ment he had 50 years ago, there 
would be no doubt of his ability to 
do now what he did at the turn of 
the century — leave South Carolina 
with nothing in his pocket and carve 
a distinguished career for himself.

“WHEN THE BELLS 


SOUND” 
By CARL S. DIXON 


How does a collector, especially a 
bell collector, come about? How does 
an otherwise sane, sober and rational 
human being finally reach such a 
state that he can with no more 
stimulus than the sound of a bell 
turn into a fascinated symbol of im- 
mobilized curiosity? Pavlov could do 
something similar to this with dogs 
but it is a startling thought to think 
that some collectors react in a sim- 
ilar manner. (This should not be ecn- 
strued to mean collectors are dogs 
or vice versa). Yet I know this to 
be true because I am a bell collec- 
tor and it happens to me frequently 
—suddenly somewhere a bell will 
sound and JI lose all normal inhibi- 
tions and am off like an old hound 
dog. Why is this? Well - - - 

Early on a bright and sunny win- 
ter morning about 35 years ago I 
became aq bell collector. I didn’t know 
it at the time because I was only 
about eight years old and I was ly- 
ing in bed busily wishing I didn’t 
have to get up and go to school. The 
picture is still crystal clear in my 
memory—the bright sun was shining 
in the bedroom window, the icicles 
were glittering like diamond stalac- 
tites. The snow lay heavily on the 
window sill for there had been a 
heavy fall the night before. 

Through the muffled stillness of 
early morning, softly at first like an 
ancient music box and then in in- 
creasing volume came the sound of 
bells. The sound seemed to float on 
the bright clear air and emanated 
from every point of the compass with 
a stronge ethereal quality. 

A child’s mind exists half in and 
half out of a “never never land” of 
imagination and fantasy. The memo- 
ry of that morning and those bells 
crystalized into an experience that 
came, as the years rolled on, to sym- 
bolize all of the nostalgic qualities 
of childhood. 

I know now that what I heard were 
the normal sounds of a small town 
awakening to the activities of a typ- 
ical winter‘s day. The bells which 
seemed so unearthly in their tinkling 
were various types of sleigh bells 
attached to delivery sleighs of vari- 
ous vintages. I know too that the 
silvery sound of the bells was em- 
phasized by the abnormal muffling of 
other sounds because of this heavy 
snow fall. Most of all I know now 
that there is a special world that 
children are allowed to visit now and 
then but that grown-ups may never 
enter. I can never again recapture 
the aura and atmosphere of that 
world—so I try to do the next best 
thing—I collect bells. I suppose psy- 











we 
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chologists would say that I was es- 
caping from the reality of the pres- 
ent by seeking escape in the past 
and that the bells are symbolic of 
a desire to return to a trouble-free 
childhood. Maybe, but regardless of 
the psychological implication the fact 


remains that I like bells and because - 


I like them I collect them. Too much 
introspection can spoil the fun. Be- 
sides what’s «a hobby for? 

But enough now of background— 
enough of analysis of the whys and 


wherefores — enough of the past — 
what about bell collecting in the 
present? 


My wife and I run a smal] an- 
tique shop as a Side line and a hob- 
by. Like many antique dealers we 
are also collectors at heart, also 
natural born squirrels in our de- 
sire to collect for ourselves. In 
addition to our bell collection we 
also collect early iron, bottles, pew- 
ter and 18th century furniture and 
have managed to turn our home into 
a veritable museum. No matter how 
many other interests we have, some- 
how we always return to our bells. 
Because of the limit of space with- 
in our house we have restricted our 
bell collecting to only metal bells 
and still further to only old metal 
bells. In spite of these limitations 
our collection presently numbers in 
the hundreds and varies in size from 
a huge old church bell weighing hun- 
dreds of pounds down to a tiny goose 
bell less than an inch in height. 

The categories that fall within 
such a collection are practically count- 
less and are only limited by the 
imagination of the collector. At the 
present time we have our collection 
divided up under such _ generalized 
headings as: School bells, Farms bells, 
Town Criers bells, Call bells, Fig- 
urines, Cow bells, Horse bells, Sleigh 
bells, Shaft bells (upper and lower), 
House bells, Gongs (Chinese and 
otherwise), Ox bells, Locomotive bells, 
etc., etc., etc. 

Any one of these sub-groupings 
can of course be broken down by 
size, type of metal, tonal scale, 
shape or specialized use. 

Unless one becomes interested in 
the history and collection of bells, 
one seldom stops to realize the tre- 
mendous part that the use of bells 
has played in the history of man- 
kind. They have served him in times 
of happiness, in times of sorrow, in 
times of disaster and in times of re- 
joicing. Their voices have helped to 
express man’s every emotion. In the

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earliest days of ancient Egypt and 
China they were worn by priests as 
symbols of religion. They were worn 
by the earliest Britons as accoutre- 
ments of war. Hand bells were car- 
ried by Caesar’s legionaires while 
mounting guard duty, thus assuring 
the centurions that the guards were 
active. They have warned mankind 
of fire and flood, pestilence and disas- 
ter. They have alerted man against 
invasion by his enemies and have 
also told him of victories, births, 
deaths, marriages and have even reg- 
ulated the time of his meals, his 
prayers and his rising and retiring. 


Even today midst of the atcmic 
age when anything old has become 
outmoded and has found its way to 
discard, the bell persists in aiding, 
abetting and interpreting man’s ac- 
tivities. 

We have for axample the Telephone 
bell, Church bell, Fire bell, Ship’s 
bell, Train bell, Ice Cream bell. 


Yes, and a hundred others if we but 
look around us. 

Among our own bells we have some 
that are particularly poignant and 
which seem ito have developed person- 
alities of their own. We have a bell

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Historians put the clepsydra or 
water clock back to Hoang-ti 2679 
and also show it used in China in 
1100 B.C. 

This was an ancient instrument, 
telling time by the regulated flow of 
water, the hour being noted by the 
descent or ascent of a float on the 
water in a vessel, or by a dial with a 
hand governed by the float. 

The Time-Boy of India sat in front 
of a large vessel of water, floating 
a bronze cup with a small hole in 
it. 

On the surface of the vessel the 
“gong” or smaller vessel gradually 
filled until it sank. As soon as this 
happened, the boy emptied it and 
struck the gong a given number of 
blows, and put it back in place. 


The hour-glass or sand-glass is 
really a type of water clock. 

The Hon-woo-et-low (copper jars 
dropping water) of Canton, China, 
was a 12 hour clock, consisting of 
four copper jars partially built in a 
stair-like structure, higher than the 
surrounding buildings. Commencing 
at the top jar, each one dropped into 
the one below, until it reached the 
solid bottom jar. In this was the 
“bamboo stick” which indicated the 
height of the water, thus telling time. 
It was set morning and evening by 
dipping the water from jar four to 
jar one.

was octagonal and had at one time 
sun-dials on each of its eight sides. 
On top was a bronze weather vane 
from which it was named. 

References in old writings tell us 
that from about 1000 A.D. to 1300 
A.D. bells were struck by machines 
regulated with the verge escapement. 
Many were strikers only, having no 
hands or dials.

The English Blacksmith’s Clock had 
the very earliest application of tne 
pendulum. It was less than 3 inches 
long and hung on the verge, or pallet 
axle, beating 222 per minute. The 
wheels were cast brass and all teeth 
filed out by hand. Pinions were solid 
with the axles, or “staffs” and were 
also hand filed. 

Put together by mortise, tenon and 
cotter, it had four original screws all 
made by hand with a file. 


No lathe was used, all staffs, pin- 
ions and pivots being hand made. The 
weights were hung on cords as thick 
as an ordinary lead-pencil passing 
over pulleys having spikes set around 
them to prevent slipping. The 
weights descended seven feet in 
twelve hours, and had to be pulled 
up twice a day. The single hour 
hand was very elaborate being lace- 
like, as art and engraving had reached 
a high level before the days of 
clocks. 


Gear-wheel clocks commence with 
De Vick’s of 1364, but records show 
this could not have been invented all 
at once, and many inventions have 
been lost. The year 1660 represents 
the center of modern improvements 
in clocks, the pendulum, the minute 
and second hands, the anchor and 
dead beat escapements, the circular 
balance and hair spring.

A famous old clock hung in the 
dome of the town Hall Heidelberg. 
It was destroyed by French soldiers 
in 1698. When the hammer struck 
each hour, the life size figure of a 
man walked out, removed his hat and 
bowed, then he returned to his place. 
As he closed the door, a cock crowed, 
and flapped his wings. 
did a few didos with his scythe, while 
soldiers fought a sham battle on a 
platform below. 


At midnight and noon, the chimes 
played national airs, and once every 
24 hours the life of man was illustra- 
ted with figurines, depicting the 
seven ages.

of various colors. This is worn with 
semi dress and more informal clothes. 
Like the Empress hat, it has small 
gold bands and a new kind of braid. 

“All there remains, I believe, is to 
speak about coats. They all have cowl 
hoods and that is all. They may vary 
with pleats and shirring. They are 
of velvet—red, blue, white, brown, 
pansy, black—and of plush and ve- 
lour materials. The cost is from 8 to 
10 frances according to the cloth and 
trimmings. One always wears velvet 
eoats and jackets of the same colors. 

“As for footwear, boots are the fa- 
vorite; open shoes, too. They are 
made of different colors, but black 
is preferable as it goes with any- 
thing. 

“I can also advise for bodices: the 
Empire clasps at 2 francs; gloves of 
any shade at 1 franc 50; muffs in 
ermine, gray Persian lamb, astrakan 
or beaver, from 7 francs to 10 or 12 
francs. 

“There are also charming corsets, 
which I heard called ceintures re- 
gentes (controlled corsets). They are 
like real ladies’ corsets. 

“Goodbye now, dear young ladies. 
I hope I have told you everything 
you want to know, but if you require 
the least detail, you know I am here. 

“The old doll, for whose final word 
I have left no space, recommends to 
you, through me, that you refrain 
from being too frivolous, and that 
you be satisfied with what your lit- 
tle mothers give you, whom [I hope 
will be reasonable. Take care of your 
new outfits because they will soon 
fade if worn when not necessary. To 
look smart you must not throw your 
clothes like rags into drawers in or- 
der to save yourselves the trouble of 
folding them up. As for myself, I 
hug you all.”

The Ice Skatana Collector

Editor’s Note: Dr, Geist is Board of 
Governors of the Westchester Skating 
Club, N. Y., Secretary of the College 
Skating Club and former competitor 
member of the Middle Atlantic Skat- 
ing Association. 

Skatana is the hobby of collecting 
items relating to the sport of skat- 
ing. In addition to the 20,000,000 ska- 
ters in the United States there are 
several thousands who also collect 
skatana. These collectors meet infor- 
mally.at antique shows, skating rinks 
and at ice shows. The roller skaters 
have a skate sticker collectors group 
which has a rapidly increasing mem- 
bership and much activity. 

There is pleasure in locating old 

skates, books, prints, and other items, 
and then purchasing them. After buy- 
ing comes the research about the item 
such as its age, use, country origin, 
original costs, etc. Some of the old 
skates may even be used today in 
ice carnivals and Gay Nineties par- 
ties. Most of the old items are rare 
_and may greatly increase in value. 
An example of the tremendous value 
increase may be noted in the prices 
for the old Currier and Ives print— 
“Skating—Central Park” which orig- 
inally sold for about $1. It is now 
a valuable item. 

For those wishing to start skatana 
collecting, the writer suggests spe- 
cializing on one item such as old 
skates, books or prints. Many public 
libraries have reference volumes list- 
ing old books, prints, etc. HOBBIES 
Magazine provides opportunities to 
purchase such things as skates and 
prints. Friends of hobby collectors 
may send gifts of old skates, cards 
and books. Vacation touring in the 
United States and abroad offers a

grand opportunity to add to the ska- 
tana collection. Last summer, friends 
visiting Germany brought the club a 
lovely lady skating figurine from 
Dresden. A friend from England 
brought an old book from London. 

A list of some of the various items 
that may be collected are: 

1. SKATES. The late Irving Brokaw, 
author of the “Art of Skating,” had 
one of the largest and most complete 
old skate collections. The former Cen- 
ter Ice Theatre in New York had on 
display for many years a collection 
of several hundred ice skates. The 
College Skating Club of New York 
has a small collection of a dozen 
pairs of old skates dating back to 
1880. The late Joseph K. Savage of 
the Skating Club of New York was 
an avid collector of old skates and 
had a nice small collection. 

2. Books. “The Bibliography of 
Sport,” by C. M. Van Stockum, pub- 
lished in 1914, lists 65 books on ice 
skating and 20 on roller skating 
printed in English, German, French 
and Dutch. The oldest club book is 
“T’Art du Patinage,” by George E. 
Vail, published in Paris, in 1886. 
Another interesting book was “The 
Hippodrome Skating Book,” py Char- 
lotte, published in 1916. These were 
purchased at old book shops on Fourth 
Avenue in New York City. Book 
dealers often obtain, old, and out of 
print books for collectors. 

38. OLD PRINTs. These items are 
rare and expensive. The Arthur col- 
lection in Philadelphia is one of the 
most complete in America. The Cur- 
rier and Ives lithographs are prob- 
ably the best known skating prints. 
Some of these fine prints may be 
seen in the Old Print Room of the 
New York Public Library on 42 
Street. 

4, FIGURINES. The December, 1957, 
issue of the magazine “Skating” nas 
an interesting article on a beautiful 
collection of skaters figurines. The 
club has just two porcelain figurines 
imported from Dresden, Germany. 
These art objects are exquisite and 
valuable. 

5. PosTAGE STAMPS. Stamp collect- 
ing is the royal hobby, and the num- 
ber one collecting hobby of the world. 
The club has started its stamp col- 
lection with 27 stamps featuring ice 
and roller skaters. 

6. ProGRAMs, Amateur and profes- 
sional skating shows usually publish 
programs of their carnivals. Big time 
skating shows started in 1916-17 with 
Charlotte at the old New York Hip- 
podrome and then were revived at 
Madison Square Garden with Sonja 
Henie. The club collection numbers 
more then 50 programs, The choice 
program in the collection is the 1937 
Playland Ice Carnival in which the 
club members participated in the Vir- 
ginia Reel number. Old skating pro- 
grams may be bought at old maga- 
zine and antique shops from 10 cents 
to 50 cents each, also through adver- 
tising in HOBBIES Magazine. 

7. SHEET Music. Skating songs are 
listed in the Grosvenor Librarv Bul- 
letin of June, 1945, and in “Hand- 
book of Sheet Music,” by Harry Dich- 
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ter issued in 1947. Some of the early 
song sheets suchas “Skating Galop” 
is listed at $25.00. The club has col- 
lected some 60 songs with the prize 
being Hildegarde Waltz written and 
autographed by Hildegarde Balmain 
of the Skating Club of New York. 
Some music stores sell these old song 
sheets. 

8. JEWELRY. This is probably the 
most popular item today, with ska- 
ters young and old. One promising 
young lady received a gold skate pin 
and father adds a diamond for each 
figure skating test she completes. 
This is a splendid start for a skate 
collection. Collectors items consist of 
rings, pins, earrings, clips, ete. 

9. PHOTOGRAPHS, Autographed pho- 
tos of famous skaters is q popular 
hobby of many young skaters. The 
famous Sonja Henie photo and auto- 
graph is the most desired item for 
the collector. Most clubs have an al- 
bum of skaters. Photos may be pur- 
chased direct from the skaters or 
through photo agents. 

10. ScraP Books. These are valu- 
able historically and inexpensive to 
collect. The club collected ten scrap 
books dating back to 1920. News 
about skaters clipped from newspa- 
pers, magazines or books may be 
mounted. 

11. EMBLEMS AND STICKERS. Most 
clubs and rinks have emblems or 
stickers that are sold at a low cost 
or even given away to patrons, They 
make up a colorful display for ex- 
hibits. 

12. TROPHIES, MEDALS, ETC. These 
are usually collected only by cham- 
pions. However, from time to time, 
dealers do sell such collections. A 
New York antique dealer recently 
sold a champion’s collection for $500. 

13. PERIODICALS. These include 
monthly and yearly publications such 
as World Ice Skating Guide, editea 
by Art Goodfellow; Skating, pub- 
lished by the United States Figure 
Skating Association, Roller Derby 
News, etc., etc. Old issues may be 
bought from second hand book shops 
from time to time. 

14. CostuMES. Men’s black tights 
worn by figure skaters in the 1920-30 
period might be the start of a cos- 
tume collection. The colorful modern 
racing tights will be items for col- 
lection and exhibit in years to come. 

15. DoLts. Dollology is a fascinat- 
ing hobby that receives special men- 
tion in every issue of HOBBIES 
Magazine. Dolls on skates could be 
made up to represent Sonja Henie, 
Barbara Ann Scott, Tenly Albright, 
Heiss sisters, etc., maybe a Dick But- 
ton and Jenkins doll. 

16. TRADE CarpDs. Back in 1890 
business firms issued little cards with 
pictures of skaters and their name 
engraved underneath or on. other 
side. These were like calling cards. 
People collected these cards and 
pasted them in albums for winter 
amusement. The club has a collec- 
tion of 45 in an album which is ex- 
hibited at skate exhibits. Second 
hand book shops sell these cards 
ranging in price from 10 cents to $5. 
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The Story of Wallpaper 


As in the case of so many items— 
porcelain, gunpowder, and printing 
from wooden blocks,—paper was an 
invention of the Chinese. According 
to Dagny Carter, a recognized au- 
thority on China, this invention oc- 
curred in A.D. 105. It is safe to as- 
sume that shortly after that date, 
the ingenious Chinese were decorat- 
ing this new paper with handpainted 
pictures. Undoubtedly these first 
paintings were of birds and flowers 
and were used as wall hangings. 

In the latter part of the thirteenth 
century Marco Polo spent many 
ears traveling to and from China. 

pon his return to Venice he wrote a 
book of travels describing all the 
wonders he had seen,—wonders so 
fabulous his fellow townsmen consid- 
ered him a tremendous liay. 

In 1517 the Portuguese reached 
Canton and established trading cen- 
ters in several places. By the middle 
of the sixteenth century they were 
bringing back to Europe the prod- 
ucts which in most instances sur- 
passed anything known to Europeans 
of that time. In 1600 the British 
East India Company was chartered 
by Queen Elizabeth, and in 1602 the 
Dutch East India Company was char- 
tered by Holland. At this time the 
only “foreign devils” permitted at 
Court by the Manchus were the Je- 
suits, who, upon their return to 
Europe, wrote and told of the fairy- 
tale country to the east. 

With all these marvelous and exo- 
tic tales trickling into Europe and 
with an ever-increasing supply of por- 
celains, lacquers, silks, spices, pepper 
nankeens, tea and jewelry brought 
back by the Portuguese, Dutch and 
English traders, wallpapers also be- 
came available. 

The first papers from China were 
small rectangles about 12% x 16 
inches, similar in size to the tea-leaf 
paper which we can secure even to- 
day. Until the end of the eighteenth 
century all Chinese paper was hand- 
painted. By 1750 the Chinese were 
painting landscapes in addition to the

pictures of birds and flowers—land- 
scapes flat, without perspective, but 
wonderfully and interestingly de- 
signed and executed. Considerable is 
in existence today in museums and 
private houses in America and is 
highly valued. 

By the end of the sixteenth cen- 
tury, the dominotiers, a guild of paint- 
ers and papermakers, were estab- 
lished in France. The importation of 
Chinese papers had created a de- 
mand for patterned wall decoration, 
and the dominotiers produced papers 
with small hand-painted or stenciled 
patterns as well as those imitating 
marble, and were, without doubt, the 
actual originators of decorated pa- 
pers to be applied to walls. 

In 1620 Le Francois of Rouen in- 
troduced flock paper which is having 
a fashionable revival today. This was 
an imitation of brocaded velvet. To 
produce this paper, finely cut wool 
or silk, called flock, was dusted on a 
design printed in size. The flock at- 
tached itself to this size and resulted 
in a raised design resembling the 
pile of velvet. Sometimes the proc- 
ess was repeated several times until 
the raised design attained the desired 
thickness. 

About 1688 Jean Papillon, a French- 
man, was the first to make repeating 
pattern designs that would match on 
all sides when the separate sheets 
were pasted together. Thus Papillon 
may be considered the real inventor 
of wallpaper as we know it today. 
He carved his pattern in large wood 
blocks and by covering these blocks 
with different pigment colors could 
print any pattern in any number of 
colors desired. 

Réveillon, a French stationer, es- 
tablished a wallpaper factory at Par- 
is in 1752 as an answer to the in- 
creasing demand for cheaper types 
of wall coverings. At first he made 
the popular flock papers, but soon 
branched out into painted paper pan- 
els. Réveillon was a good craftsman 
himself and since he employed many 
of the best artists of the day, some 


of the most beautiful wallpapers ever 
produced were made at his factory. 
In 1784 he received an appointment 
from the King because of the high 
quality of his productions and his 
factory became a royal manufactory, 
where he employed at least three 
hundred workmen, During the French 
Revolution, on April 28, 1789, Réveil- 
lon’s factory and warehouse were 
partially destroyed by the mob and 
he fled to England, where he died in 
1795. Before his death, however, he 
arranged for the rebuilding of the 
factory in Paris and appointed Jac- 
quemart and Bénard as his succes- 
sors. 

Although England set the fashion 
in many things for the colonists in 
America, France led in wallpapers. 
After the Revolution in America and 
in France, the entire character of 
wallpaper changed; even the colors 
became more somber. About this time 
scenic papers became important. These 
differed fromthe landsape panels in 
that they were intended to cover the 
walls of a room above a dado or chair 
rail in a continuous scene. They came 
in a sufficient number of strips to 
cover an average-sized room. 

One of the finest of this type is 
the set known as Les Amours de 
Psyche (Cupid and Psyche), designed 
by Louis Lafitte—a designer to the 
King—and printed by Dufour in 
Paris in 1816. Twelve complete pic- 
ture panels made up of twenty-six 
strips, each twenty inches wide, com- 
prise the set. 

And thus through the years in 
France under such men as Joseph 
Dufour, Jean Zuber, and others of 
their caliber, the making of wall- 
papers continued at a high standard. 
French designs even today are high- 
ly valued and are available from sev- 
eral importers in the United States. 

In England, in 1692, during the 
reign of William and Mary, the first 
patent for making wallpaper was is- 
sued. In 1712, under Queen Anne, 
wallpapers were taxed at a penny 
per square yard. In 1714 this was

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York City was advertising domestic 
wallpapers and soon others in Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia and Baltimore were 
doing the same. 

About 1840 wallpapers began to be 
printed by machine on cheap paper 
and this was accompanied by a gen- 
eral decline in the quality of the de- 
sign. Today, however, it is possible 
to secure wallpapers reproduced from 
the choice old designs or in new pat- 
terns by competent designers—in de- 
signs and colors that add much to 
the charm of today’s homes.

increased fifty per cent and each rec- 
tangle bore a tax stamp. In 1714 
“paper stainers” were also assessed 
an annual tax. In 1734 Langer took 
out a patent for making flock papers, 
claiming discovery of this method al- 
though it had been used by Le Fran- 
cois in France as early as 1620. In 
1746 John Baptist Jackson, probably 
the most important man of -his times 
in England in the making of wall- 
papers, opened a factory in Batter- 
sea, Most of his designs were taken 
from Venetian and Roman_land- 
scapes, although he also copied some 
French engravings. These were print- 
ed in oi] from wooden blocks aided 
by a rolling press which Jackson had 
evidently invented. Two sets of his 
papers have been found in old Amer- 
ican houses, one at the Lee Mansion 
in Marblehead, Mass.; now carefully 
protected under glass. is 

In 1779 England forbade the im- 
portation of wallpapers, and this law 
remained in force until 1825. With 
its repeal, French papers flooded the 
English market. 

From about 1800 wallpaper had 
ibeen made in France in a long roll 
similar to that obtainable today. In 
England John Gamble had obtained 
atents for this invention in 1801 and 
8308, and English manufacturers 
vere not allowed to make paper in 
ny size but the rectangles until 1830 
eecause of the large revenue which 








the government received from the 
stamp tax on the small sheets. With 
the removal of this tax, the manufac- 
ture of wallpaper was less hampered 
and continued without spectacular de- 
signers until William Morris and his 
new creations in 1862. 

Wallpapers were not common in 
America until some years after the 
beginning of the Colonial period— 
about 1725. The earliest were 1m- 
ported from England and France. 
Even the early Chinese papers ar- 
rived here by way of England or 
France. By the end of the Revolu- 
tion, French and English papers 
were to be found in many Colonial 
homes. After the Revolution many 
of the beautiful Chinese papers were 
brought home directly from China by 
the sea captains. These papers were 
often presented to the captains of 
the little American boats by the 
“hong merchants.” 

Before the middle of the eighteenth 
century wallpapers were ordered by 
the individual house owners from the 
dealer in Paris or London, but by 
1750 they were being carried by the 
merchants in ali the larger towns 
of the colonies, 

In 1739 Plunket Fleeson of Phil- 
adelphia was advertising wallpapers 
made in America but these were un- 
doubtedly somewhat crude, compar- 
ing in no way with the imported pa- 
pers. In 1765 John Rugar of New

once upon time used in an early 
American tavern. The fact that it 
fairly shouts Yankee ingenuity by 
combining two purposes in one makes 
it almost a thumbnail sketch of colo- 
nial development. It served to light 
the tavern table while enabling the 
tippler to order another toddy. We 
have an early bell from a Tibetan 
monastery which illustrates the fru- 
gality of the East because instead 
of having the usual fish shaped clap- 
per for geod fortune it has a replace- 
ment in the form of a mandarin but- 
ton (Why not, it rings beautifully 
and tells a little history as well?) I 
wonder where that mandarin is now. 

For sheer beauty of tone I like 
the shaft bells best. Each set of (4 
or 5) bells is tuned to strike a com- 
plete chord. Several of these rung to- 
gether, as they were long ago when 
mounted on the sleigh shafts, make 
to my mind some of the most beauti- 
ful music in the world. 

Next to the shaft bells I think the 
old double-gonged town crier bells 
are the most fascinating. Their dou- 
ble tone fairly conjures up the an- 
cient town crier shouting hear ye! 
hear ye! at every village corner. 

Yes I like all of these but then I 
also like the jingle of the brass 
hame bells which used to sit so proud- 
ly above the mane of the horses. 

The high clear tones of the altar 
bells conjure up visions of stained 
glass windows and the smell of in- 
cense. The heavy tone of the ox bells 
and the tuneful clank of the old cow 
bells bring visions of peaceful pas- 
toral scenes of cows and fields and 
bright sunlight. Grey’s Elegy in a 
Country Church Yard should have 
been written with bells. Many of 
these bells are very old, the hands 
that once made and held them have 
long since turned ‘to dust. The years 
have come and gone and change has 
pursued its relentless course, yet 
the bells have remained unchanged 
through it all. Their voices are still 
clear and strong and many of their 
voices strongly suggest the callings 
of their youth. 

have a trolley bell whose clang 
brings back in memory the hum of 
the electric overhead wires and the 
clickety-clack of the wheels. Faintly— 
very faintly, I can still hear the 
chink and jingle of the conductor 
making change. 

Also among my favorites is an old 
locomotive bell which went out of 
active service in 1908. To listen to 
the measured strokes of its tolling 
is to bring back the hiss of steam, 
the chug of the engine and all the 
excited hurly-burly of noise and cin- 
ders mixed with straw suitcases and 
plunging horses of the early railroad 
station (pardon—depot). 

As I pointed out above my bell 
collecting is limited to old metal bells, 
but that’s mv own defense against 
being overwhelmed financially and be- 
ing inundated and eventually crowd- 
ed out of a small house. Each collec- 
tor must draw his own boundaries 


in limiting his collection. Others 
may choose other categories, for in 
addition to my own field of collect- 
ing are glass bells, pottery bells, 
wooden bells, bell books, pictures, 
signs, bell histories, carillons and my- 
riad other related material. Depend- 
ing on the amount of ambition, money, 
energy and space one has he can 
collect any or all of these categories. 

As to why anyone would want to 
collect these things is another mat- 
ter, I collect because I like bells and 
maybe as [ said before I’m a psy- 
chological oddity and a crazy mixed 
up kid but truly what’s a better 
way to spend one’s spare time—yes 
and money and energy. To para- 
phrase the words of a wise philos- 
opher, one must have more than bread 
—one must have roses for his soul. 

With many hobbies all one needs 
is money, and lo and behold, he can 
have the most, or the biggest, or the 
shiniest, or the most exclusive or the 
rarest, but sad to say, too, often while 
he has these things in a _ physical 
sense, he does not really possess them 
at all. 

The true collector must appreciate. 
To appreciate he must have knowl- 
edge, imagination and sensitivity. To 
have knowledge he must read and 
study. To have imagination he must 
exercise it and dream a little. To have 
sensitivty he must be blessed by the 
Gods. To be a deep down, true blue, 
dyed in the wool, collector he must 
have all of these qualities and still 
remain eternally conscious of his 
privileges. He must be willing to 
ereep before he walks and he must 
walk before he runs. I know all this 
is true, for after years of effort 
I think perhaps if I tried very hard 
I might just possibly creep a very 
little.

time, you can vote for Bryan any- 
time.” Taft won. 

Since the turn of the century 
Mrs. France boasts an almost con- 
secutive collection of campaign but- 
tons. Chafin and Watkins, the Pro- 
hibition candidates of 1912; the un- 
successful candidacies of Borah and 
McNutt are included, as are the offi- 
cial founder and campaign pins of 
the 1912 Progressive Party when 
Teddy Roosevelt ran and lost: for 
them to sound the party’s death knell. 

Among the displays are issues past 
and forgotten. But here they come 
glitteringly alive again. Sometimes 
with an irony which has _ distin- 
guished our political campaigns. 

A Wendell Willkie button of 1940 
against President Roosevelt reads: 
Papa, I wanna be a captain, tuo. A 
barb against the president for mak- 
ing son Jimmy a captain. Another 
Willkie button reads: No man is 
good three times. 

Dewey went to failure in 1944 
against the same president with a 
“Dewey or don’t we” button. 

Mrs. France’s interest in Amer- 
ican history is emphatic. Her fore- 
fathers had a hand in making it. 
They came from England in 1635 
during the colonial period and 
worked as court interpreters between 
the settlers and the Indians. 

Among her collection are other 
mementos of America’s often turbu- 
lent past, including a pipe with the 
face of Henry Clay dated 1824. Polit- 
ical sheet music with such titles as 
“Happy Landing with Landon” are 
also displayed. 

To Mrs. France the collection has 
been an education as well as a 
pleasure. “It represents the men and 
the ideas which have molded Amer- 
ica,” she says, “it brings yesterday 
into today.”

That Misnomer “Parian” 


It may be brushed aside as purism 
for one to take exception to the com- 
mon practice, among collectors and 
dealers, of applying the name “Pa- 
rian” to ALL types of white biscuit 
wares. There are some who even go 
so far as to use that designation for 
white glazed wares such as Belleek. 

Chamberlain’s Technical Dictionary 
describes the word “Parian’ as fol- 
lows: “A feldspathic, yellowish, se- 
mi-transparent body, resembling mar- 
ble; usually cast.” 


“Parian” ware was discovered at 
the Spode-Copeland works in Stoke- 
on-Trent by a potter who was en- 
deavoring to recover the secret of the 
earlier Derby factory bisque-compo- 
sition from which some very fine fig- 
ures were produced about 1750-60 
and for which the secret of the body 
material had been lost. As Arthur 
Hayden states, in his book Spode and 
His Successors, “The experiment did 
not suceceed in reproducing the lost 
secrets of the Derby white biscuit 
but it did achieve q success in pro- 
ducing a new body in white which no 
other factory had ever realized. The 
manipulation of such a material re- 
quired all the subtleties of which the 
potter was capable. ... It has never 
been developed to its uttermost.” 


The name “Parian” is synonymous 
with the name William Taylor Cope- 
land, of the famous Spode China fac- 
tory, as it was a Copeland triumph 
of the late 1840’s. It is an unglazed 
creamy-white body to which the name 
Parian was applied by reason of its 
resemblance to the creamy-white mar- 
ble quarried on the Isle of Paros in 
the Aegean Sea, from which notable 
Greek sculptures were made. 


The Spode-Copeland Parian is a 
special body mixture which produces 
a creamy-white ware with a slightly 
shiny surface. There is no glaze ap- 
plied but the effect is obtained as a 
result of the first fire, the surface o1 
the body fluxing slightly to give the 
glazed appearance. It should not real- 
ly be called a hard-paste but is a 
unique, distinctive type of body. The 
Copeland “Parian” has a delicate lus- 
trous surface and is outstanding for 
the delicacy of its detail. It was ideal 
for elaborate pieces such as statuette 
groups and individual figures. Cope-

land commissioned models, regardless 
of expense, from the finest sculptors 
of the day. At the time, the work 
brought him considerable celebrity 
and today it is highly prized by con- 
noisseurs. 

Copelands and many of their con-

temporaries and successors who made 
white bisque figures referred to them 
as “Statuary Ware.” These white bis- 
cuit wares were seldom marked, and 
since countless numbers of potters, 
on the continent, in England, and in 
the United States, began making sim- 
ilar ceramic bodies during the last 
half of the nineteenth century, one 
is seldom able to make correct at- 
tributions. The Copeland ‘“Parian,” 
however, remains unique in texture 
and in color. One authority, (M. Leon 
Arnoux), after examining the exhi- 
bits at the Exhibition of 1851, award- 
ed the palm to Copeland’s Parian 
ware as compared with the continen- 
tal biscuit wares because “it loses 
the hard cold appearance and offers 
qualities in depth and softness which 
have never been realized before.” 


Around the year 1860, the famous 
pottery of Josiah Wedgwood, at Etru- 
ria, produced some exquisite stark- 
white statuary wares, busts, etc., and 
christened their products “Carrara 
Statuary.” Carrara, in Tuscany in 
central Italy, has long been a center 
of Italian marble industry, having 
over four hundred quarries, and is 
famed for its white statuary marble. 
The quarries at Carrara have been 
worked for 2000 years or more. 


The Wedgwood biscuit statuary 
wares included many mythological 
representations, a goodly number of 
Biblical subjects, and busts of fa- 
mous people. This pottery had 
achieved fame in the eighteenth cen- 
tury for its “dry-body” white wares. 
Their moulded wares in “white gran- 
ite’ and their white “Jasperware” 
utilized the talents of many famous 
artists and sculptors and won for 
them a lasting fame. Their white 
statuary wares, however, were pro- 
duced in the late nineteenth century. 
They have a smooth, silky surface 
and are of superb quality but are of 
a stark-white, not a creamy-white 
body. 


In no sense should white biscuit 
wares of whatever type of paste be 
classified as “Parian;” they may be 
just “hard” or “soft” or “bone” por- 
celain left unglazed. Some examples 
were made later at the Minton fac- 
tory having a similar texture to that 
of the Copeland wares, but whiter. 
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Some creamy-white biscuit figures 
were made of hard-paste porcelain at 
the United States Pottery in Benning- 
ton, Vt., during its operations be- 
tween 1847 and 1859. As a rule they 
were well modelled and excellently 
made. However, it is to be noted that 
authorities refer to these as “hard- 
paste porcelain left unglazed.” They 
concede also, that they never attained 
the high standard of _ excellence 
reached by Spode-Copelands, Mintons, 
Wedgwoods, and some others of the 
English firms during that period. 


As John Spargo, of the Bennington 
Museum has said, “When in doubt 
whether a piece should be classified 
as ‘Parian,’ don’t do it; classify it as 
‘Biscuit Porcelain,’ and let it go at 
that.”

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Glass Paperweights 


NOTES ON RESEARCH 


By J. P. BOORE 


The dictionary defines research as, 
“exhaustive investigation having for 
its aim the revision of accepted con- 
clusions.” I’ve been attempting some 
research on American paperweights 
and their makers. It can be reward- 
ing if one considers mainly the pleas- 
ures of pursuit. It can be quite frus- 
trating if one’s pleasure is measured 
purely in terms of results. One may 
expend a lot of time, effort and ex- 
pense and come up with no answers, 
Or may even come up with some wrong 
answers. 

The books say pansy weights were 
made at Baccarat, Bristol, St. Louis, 
Clichy, Cambridge, and Sandwich. 
The books also illustrate pansy 
weights fromanumber of these fac- 
tories but it’s pretty hard to learn 
identifying features from a picture. 
Of all the collections I’ve seen, I 
never found a pansy weight attrib- 
uted to anyone but Baccarat. I have 
in my own collection five different 
pansy weights, representing as many 
different treatments and shades of 
color. Except for the one with the 
serrated white edges to the petals, 
I’m not certain in my own mind tthat 
any of them are by Baccarat. I’d 
like to know more about the specific 
features characterizing the pansy 
weights of the various factories which 
made them. 

I was disappointed at the Sandwich 
Museum not to find fragments of 
canes such as used in weight making. 
These would go far toward authenti- 
cating doubtful weights. But, upon 
reflection, I can understand why; 
such fragments were doubtless all 
used in making the broken candy 
weights which were produced in such 
abundance. And so it is that a study 
of broken candy weights is like dig- 
ging for fragments at the factory 
site. It’s too bad that broken can- 
dies are in such ill repute among ad- 
vanced weight collectors. The onlv 
cane fragments I saw at Sandwich

appeared to be of damaged stemware. 

We are told Sandwich dated weights 
bear the dates 1852 and 1825. Since 
no weights were made in 1825 the 
theory has long been cherished that 
the 1825 date resulted from an in- 
advertent transposition of numbers. 
In my opinion the occurrence of the 
1825 date is too frequent to be so ex- 
plained. I lean to the theory that 1t 
was a date used to commemorate the 
date of the founding of the company 
and was intentional. If so, some liter- 
ature may exist somewhere which 
would confirm this theory. Certainly 
an interesting line for investigative 
research! 

In some of our literature, mention 
has been made of an old well on 
the Sandwich property from which 
were recovered a number of broken 
and imperfect weights. I had ex- 
pected that some of these would be 
on display. That, too, was a vain 
hope. However, they must be in exist- 
ence somewhere, so possibly in time 
I might have the opportunity of stu- 
dying, some of them. 

I’ve got heart trouble. The Amer- 
ican Heart Association can’t help me. 
I can’t find any difference between 
the little outline hearts used in Gilli- 
land and those used in Sandwich 
weights. This is just one more puz- 
zle which it might be possible to re- 
solve if one could but study intimate- 
ly some of those damaged weights re- 
covered from the well. May we hope 
that someone familiar with them 
will communicate with us. Wouldn’t it 
be nice, too, to locate the site of the 
old Brooklyn Flint Glass factory ana 
find that exploratory excavation were 
possible? Maybe that’d be carrying 
research too far!

Swedenborgian or New Jerusalem 
Church. 

A more pleasing artistic produc- 
tion than these is his 1806 engraving 
of a “Representation of a Monument 
of General Washington,” designed, 
engraved and publishea by John Eck- 
stein “Formerly historical painter 
and statuary to the King of Prussia.” 
The head is a sculptor’s rendering 
of the Gilbert Stuart portrait uf 
Washington. The background is a 
spirited rendition of the Battlefield 
and Surrender at Yorktown, with the 
French ships in the harbor and a 
redoubt at a distance. 

On July 4, 1810, the Order of the 
Society of Cincinnati, State of Penn- 
sylvania, inaugurated a movement to 
collect within their membership, a 
sum sufficient to raise an equestrian 
monument to Washington. Eckstein, 
ever hopeful for patronage, prepared 
an original design in clay for a 
“Model of an Equestrian Statue of 
General Washington, in the Roman 
Costume. Intended for the Monument 
about to be erected in this city,” 
which he showed in the first exhibit 
of the Society of Artists in Phila- 
delphia in 1811. 

Alas for Eckstein! Sufficient funds 
were not raised until 1860 when the 
commission coveted so early by Eck- 
stein went to Rudolph Siemering of 
Berlin, Siemering’s equestrian statue 
of General Washington was unveiled 
in Fairmount Park by President 
McKinley on Memorial Day in 1897. 

Eckstein was one of the original 
members of the Society of Artists 
and in their first exhibit in 1811 
in Philadelphia he showed a number 
of sculptured works beside the model 
for the Washington equestrian, such 
subjects as Cupids, Young Baccha- 
nals and children representing the 
Geniuses of Commerce in America, 
in bas-relief. He also showed paint- 
ings, a copy of the elder Holbein’s 
“Martin Luther” which Eckstein also 
engraved. 

At a special meeting of the Penn- 
sylvania Academy of Fine Arts on 
March 18, 1812, twenty-five “Penn- 
sylvania Academicians” were elected, 
among the favored being John, and 
his son Frederick, Eckstein. 

A small marble cabinet bust of 
Washington, said to have been owned 
by Dolly Madison, was listed in 1867 
by Henry T. Tuckerman in his “Book 
of the Artists” as being in the J. C. 
McGuire collection, Washington, D. 
C. It was there dated 1796. Elizabeth 
Bryant Johnston illustrates it in her 
“Original Portraits of Washington,” 
1882, and calls it “a strong plastic 
portrait and the last taken . . . for- 
merly the property of Mrs. Madi- 
son.” 

The Christ Church, Boston, bust 
of George Washington, shown on the 
same page she attributes to Joseph 
Wright. This bust was engraved by 
E. Bocourt and is listed in “The Cat- 
alogue of the Engraved Portraits of 
Washington” by Charles Henry Hart 
as “etched for William Huntington 


from the bust supposed to be by 
John Eckstein.” If this bust is by 
either sculptor, the rather literal pre- 
sentation of an aged Washington, 
and the heavy-handed carving of the 
hair would seem more like the work 
of Eckstein than like that of Joseph 
Wright, whose bas-relief portraits of 
Washington and Light-Horse Harry 
Lee are suave, the hair handled soft- 
ly and the features refined. 

Christian Giilager, Danish artist, 
residing in Boston, is another pos- 
sible sculptor of this bust. 

The legacy of the knowledge of the 
difficult techniques of the art of 
sculpture which John Eckstein gave 
his son Frederick is perhaps his 
greatest contributions to the further- 
ance of the plastic art in the United 
States. It was Frederick Eckstein 
who imparted his knowledge of 
sculpture to Hiram Powers and others 
in Cincinnati, Ohio, where he pion- 
eered in bringing knowledge of art 
to the Middle West. Frederick Eck- 
stein founded in Cincinnati in the 
1820’s, a short-lived Academy of the 
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Fine Arts in which his sister, Mrs. 
Louise Eckstein Adelersterren, taught 
drawing and painting. 

Frederick Eckstein employed Hi- 
ram Powers to help him cast his por- 
trait head of General Andrew Jack- 
son and thus Powers learned the use 
of tools, and the intricacies of plas- 
ter-casting. Eckstein also placed his 
father’s head of Frederick the Great 
inthe Western Museum at Cincinnati. 

From 1811 to 1814 John Eckstein 
had lived at No. 83 Locust Street, 
Philadelphia. Then the indomitable 
old artist, in his eighties, made a 
trip to Havana, Cuba, to make a por- 
trait, but contracted yellow fever and 
died there in 1817. 

John Eckstein should be brought 
forth from the shadows of American 
art history as a definite personality, 
who brought knowledge of the tech- 
niques of sculpture to the new Re- 
public, and who, with his family, 
were not discouraged by lack of ap- 
preciation as were a number of other 
European artists, but became per- 
manent citizens of the United States.

“A BURNING QUESTION” 


“Angle stick—A candlestick hinged 
under the socket to provide adjust- 
ment at an angle.” So we read in 
“A Dictionary of American Antiques” 
by Carl W. Drepperd. What will peo- 
ple think of next? The following page 
had an illustration of said candle- 
stick showing the candle in almost a 
horizontal position. We think this 
would be a dangerous thing to have 
around children as the flame could 
come at you sideways. An ordinary 
candlestick in tthe vertical position 
is dangerous enough but usually 
doesn’t give much trouble unless it 
is tipped over. But a hinged candle- 
stick—I wonder how it will sell. It 
occurred to me that perhaps they 
had hinged candlesticks back in Sam- 
uel Johnson’s time in England in the 
18th century. Johnson, you know, was 
that eccentric dictionary maker, writ- 
er, and man about town or frequenter 
of coffee houses. And we don’t mean 
to cast any aspersions on the char- 
acter of Johnson because in ‘those 
days anybody that was anybody at 
all was a frequenter of some coffee 
house or another, except women and 
they didn’t count. Men went to cof- 
fee shops to read the papers as they 
didn’t have house to house deliveries, 
to drink coffee and to talk with their 
friends. Talking was the great pas- 
time and hobby of the 18th century. 
To get back to our story Johnson is 
best remembered today not for what 
he wrote but what was written about 
him, that is, his biography by James 
Boswell, “The Life of Samuel John- 
son.” In that book Boswell mentions 
that Johnson was often seen about 
London wearing a wig with a singed 
spot on top. As he often worked late 
at night on his writing he occasionally 
leaned too close to the candle flame 
causing a burned spot in his wig. It 
has always seemed a bit odd to me 
how this could happen but when I 
read about the angle stick where the 
candle can be bent in different direc- 
tions it seemed a bit more logical. 
As I mentioned earlier I don’t know 
if candle sticks of this kind were in 
use in England at that period but 
they might have been. Our advice to 
you is that wigs and candles, partic- 
ularly angle sticks, don’t mix. So if 
you must work late at night don’t 
wear your wig. 

Shall we take a little trip down to 
the Mart and see if they have any 
angle sticks for sale?

The design of the 3-cent Garden- 
ing and Horticulture commemorative 
stamp, to be released March 15, 1958, 
at Ithaca, N. Y.. will feature a fig- 
ure emblematic of the bountiful earth, 
holding a horn of plenty, and sur- 
rounded by flowers, fruits, vegetables 
and shrubs, according to Postmaster 
General Arthur E. Summerfield. 

Denver Gillen, noted American 
painter and illustrator, was the de- 
signer. An initial printing order of 
120,000,000 are to be printed in green, 
in vertical format, measuring 0.87 
by 1.44 inches. 

March 15 is the 100th anniversary 
of the birth of Liberty Hyde Bailey, 
who is honored by the stamp. 

Dr. Bailey taught at Cornell from 
1888 to 1951, serving as Professor of 
Horticulture, Dean of the New York 
State College of Agriculture, and 
Director of L. H. Bailey Hortorium. 
Many of his outstanding accomplish- 
ments were achieved during those 
years. Cornell is sponsoring a cen- 
tennial celebration in his honor. 

Dr. Bailey wrote 41 books in the 
fields of horticulture and botany, 7 
in the broad field of agriculture, and 
15 in the fields of rural sociology 
and philosophy. He has exerted and 
continues to exert a marked influence 
on the millions of Americans who 
earn their livel‘hood from the land, 
or who derive satisfaction and pleas- 
ure from gardening. 

Stamp collectors desiring first-dav can- 
cellations of this stamp may send ad- 
dressed envelopes to the Postmaster at 
Ithaca, N. Y., together with money order 
remittance to cover the cost of the 
stamps to he affixed. An enclosure of 
medium weight should be placed in each 
envelope and the flap either turned in or 
sealed. The outside envelope to the Post- 
master should he endorsed ‘First Day 
Covers Horticulture Stamp.” Collectors 
should bear in mind that this is a verti- 
cal stamn and envelopes should be ad- 
dressed in the lower left corner, par- 
ticularly when blocks are desired.

Recessions and even deep depres- 
sions are nothing new in this old, 
old world. Depressions have been a 
nuisance, and recessions a minor 
nuisance. Neither have been fatal 
either to persons or finance. 

For many, many centuries the 
landlocked interior of China has been 
visited by horrible droughts. But 
starvation has really seldom occurred 
among the canny Chinese. The same 
has repeated itself over and over 
again in the Oriental rug sections of 
the Near East. “Easy does it” is the 
philosophy that has carried them 
through. “Easy does it” is the philos- 
ophy America needs for our present 
let-down in some production lines. 

In the big railway building era of 
Americana we had big boom periods 
of frantic building followed by de- 
pressions as the new areas opened 
up flooded the market with more 
products and broke market prices. 
A few wild financial plungers went 
down each time. The public adopted 
the “easy does it” atmosphere, and 
America moved on. 

Some eighty years ago the Indus- 
trial Revolution began to usher in 
the “‘factory system.” In a few areas 
such as the Manchester area of Eng- 
land so many people who worked as 
weavers in the textile mills had peen 
separated from their natural food 
supply and homes that they owned, 
that the introduction of automatic 
machinery in the mills threw many 
workers out of work and caused the 
first great “industrial” depression. 
This was reflected through financtat 
channels to complicate further the 
new “over-production” of food in the 
United States. Corn was burned as 
fuel in Nebraska on an “easy does 
it” basis. It was splendid fuel, and 
corn bread made good food. 

Since the days of Manchester and 
Rochedale most of the booms and de- 
pressions have centered about the 
rapid growth of the factory system, 
and the huddling of large masses of 
people in industrial districts, far 


from their owned homes and _ local 
food supply. We have made great 
progress in insuring the safety of 
this great mass of wage earners. 
But eighty years is a short time to 
solve the myriad problems of a rap- 


idly growing industrial system. Tre- 
mendous industrial boom growth 
caught us unprepared in the twen- 
ties and we were helpless to avoid 
depression when recession crept upon 


s. 

In the past twenty-five years-Amer- 
ica has equipped herself with a large 
new kit of anti-depression tools. Un- 
fortunately the edges of the public 
spending tools have been somewhat 
dulled by use of wild public spend- 
ing to inflate the great boom. How- 
ever, most of the edges are still 
sharp enough to cut off any depres- 
sion that might result from our mild 
recession. 

In the great agricultural depres- 
sion that suddenly hit American agri- 
culture in 1920, one, O. C. Lightner, 
down in Kansas, began a collection 
and a careful survey of all of the 
ancient and modern literature on 
crises and depressions. He condensed 
his studies into u book on the His- 
tory of Business Depressions. To the 
careful reader, this book with the de- 
pressing title carries a lilt of opti- 
mism, since it shows how every re- 
cession or depression of the past has 
always been surmounted by the peo- 
ple, who moved on to greater things. 

When the great industrial depres- 
sion of the early thirties came on, 
O. C. Lightner was far too busy to 
write another book. He was founding 
HOBBIES Magazine and the Lightner 
Publishing Company on an “easy do it” 
basis. He was founding a great, new 
antiques show in Chicago when an- 
tiques were supposed to be in the 
doldrums, He was refusing to “sell 
America short.” 

As low rumbles of modest reces- 
sion roll over America, we re-dedi- 
cate this page, HOBBIES Magazine, 
and the great show which he founded 
to this great TYPICAL American. 

* * 

Last summer when we were get- 
ting streamer headlines on the fierce 
anti-American sentiment in the Near 
East, some of our collectors were 
traveling in those parts of the world. 
One couple reports visiting Egypt, 
Jordan. Syria at the height of that 
fury of publicity. The people treated 
them fine every place they went. They 
reported that a smile always earned 


a smile in return, wherever they 
went, and everybody seemed pleased 
to help them about. 

From so many parts of the world 
we get the same story. It seems that 
people like people, the wide world 
over. Government representatives 
may frown and sneer at each other 
and call each other names, But there 
is a great big backlog for peace in 
the common people of the world. 

* * * 


A few weeks ago, in Bowling 
Green, Ky., the circuit court dis- 
missed an indictment for treason 
against one, John C. Breckinridge. 
One hundred years before that date, 
said Breckinridge was Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States. He was 
the chief opponent of Abraham Lin- 
coln in the 1860 elections, and later 
became a general and Secretary of 
War for the Confederate States. 

The “Nullification Doctrine” was 
the great work of Breckinridge. That 
doctrine of sovereign rights ot the 
states has been indicted again and 
again, and is still an issue today. It 
will be an issue in years to come, 
and centuries to come, all over ‘the 
world, as long as there are men and 
as long as there are governments. 

The question of division of rights 
and powers between local and na- 
tional government, and between na- 
tional and imperial empire yovern- 
ment is very much alive mn fhe world 
today. * * * 

Fifty years ago the United States 
government was spending a bit over 
$7 for each person in the country. 
This year it is spending more than 
$400 per person (and of course, col- 
lecting that much from each in vari- 
ous and devious ways). Of course, in 
the meantime many prices have in- 
ereased, but none so much as the 
price of government. 

War, present or possible, was the 
big cost of government fifty years 
ago. It is still ‘the big cost today. 
But the price of war has gone up 
all out of proportion to the price of 
beans and bacon and baubles. In fact, 
the price of war has gone up so much 
that there seems some danger of a 
consumer’s strike. A number of na- 
tions seem inclined not to buy much 
of it at this price.

As a first-time advertiser (December, 
‘57 - page 11), 1 am wondering if YOU 
ever wonder how such an ad makes out? 
I am pleased to report on my own new 
and rewarding experience. 

First order, November 29, from New 
Mexico! Didn’t even have my own HOB- 
BIES then! Three miniature items went 
in that shipment, and she ordered an- 
other later. 

The first three weeks of December 
found me either packing, addressing and 
shipping, or else at the typewriter an- 
swering mail. 

From 21 items advertised, I sold 16, 
a couple inquiries on other articles still 
pending. Also have had requests about 
other types of antiques, which may and 
probably will lead to a few other trans- 
actions. 

That still doesn’t account for four 
dozen pieces of mail, does it? Well, most 
of the rest were requests and orders for 
items already sold and shipped — this 
part I didn’t like at all, apart from the 
extra time and work involved, for it 
meant that I had to disappoint a lot of 
nice people — and, believe me most of 
them ARE nice! And that applies to 
BOTH buyers and the would-be buyers 
who didn’t get in soon enough. 

For example, the New Hampshire 
lady, in bed with the flu. . she enclosed 
cash with her letter. How I hated to 
write and tell HER — “Sorry, but it has 
been sold—’’ Also, the California lady 
who wanted the custard glass so badly, 
because she had eight goblets of the 
same. I had to tell her the custard was 
already Missouri-bound, and so it went. 

State-wise, my actual sales ran as 
follows California, Lllinois, Indiana, 
Kansas, Missouri, New Jersey, New Mex- 
ico, New York, Ohio. 

Overall mail total included also Arkan- 
Iowa, Oregon, Texas, 


sas, Connecticut, : 
Virginia, Maine and Minnesota, and 
Massachusetts also; eighteen states! 


That seems to yours truly to be nothing 
short of phenomenal, from,just one ad- 
vertisement! Two or three inquiries ar- 
rived about a month after publication, so 
it can be safely assumed that more 
follow. : 

Which of the pieces drew the most 
orders and requests? Well, I could have 
sold seven more miniature casters, which 
I might have expected—but didn’t. Next 
in line, could have sent six more Cran- 
berry glass cream and sugars to new 
homes, as well as four more sets of 
miniature tumblers. I was even more 
surprised, however, by the interest in 
the higher-priced articles, for example, 
the sterling dresser set. FIVE more of 
these could have gone out—to Maine, 
California, and intermediate points. And, 
at least three more custard glass table 
sets, two or more Red Riding Hood mini- 
ature punch sets—and I surely wish I 
could have filled ALL those orders! 

I did try to advertise simply and 
honestly, did do my best in packing, 
shipping, etc., and did_answer each piece 
of mail promptly. However, being a 
first-timer in advertising, I could only 
HOPE that everything was.as it should 
have been, and that I was doing my 
part. In spite of the holiday rush most 
of the buyers have acknowledged receipt 
of their shipments in good shape — and, 
so far, everyone has expressed pleasure 
with their things. Some sent lovely holi- 
day greetings, family news, and one even 
a Christmas photo of the youngsters 
around an old organ singing carols. All 
these things have made the whole affair 
very much worthwhile. My gratitude to 
them all, and to HOBBIES Magazine for 
introducing me to so many friends of 
this type, and with mutual interests. 

I failed to say “Stamp please for 
reply,”’ as postage can be quite an item, 
I found. So, I owe special gratitude to 


many correspondents who were thought- 


ful enough to include a stamp WITHOUT 
being asked! 

i also have friends among the deal- 
ers, among them several of your adver- 


tisers — and this experience has given 
me added respect for their ambition and 
industry — it IS real work, despite the 


personal enjoyment I found in it. 

For an overcrowded collector, such as 
the writer, it is surely the very best way 
to dispose of the things that are never 
seen or used in one’s collection because 
of lack of space to keep them within 
reach also, of importance is the 
fact that one can manage the whole 
proceeding and still keep a hand on the 
tiller at home . . no “‘traipsing’’, except 
to bank and post office ... all advanta- 
ges to yours truly. 

So, I may be with you again, after 
more “rooting’’ and ad composing, hav- 
ing been made welcome by HOBBIES 
and buyers, too. I was most pleased 
and most gratified to be placed en page 
11, right next to Ruth Webb Lee. 

So as not to wear out my welcome, 
I shall just say that I have been a HOB- 
BIES subscriber for lo, these many years, 


and on innumerable occasions, a mail 
order buyer as well, (though sometimes 
too late). Also, have always bought 


stocks of old HOBBIES whenever and 
wherever found, to try to get my file 
as complete as possible.

Numismatics 
Some Coin History 


102 
The name “Numismatics” is de- 
rived from the Latin “numisma” 


Meaning a coin, and today is con- 
nected with ‘the study of coins, med- 
als, and paper money. 

The birth of coins as a medium of 
exchange occurred in the Middle 
East and in China according to some, 
around the 8th century. Coin-like ob- 
jects were used prior to that in Chi- 
na (knife amulet, key money, etc.) 
While there are many rare ancient 
coins, the majority are quite com- 
mon due to their popularity and 
man’s tendency to hoard them. 

Hoards were usually buried or 
hidden in earthen jars. Thousands 
are found today by archaeologists. 
Likely the first numismatist was 
some ancient that not only liked to 
hoard his coins, but attempted to see 
how many different coins he could ac- 
quire. 

Archaeology has been greatly aid- 
ed by the coins turned up for much 
knowledge can be _ secured from 
them. Where coins were found, and 
from whence they came indicate the 
extent of trade carried on by an- 
cient civilizations. For instance, were 
a quantity of ancient Greek De- 
cadrachms found in a hoard on the 
Spanish peninsula, trade between 
Greece and Spain would be _indi- 
cated. 

The frequent finds of Roman gold 
coins in India explain Pliny’s refer- 
ence to the tremendous drain on Rome 
of gold to pay for Indian luxuries. 
Huge finds of Arabian silver coins 
in Scandinavia explain the payments 
made for furs far the wealthy Abba- 
sids and Samanids. 

Many ancient civilizations depicted 
upon the reverse of their coins 
events of great interest at the time, 
making them sort of Commemorative 
coins. Many of these historie events 
would be unknown were it not for 
numismatics. 

During ancient times all coins 
were accepted everywhere provided 
they were “good”. Nearly all tran- 
sactions were done by weighing the 
coins offered, and values were ar- 
rived at by weight rather than by 
denomination or number of pieces. 
This was necessary for the crude 
pieces were easily sweated, clipped 
and altered. 

The only great differential in coins 
were the base metal pieces that fre- 
quently turned up. These, of course, 
were rapidly identified and became 
unpopular. This explains the pop- 
ularity of many good honest silver 
(or gold) coins such as the Tetra- 
drachms of ancient Athens, or the 


Staters of Philip II of Macedonia.

So well known did they become in 
the civilized world that, for centu- 
ries after, nearly all nations copied 
their designs, thus setting a pattern. 

The earliest coins were crude, un- 
even, lumpy things with very little 
design—an animal head, a turtle, 
etc. Next in pattern was the use of 
Dieties (probably to associate the 
honest value of the coin with reli- 
gious feelings. Then, as rulers began 
to associate themselves with the gods 
and believed they were gods them- 
selves, their heads began to appear 
upon coins. This practice was con- 
tinued to a great degree up until 
the 20th century, when most of the 
royal families of the world lost con- 
trol of their governments. 

While Commemorative coins are 
not looked upon with favor by gov- 
ernments today, the use of busts of 
by-gone heroes has constantly in- 
creased. America’s coinage is now 
completely “honorary” with our 
Franklin half, Washington quarter, 
Roosevelt dime, Jefferson nickel, Lin- 
coln cent. It is too bad the coins do 
not mention why these heroes were 
honored, for future records. 

Going back to ancient times, the 
rise and fall of civilizations can be 
detected in the type of coins issued. 
The crude early pieces, the beautiful 
Greek Tetradrachms, then the poor- 
er early Roman pieces, followed by 
the finer coins issued during the first 
century A.D., then the poor Anto- 
ninianis of the declining years of 
Rome, and later the poor pieces of 
the dark ages all indicate the kind 
of times the populace lived in. 

Since the beginning of the Renais- 
sance the designs on coins have con- 
stantly improved until now. Whether 
they are more beautiful now than 
they were half a century ago is a 
matter of opinion. 

Throughout the history of numis- 
matics coins were accepted at their 
intrinsic value. It did not make much 
difference who issued them as long 
as they were of good quality. The 
use of weights in transactions was 
essential, and dates back to earliest 
times. 

A modern version of the Bible 
reads: “Every one of the Israelites 
went down to the Philistines to shar- 
pen his plow share, his mattock, his 
axe or his sickle, and the charge was 
a pim for the plowshares, and mat- 
tocks, a third of a shekel for axes 
and setting goads.” Archaeologists 
have discovered small weights in an- 
cient Israelite homes bearing the 
Hebrew word “Pim.” The basic unit, 
the shekel, weighed about 11.4 
grams, a pim was two thirds of this. 


Therefore the well known “shekel” 
was more of a weight than a coin. 

During ‘the middle of the current 
millenium (A.D. 1000-2000) weight 
sets came into use, and many, rather 
than simply having their weights 
stamped upon them, were made exact 
replicas of the coins they were sup- 
posed ‘to weight. These weights in 
sets are quite rare, particularly if 
complete. Odd weights can easily be 
acquired. 

During the 19th century, weights 
were used to check gold and silver 
coins. As the “token” ‘type of coins 
we have today gradually spread 
throughout the world, the use of 
weights gradually became unneces- 
sary. The last coins that weights 
were used on were gold pieces that 
showed indications of considerable 
wear. This terminated with the re- 
call of gold coins in 1983. 

Many of us old timers remember 
that, were we to tender a badly worn 
twenty dollar gold piece to a bank 
during the ’20s, it would be weighed 
and given its actual gold value rath- 
er than the Twenty Dollar denom- 
ination. Gold, being the most valu- 
able metal, could have its edges cut 
or filed. It was even sweated, i.e. 
many pieces were shaken in a bag 
for periods of time to wear off por- 
tions of the coins, and so, glean 
small quantities of the precious met- 
al. Many unscrupulous individuals 
used to spend their time defacing the 
coins for the gold they could so get. 

Many metals have been used in 
coins, the popular ones being gold, 
silver, copper, and bronze—an alloy 
of copper and tin or zinc, etc. An- 
cients used electrum, an alloy of 
gold and silver. Lead has been used 
from very early times (Andras of 
ancient India) but being soft, was 
impractical. During the last century 
nickle has increasingly come into 
use, and more recently, aluminum in 
some foreign countries. Emergency 
money during World War I brought 
iron, also porcelain into use. Recent- 
ly an alloy of aluminum-bronze is 
finding popularity. 

While the coins of olden times 
were accepted at their actual metal- 
lic value, our current coinages are 
purely token. A coin now does not 
have ‘to be actually worth what the 
denomination says but is more like a 
promise to pay, similar to our paper 
money. This is prevalent throughout 
most of the world, and while our 
American coins are made of precious 
metal (silver) the actual value of the 
silver pieces is not the amount 
stamped upon the coin.

Your two nickels are so badly worn 
as to be worth no premium. The 1802 
must be a 1902 for there were no 
Liberty nickels coined in 1802.

I understand that 
fakes were made by an _ individual 
and a “Star and Idler” were stamped 
on the fakes. If I am wrong, cor- 
rect me. Would like to know the 
value on today’s market for this 
piece with the star and Idler on it. 
Thank you.

Answer: 

Regarding the 1792 half dollar, the 
Idler electrotype does not have a 
star upon it; this, in the book is 
used merely to indicate that one Idler, 
is known to have made copies of this 
coin. The name Idler also does not 
appear on his copies. The electrotype 
is very good and hard to discern from 
the original. Best identification is 
the “plain” edges, where sometimes 
evidence of the electrotype “joins” 
can be seen. Be careful of this for 
there are lots of*Idlers around and 
practically no originals. Electros usu- 
ally sell for from $10 to $15 in ex- 
cellent condition.

Omaha--about ninety 
years ago 


By DORIS H. HAMILTON 


Sometimes a _ preoccupation with 
events east of the Mississippi during 
the Reconstruction Period leads to 
overlooking the activity in the west- 
ern states after the war. 

One of the great undertakings was 
building the western railroad. As 
early as July 1, 1862, Congress is- 
sued a charter to the Union Pacific 
Railroad to build the eastern end 
of a_ transcontinental railroad and 
provided assistance to the Central 
Pacific Railroad to build the western 
end. Without much fanfare, the first 
rail was laid and the first spike of 
the Union Pacific was driven at 
Omaha three years to the month af- 
ter the charter was granted. A year 
and a half previously ground had 
been broken at Sacramento for the 
start of the Central Pacific’s track 
when Leland Stanford, Governor of 
California and president of the rail- 
road, hoisted the first shovelful of 
dirt at the junction of “K” Street 
and the Levee. The railroad was to 
follow the “Overland Route,” or the 
Platte River Valley — South Pass 
route, replacing the Missouri as the 
best way west. The completion of 
the railroad was to take place at 
Promontory Point, Utah, on May 10, 
1869, when the engine pilots of each 
railway met after the Golden Spike 
joined the rail from the West with 
the rail from the East — and the 
United States was linked by rail from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific. 

I recently purchased a group of 
letters written from Omaha, Nebr., 
between 1866 and 1867. The writer, 
a former resident of Wheeling, W. 
Va., had gone west to seek his for- 
tune. In Nebraska he tried farm- 
ing, the express business, and held 
a temporary clerkship in the Quar- 
termaster Department. He worked 
for the railroad, but the cold wea- 
ther — and frozen feet — proved 
too much for him. He even tried 
politics but he was defeated in his 
attempt to become a member of the 
Legislature. Finally, he turned to 
teaching school and met with some 
success here when the children of 
some of the “better families” came 
to his classes. He describes his di- 
versified business adventures in these 
letters to his sweetheart, Clara, back 
in Wheeling. 

On February 15, 1866, he writes 
of some of the people who are ar- 
riving in Omaha. 


“Notwithstanding the coldness of 
the weather (16 below!) and general 
dullness of business this season of 
the year is generally afflicted with, 
hosts of adventurers and emigrants 
from the East are constantly arriv- 
ing with a view to securing locations 
in order to be ready for work when 
Spring opens. Many here are ar- 
ranging their business for a trip to 
Idaho, Montana, Utah, Colorado and 
Dakota — some as freighters and 
others as permanent residents of 
these rich gold producing countries. 
It is astonishing what an immense 
amount of wealth that class of per- 
sons here called ‘freighters’ can ac- 
cumulate in one summer. Forty 
teams will haul eighty tons or 160,000 
pounds for which they will charge 
from 15 to 50 cents per pound.” 

Freighting across the plains was a 
great business in the ’sixties. People 
and goods came into the Missouri 
river towns of St. Joseph, Leaven- 
worth, and Nebraska City. From 
here the final lap of the western jour- 
ney was made by wagon train. The 
“Oregon Trail,” the “Old California 
Trail,” and the “Old Salt Lake 
Train” all ran along the Platte River 
valley. Freighting, as a lucrative 
business, came to an end with the 
completion of the railroads. 

There is more than a trace of his 
own disappointment in the West as 
he writes on March 28, 1866, of the 
disappointments of others who have 
made the journey, at least as far as 
Omaha. 

“IT am surprised when I see the 
many inducements that are scattered 
through the east with a view to con- 
trol the western emigration via Oma- 
ha. I shall send you by this mail 
a specimen of the many puffs that 
are used to induce the ‘green un’ 
east to come here’ and spend his 
money. This is got up by E. H. 
Cooper & Co. With both members 
of the firm I am well acquainted 
and am astonished at the effrontery 
and misrepresentation therein con- 
tained. Don’t imagine, my dear girl, 
that I am dissatisfied with Omaha 
or its prospects, but it is only a 
western town containing about six 
thousand population with the finest 
hopes in the world, but it is represen- 
ted to eastern men as a kind of El 
Dorado and many are seriously dis- 
appointed when they come and im- 
mediately return east and, of course, 
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abuse Omaha and the west. Some 
have come here expecting that we 
were in the heart of the mining dis- 
trict and that the mines of Montana 
were separated from us by a river 
line. I have no doubt but what many 
intelligent men east fail to compre- 
hend what distance is in the west. 
When you reflect that it is 2100 
miles to Virginia City, the capital of 
Montana Territory, you begin to have 
an idea of the boundlessness of the 
west.” 

On April 5, 1866, he is considering 
going to California: 

“IT can obtain a situation with a 
gentleman who contemplates a trip 
to California and I am of the opinion 
that this would be better than the 
slow wasting away of what little I 
have accumulated. I dislike the Over- 
land trip, not only on account of 
its hardships but also its dangers 
but feel that as long as the present 
excitement at Omaha continues, as 
long as there is so little to do and 
so many to do that little that there 
are many better places.” 

Our correspondent wishes that his 
sweetheart would come to Omaha 
and he describes the city to her as 
he writes from his school room on 
Sunday, January 13, 1867. 

“Tis true in the east you imagine 
Omaha on the verge of civilization, 
but in your ideas of western de- 
ficiencies in the particulars that go 
to make life endurable, you can not 
but be erroneously impressed. We 
are here in the possession of news 
from all parts of the world almost 
as soon as in New York. We have 
every kind of churches. Two daily 
papers and three weeklies. An ener- 
getic, active population and_ the 
greater part of the same composed 
of young of both sexes, for gay, 
stylish and magnificent display equal 
to any eastern city. . .. like other 
places, wealth and not intelligence is 
the standard of merit. For costliness 
of dress, for elegance of turnout, 
for apishness of eastern aristocracy 
Omaha is far ahead of Wheeling.” 

On January 20, 1867, he writes of 
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politics and the speed of western 
justice. 

“The past week in Omaha has been 
marked by no startling local news 
except the admission of Nebraska by 
Congress and the anticipated veto 
by Pres. Johnson, which with his 
usual perversity is not  vrobable. 
During the week a most violent 
murder occurred in Columbus which 
was speedily followed by western 
justice—lynching—the murder com- 
mitted one day (15th) and the mur- 
derer hanging the next. I knew 
neither of the parties but the murder- 
ed man left a wife and two children 
in indigent circumstances far from 
home and friends.” 

He is very anxious to receive mail 
from Clara as soon as possible and 
on February 21, 1867, he advises her 
about the most expeditious routing 
of her mail: 

“, . . let me admonish or rather 
advise you to write as an indorsement 
on your future letters ‘Via Chicago’. 
This will insure three or four days 
earlier arrival. Thus far your letters 
have all come by way of St. Louis 
and thus come by stage from St. 
Joseph, Mo. which is much slower 
than rail.” 

On March 11, 1867, he writes about 
Omaha itself: 

“We are, owing to a snow storm 
that still prevails entirely cut off 
from the rest of the world except 
the use of telegraph which advises 
us of the doings east and west. 
Sleigh bells are jingling and merry 
making and just now I hear the 
Omaha Brass band playing to arouse 
the people of Omaha to an appre- 
ciating sense not only of their merit 
but also of the fact that they are 
this evening hired to play for a 
concert troupe and thus they adver- 
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tise not only themselves but the 
‘show’. River here still remains 
closed thus keeping back business 
that would be commenced. Omaha is 
going to be very lively this summer 
as this is to be the great outfitting 
point for the great Indian war they 
are just inaugurating. This is the 
Headquarters of the Department and 
war appears never to have stopped 
so many of the ‘boys in blue’ are 
constantly to be seen. I have had 
some overtures made me about en- 
tering the U. S. Service but should 
I do so now it would be exclusively 
for profit—no distressed distracted 
country—no rebellion would be the 
inducement but rather occupation 
with a view to pecuniary reward.” 

On May 7, 1867, he reports that 
there are two thousand strangers in 
Omaha, that one hundred new houses 
have been built this spring and that 
“the Union Pacific Rail Road is be- 
ing built in the direction of San 
Francisco at the rate of 2% miles 
per day.” 

In his letter of June 16, 1867, he 
refers to his diary for June 6 and 
relates the following event: 

“Attended in the evening the grand 
‘Senatorial banquet’ at the Capitol 
where I saw and heard Senators 
Wade, Chandler, Howe, Yates, Cat- 
tell, Thayer, Tipton, and Creswell (of 
Md.), and a host of others I forget. 
Geo. F. Train and many other east- 
ern men of consequence. The party 
was attended by Omaha’s Fairest, 
the ‘Elite’ of the City, and dancing 
formed no small part of the festiv- 
ities. The supper was prepared at 
the Durant House and served in the 
Capitol to one hundred and twenty- 
five couples at a cost of those pur- 
chasing of $1,250.00.” 

Nebraska was admitted to the 
Union in 1867. The decade of the 
*sixties was a period of great growth 
for Nebraska with the population in- 
creasing from 28,841 in 1860 to 
122,993 by 1870. These “Letters to 
Wheeling” give many interesting de- 
tails about life in Omaha during the 
early railroad days.

PERSONAL RECOLLECTIONS OF MARK 
TWAIN TOLD TO CYRIL CLEMENS 


One evening, before his passing in 
1948, my father James Ross Clemens, 
told me his personal recollections of 
the great humorist, Samuel Lang- 
horne Clemens: 

In the winter of 1898, when a medi- 
cal student at St. Thomas Hospital 
in London, I chanced to read in the 
London Globe that Mark Twain was 
residing in the British capital in 
straitened circumstances. I forth- 
with wrote him a letter, care of 
Chatto and Windus, his English pub- 
lishers, in which I introduced myself 
as another of the Clemens tribe and 
asked for the privilege and honor of 
being allowed to aid him financially. 

Several days passed without a re- 
ply. Then one evening as I sat com- 
muning with my lecture notes, I 
heard a vigorous knock on my street 
and in walked Mark Twain 

Fortunately the report of 
his bankruptcy proved to be false, 
but he seemed at a loss how to ex- 
press adequately his appreciation of

the sentiments conveyed in my letter. 
He was visibly touched. 

From that time on to the day of 
his death, I was always, to him, “Dr. 
Jim,” and he was ever on the look- 
out to do me a service. I was dined 
and wined constantly at his home in 
Cleyne Walk, Chelsea, and was thus 
offered an opportunity of meeting 
all that London boasted of in the 
way of literary celebrities. 

The following story about Mark 
Twain and the author of Tess of the 
D’Urbervilles is not generally known. 
It seems that the American humor- 
ist and the famous British novelist, 
on a wet Sunday afternoon, found 
themselves in the same little country 
hotel. Manlike, both had gravitated 
to the smoking-room where, though 
strangers to each other, they passed 
the time of day and a desultory con- 
versation commenced. 

It was but natural that literary to- 
pics should soon come to the fore 
and Mark Twain began, in an evil 
hour for himself, to damn Hardy, 
and all his works and pomps, up hill 
and down dale. The little man with 
the broken nose did not seem to con- 
cur heartily with Mark Twain in his 
diatribes against the “overrated” 
Hardy. 

Mark was not long left in doubt 
as to the reason for the other’s un- 
responsiveness. As the little man 
arose to go, he gave Mark Twain a 
look that can best be described as 
“dirty” and strode from the room 
with the hauteur of the proverbial 
Spanish don. Vaguely ill at ease, 
Mark Twain asked the waiter the 
name of the gentleman who had just 
left, and received the reply, “Mr. 
Thomas Hardy, Sir.” 

I ean still hear Mark’s delighted 
chuckle as he scored the point against 
himself. 

At the Strand Theatre, William 
Gillette was playing very success- 
fully in Secret Service that winter. 
Mark Twain and I, as Gillette’s 
guests of the evening, occupied a box. 
In the second act a black cat walked 
across the stage. 

“Mark my words, Dr. Jim, poor 
Gillette is in for some misfortune or 
other this evening,” exclaimed Mark, 
feelingly. And sure enough, when we 
went behind the scenes at the end 
of the act, we found Gillette binding 
up a forefinger he had cut almost to 
the bone on the telegraph key! 

I happened once to quote to Mark 
Twain the London saying, “There are 
only three really good stories in the 
world, and two of them are not fit 
for the drawing room.” 

“Oh, why didn’t I know of that 
when I was writing Puddin’head Wil- 
son,” he said wistfully. “I would 
have headed one of the chapters with 
that saying.” 

Like Dr. Samuel Johnson, Mark 


Twain found rising before noon a 
hardship which he seldom had the 
strength of will to face. On one 
occasion, entering his bedroom long 
past the noon hour, I found him lux- 
uriously propped up on pillows busily 
skimming through a lot of books scat- 
tered over the bed. 

“T have to deliver an address al- 
though I am not supposed to know 
that I am to be called upon. I am 
now IMPROVISING,” he explained 
with a broad win.k. 

Sidney Smith, I think it was, who 
in his notes on Cicero as an orator 
says that in the Oration Against 
Cataline, the audience for the first 
two days were at a complete loss to 
know what the speaker was driving 
at. Then, on the third day, when 
the principal verb was brought in, all 
suddenly became as clear as the noon- 
day sun. In much the same way, 
Mark Twain also, in conversation, 
first baffled, then rewarded his hear- 
ers by a lightning touch that sud- 
denly clarified what had seemed to 
be, up till then, but disconnected 
drivel delivered in a leisurely and tan- 
talizing drawl. 

“Dr. Jim,” he said solemnly to me 
one day. “I have in a safe deposit

In short, in what- 
soever church I placed the honey, 
there I’d find the ants assembled. 
From these experiments there could 
be but one conclusion: ants do have 
intelligence. 

“Another and more delicate experi- 
ment along the same line was as 
follows. I noticed a tvpical family 
of ants which I established in a smart 
little house by a stream of water

Protection of American copyrights 
in England was a matter very close 
to his heart, and it was in “the spirit 
of 76” that he fought the battles 
against the British publishers. “There 
should be an Eleventh Commandment 
—Thou shalt not plagiarize,” was his 
biting comment. 

A story which Mark Twain never 
tired of repeating was about a Pull- 
man car experience he had with an 
old lady. Exhausted to the point of 
extinction after a very full day in 
Chicago, Mark boarded the evening 
train for New York and retired to 
his berth at once for, as he thought, 
a long night of blissful repose. 

Just as he was slipping over the 
border-line between waking and 
sleeping, he heard an old lady’s voice 
in the berth opposite to his wistfully

Some Notes on Brown Bess 


By LIEUT. COL. R. H. RANKIN 











All arms collectors and readers ot 
English military history know of 
Brown Bess, the famous flintlock 
musket which was the good right 
arm of the red-coated infantry for 
nearly a hundred years. Many refer- 
ences have been made to this arm, 
but what are some of the facts con- 
cerning it? 

The name itself is of interesting 
prigin. Many writers have mistaken- 
ly noted that it stems from the sup- 
posedly characteristic browned bar- 
rel of the weapon. Actually this is 
in error, for Army authorities had 
officially ordered that the barrel be 
kept bright, an order which stood, 
incidentally, until the middle of the 
Peninsular War (1809-1814). The 
“Brown” part of the nickname orig- 
inated in the fact that the brightly 
polished brown stock was in marked 
contrast to the dull black parted 
stocks of her predecessors. As to 
the “Bess,” this was simply the Brit- 
ish soldier’s feminized corruption of 
the German buss, ie., “gun” (wit- 
ness arquebus ani  blunderbuss). 
This term apparently was picked up 
from the Hanoverian troops who 
were fellow subjects of George I. But 
why corrupt “buss” to “Bess?” Well, 
simply because the “brown gun” was 
the soldier’s best friend, his girl 
friend—hence the feminization of 
“buss” to “Bess.” 

The exact date when this musket 
was first introduced is in doubt, al- 
though some writers go so far as to 
ascribe its advent to the reign of 
Queen Anne (1702-1714). As far as 
fixing the date with any degree of 
accuracy is concerned, it appears that 
the year 1727 may be more nearly 
correct, for the Tower of London nas 
in its collection a Brown Bess mus- 
ket with that date on its lock plate, 
the earliest dated lock plate known 
on this particular piece. 

This musket, as it was first issued, 


had a barrel which varied between 
45% and 46 inches in length. Along 
about the time of the Revolutionary 
War Brown Bess began to appear 
with a 42-inch barrel, a length which 
was to become fairly constant. 

At first this weapon was equipped 
with a wooden ramrod with a brass 
tip. Later it was issued with an iron 
ramrod (a _ decided improvement), 
and earlier models were modified to 
accommodate it. 

All furniture on this piece was 
brass. The moulded brass trigger 
guard had an ornamental extension 
forward of the bow and a long orna- 
mental extension to the rear under 
the small of the butt. A sling swivel 
appeared on the front of the bow 
and another was fitted about twelve 
inches from the muzzle. Incidentally, 
Brown Bess appears to have been 
the first British weapon to be fitted 
for a shoulder sling. 

The butt plate was a heavy mould- 
ed brass piece with an ornamental ex- 
tension or heel plate along the top 
of the butt. The weight of this plate 
tended to offset the great length of 
the barrel, giving the gun a much 
better balance than otherwise would 
have been obtained. 

Because of the better workman- 
ship the flintlock mechanism of Brown 
Bess functioned much better than 
that of her predecessors. It is nutable 
that the custom of dating arms on 
the lockplate originated with this par- 
ticular weapon. The lockplate of this 
weapon was also the first to bear 
the word “Tower” (a fact which 
sometimes causes it to be known 
as the “Tower Musket’’) or the name 
of the arms contractor, together with 
the Royal Cypher. 

A socket-type bayonet with a tri- 
angular cross section blade was pro- 
vided for this piece. Two sides of 
the blade of this bayonet were deeply 
grooved. The socket was some four 


inches long while the blade itself 
was seventeen inches, The socket was 
fitted with a ring bridging the slot, 
which added greatly to the length 
of the socket. No means was pro- 
vided for locking the socket. Inas- 
much as standardization was unheard 
of in those days, bayonets fitted very 
loosely. 

Generally speaking, Brown Bess 
was the best weapon to be had in 
her time. Lighter in weight, bal- 
anced better, better constructed, and 
much more rugged under campaign 
conditions than any other musket of 
her day, she soon became a great 
favorite with her soldiers. It is sig- 
nificant that no other weapon has 
had as long a service life, Brown 
Bess having been used practically 
unaltered for roughly a hundred 
years,

The 
Geodesic dome—“geodesic” means the 
shortest line between points on the 
surface of a sphere—is supported by 
rigid pipe structures arranged in tri- 
angular pattern in much like a web 
pattern, below which the actual fab- 
ric is hung. The tent offers tremen-

much more virtue for large rather 
than small tents. 


SHEFFIELD CUTLERY 


“In 1600 Sheffield became celebra- 
ted for its tobacco-boxes and jew’s- 
harps. The town was, as yet, of 
small size and population; for when 
a survey of it was made in 1615 it 
was found to contain not more than 
2,207 householders, of whom one 
third, or 725, were “not able to live 
without the charity of their neigh- 
bors: these are all begging poor.” 
It must, however, have continued its 
manufacture of knives; for we find 
that the knife with which Felton 
stabbed the Duke of Buckingham at 
Portsmouth, in 1628, was traced to 
Sheffield. The knife was left sticking 
in the duke’s body; and, when exam- 
ined, was found to bear the Sheffield 
mark. It was ultimately ascertained 
to have been made by one Mr. Wild, 
a cutler, who had sold the knife for 
tenpence to Felton when recruiting 
in the town. 

At a still later period, the man- 
ufacture of clasp or spring knives 
was introduced into Sheffield by Flem- 
ish workmen. Harrison says this 
trade was begun in 1650. The clasp 
knife was commonly known in the 
North as a jocteleg. Hence Burns, de- 
scribing the famous article treasured 
by Captain Grose, the antiquarian, 
says that 


“It was a faulding jocteleg, 
or lang-kail gully;” 


the word being merely a corruption 
of Jacques de Liege, a famous for- 
eign cutler, whose knives were as 
well known throughout Europe as 
those of Rogers or Mappin are now. 
Scythes and sickles formed other 
branches of manufacture introduced 
by the Flemish artisans, the makers 
of the former principally living in 
the parish of Norton, those of the 
latter in Eckington.”

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Indian and Eskimo spoons and lad- 
les were made and used in all pos- 
sible sizes and a great variety of 
shapes. For how long this was going 
on is impossible to tell because the 
usual materials of which they were 
made were perishable wood, 
horn, bark, marine shells, and shells 
of vegetables such as gourds. But 
it is hardly likely that the numerous 
forms could have come into being 
in anything short of several centuries 
before the arrival of Europeans. 

The old Eskimos were meat eaters, 
but the number of small spoons they 
used indicates that there were other 
dishes than cuts of meat. A cross 
section of these presents the usual 
Eskimo ingenuity and art in form 
and decoration. Bowls as well as 
handles take numerous shapes and 
often carry pictorial ornamentation— 
whales, seal heads, birds, etc., carved 
and painted. 

Large ladles were made of both 
horn and wood. . 

The same words may be written 
about spoons and ladles of the 
Northwest Coast Indians, except that 
they did not use ivory or bone to 
any extent, their favorite materials 
being horn and wood. Typical small 
spoons of this area are made of 
black horn with totem or animal de- 
signs on the handles and sometimes 
natural ribbons of brown to brighten 
the bowl. In fact all sizes and kinds 
of horns were put to use. Heating 
the horn softened it so it could be 
bent into desired shapes without in- 
jury. Besides carving the horn, de- 
coration was created with inlaid shell 
and the addition of copper. 

In addition to these conventional 
spoons and ladles a rather common 
creation peculiar to the region was 
a paddle shaped wooden spoon used 
to eat berries. Made of wood for 
the most part, it had a long rod-like 
handle and spatulate bowl which was 
sometimes carved. 

Northwestern California Indians, 
whose culture was a southern tip of 
the whole Northwest Coast Indian 
culture, were also great users of 
spoons, which, like many of their 
utensils, were distinctive to their 
area. There were three varieties; 
elk horn spoons, wood spoons, and 
mussle shell spoons. 

The two former were always 
carved, some very elaborately, and 
were called “men’s spoons.” The lat- 
ter were simply shells with the sharp 
edges ground smooth and rounded. 
Most elk horn spoons received quite 
elaborate treatment from carvers. 
Bowls of both wood and elk horn 
spoons were about the size and shape 
of table spoons. 

A third area in which spoons were 
much used was _ the Plains area, and 
horn from buffalos, sheep, and moun- 
tain goats was the favorite material. 
These Indians liked large, scoop-like 
bowls and they decorated their 
handles rather simply, except in the 
cases of those that were quilled or 
beaded. 

Most spoons of the Southwest In- 
dians are pottery and tend to be 
more like dippers in shape and often 
in size. While long handles were 
made, many Southwest spoons and 
ladles. or scoops, were bowls with 
a rudimentary extension of the side 
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to indicate a handle, and sometimes a 
little knob. Like most Southwest 
pottery they were painted as a rule 
with designs popular in the area 
where they were used. 

California Indians aside from the 
lower Klamath river area were not 
spoon users, though sea shells found 
in sites may have been spoons or 
dippers, and some of the small bowls 
could have been so used. 

Eastern woodland Indians have left 
shell spoons with the shell cut to 
provide an extension to hold them. 
They also made wooden spoons, some 
quite elaborately carved. Many of 
the latter had broad rather shallow 
bowls and a hook at the end of the 
handle, a description that also fits 
old-time pioneer butter ladles or pad- 
dles, perhaps directly derived from 
Indian models. 

Being rather unromantic functional 
utensils, spoons, ladles, and scoops 
have not received much attention 
from museums and collectors, but 
the craftsmanship and art put into 
their making by our “First Ameri- 
cans” indicates that they were fa- 
vorite articles in the pre-Columbian 
households in many large areas.

ICAL CORP. COLLABORATES 
WITH SMITHSONIAN TO 
PRESERVE MOUNDS 


A famous West Virginia Indian 
mound, lying in the path of indus- 
trial developments, has recently been 
excavated under the direction of a 
Smithsonian Institution archaeol- 
ogist and has yielded important in- 
formation on the prehistoric, 3000- 
year-old, Adena people of the Ohio 
Valley. Frank M. Setzler, head cu- 
rator of anthropology of the Smith- 
sonian’s National Museum, has just 
returned from directing the excava- 
tion of the mound and has made a 
preliminary report on his finds. 

The Welcome mound was located 
16 miles south of one of the largest 
Indian mounds in the United States 
—the Grave Creek Mound at Mounds- 
ville, W. Va. Twenty feet high and 110 
feet in diameter, and situated on the 
third terrace above the Ohio River, 
the mound was doomed to imminent 
annihilation because of the tremen- 
dous expansion program in this rap- 
idly growing industrial area between 
Wheeling and Huntington. 

“A bulldozer,” comments Mr, Setz- 
ler, “could have leveled the 100,000 
cubic feet of earth in a couple of 
days. However, the Columbia-South- 
ern Chemical Corp., a subsidiary of 
the Pittsburgh Plate Glass Co., rec- 
ognized the scientific possibilities and 
saw a chance to record and preserve 
whatever archaeological data and ma- 
terials the mound might contain. The 
director of the Natrium plant, Mr. 
C. E. Wolf, thereupon sought the 
assistance of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution and indicated that his corpo- 
ration would supply the labor, equip- 
ment, laboratory facilities, and an 
engineer if the Institution would send 
an archaeologist to direct the exca- 
vation.” 

This unique offér of collaboration 
was accepted, and Mr. Setzler spent 
the period from October 7 to Novem- 
ber 22, 1957, at the site, carefully 
excavating with a crew of about 
half a dozen men using shovels and 
mattocks. The spill dirt and the ero- 
ded sides were moved by a bull- 
dozer. 

“One of the most remarkable spe- 
cimens uncovered,” says Mr. Setzler, 
“was a carved effigy tubular pipe. 
The normal pipe of these Adena peo- 
ple was a straight tube. In this case 
the prehistoric sculptor carved the 
head and neck of a shoveler duck 
with an expanding bill, eyes, and 
slits for nostril. But the most diag- 
nostic trait was a series of fine in- 
cised lines on the underside of the 
bill to represent the lamellae so char- 
acteristic of shoveler ducks. This pipe 
represents the only bird effigy record- 
ed from an Adena mound and is the 
third carved tubular pipe from this 
cultural horizon. It is made from 


Ohio limestone, a type of material 
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relatively soft and easy to carve 
when freshly dug from the ground. 
After exposure to the air the stone 
becomes hard and brittle. 


“Three adult human skeletons had 
been buried in the mound. The bodies 
were lying on and covered with sev- 
eral layers of what appeared to be 
oak bark. The acidity developed by 
these bark coverings rapidly decom- 
posed all perishable objects buried 
with the dead. Even the bones of the 
skeletons were hardly more than im- 
prints in the earth. A large canine 
tooth, possibly of a wolf, was found 
in the mouth cavity of the male 
skeleton, This could indicate that he 
was buried wearing a shaman or tri- 
bal leader costume such as a wolf 
mask. A mask of this type has been 
found in one of the Ohio Adena 
mounds. In one sense these central 
burials were unique in the absence 
of nonperishable objects such as 
stone, bone, or shell associated with 
the dead.” 


The artifacts and skeletal mate- 
rials recovered from the mound will 
be subjected to detailed study at the 
U. S. National Museum before a full 
report on the site can be made and 
the finds finally evaluated and corre- 
lated with what is already known 
of the archaeology of the region.

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HISTORIC GEORGIA 
ON POST CARDS 


By LOUISE COLLINS 
(Concluded) 


Cairo, in South Georgia, is a good 
town in the center of the pecan in- 
dustry. The buildings are good, and 
the homes and churches beautiful. 
One view is of a pecan tree over a 
hundred years old. At 101, this tree 
bore 400 pounds of choice nuts. We 
have views of the club house of the 
Women’s Club. This club has been 
federated since 1910. The First Bap- 
tist and First Methodist Churches 
afford beautiful views. Near Cairo is 
the Pope Museum of more than 200 
statues, all made by Mrs. Pope For- 
ester. They honor war heroes, Mar- 
tha Berry, Gold Star Mothers, and 
many others. 

Modern chrome cards of Carroll- 
ton show a street scene and the Car- 
rollton City Hall. 

Cartersville, in North West Geor- 
gia, is the subject of several photo 
cards: Street scenes, First Presby- 
terian Church, Sam Jones Memorial 
Church, Cartersville Restaurant and 
Bus Depot, Altatoona Dam. A new 
chrome card pictures the Georgia In- 
stitute of Genetics, which produces 
scientifically pedigreed cotton seed, 
and small grains, and distributes 
them to the farmers. 

From Cedartown we have a view 
of the Polk General Hospital. 

Columbus, across the Chattahoo- 
chee River from the too well publi- 
cized Phoenix City, Ala., is a farm- 
ing center and cotton mill town. It 
is a small city that has long had a 
fair amount of wealth. The mills 
along the river are an important 
and interesting part of both the old 
and the new South. Broadway, with 
its stores and its long center park 
that runs the length of the down- 
town area, is both prosperous and 
beautiful. Columbus enjoys the trade 
of Fort Benning which lies at the 
city gates, as well 4s of plantations, 
and small towns through Western 
Georgia and Eastern Alabama. It is 
about half way between Montgomery

There are views of Broad 
Street, the Chattahoochee by moon- 
light, Goat Rock Dam and Power 
House, Inquirer-, Ledger Buildiny, In- 
dustrial Section from the Bridge, dog- 
wcod blossoms, and several views of 
historic First Presbyterian Church 
which was founded in 1830. 

From Columbus, there is an ex- 
quisite view of Saint Elmo, the beau- 
tiful ante-bellum home where Augus- 
ta Evans was inspired to write her 
novel, St. Elmo. 

From Claxton, we have motel 
views; from Cordele, black and white 
view of the Methodist Church; and 
from Covington, a lake scene from 
Georgia FFA Camp.

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Another group of cards, one to a 
town, include a motel at Jesup; a 
beautiful old Victorian Hote] at In- 
dian Springs, an ancient and _ his- 
toric resort; Chief Tomochichi Cot- 
tages and Restaurant at Kingsland: 
photo views of the Methodist Church 
and the high school at LaFayette; 
the First Baptist Church at La 
Grange; and the romantic looking 
Twin Lakes Chapel at Lake Park. 

Louisville, in east Georgia, near 
Augusta, is an interesting old town. 
The Jefferson County Court House 
at Louisville was built on the site 
of the First Capitol of Georgia, 
which was destroyed in 1865 by Sher- 
man’s Army on its march to ‘the 
sea. There is a marker to commem- 
orate the burning of the “Yazoo 
Fraud” papers in the early 19th cen- 
tury. There are interesting views of 
the old Slave Market built in 1758. 
The present timbers are the orig- 
inal ironwood, and the bell once hung 
in the State Capitol. Other views 
picture the Louisville Academy. This 
town is rich in beautiful old build- 
ings and historic landmarks; but, 
like other towns of its type in Geor- 
gia, Louisville does not advertise by 
the medium of the post card. 

Lyons, Ga., has views of the Bap- 
tist Church and the High School. 

Macon is a beautiful city in Cen- 
tral Georgia. They had beautiful Ro- 
tograph views in 1906. One we have 
is of Crumps Park. Our other Macon 
ecards are modern. They include: a 
colonial home, residence of R. B. 
Small, Washington Memorial Libra- 
ry, the Union Terminal, the City Au- 
ditorium, Masonic Home of Georgia, 
Cherry Street, Washington Park, 
Third Street Park and Fountain, 
Mulberry Street, Poplar Street, the 
First Baptist Church, and Saint 
Josephs Catholic Church. One very 
interesting view is of “the Bell.” 
This bell was used on~one of the 
first steamboats on the Ocmulgee 
River between Macon and Darien. It 
was presented to the Mayor and 
Council of Macon. Other cards show 
Wesleyan College for Women, Mer- 
cer College for Men, and the Mount 
De Sales High School. 

From near Macon are views of Oc- 
mulgee National Monument, estab- 
lished in 1934. The site is thought 
to be the first home of the Creeks 
after their migration from the West 
where they lived originally. There 
is a prehistoric Ceremonia] Earth 
Lodge. There is a large burial mound 
that has been cut to show its struc- 
ture. It is five mounds deep, and is 
thought to have been the home of 
several prehistoric civilizations. There 
is a view also of a block house at 
Fort Hawkins near Macon. 

Two cards from Marietta are an 
old Kropp (1908) of the First Bap- 
tist Church, and a war time night 
scene of the Bell Bomber plant show- 
ing a long line of B-29’s. 

Midway Church is interesting. The 
present building was erected in 1792. 
There is a cemetery in connection 
with this church which is the rest- 
ing place of many well-known and 
important people from the early days 


of our country. 

From Milledgeville, comes a view 
of the old State Capitol in which 
the Secession Convention was held. 
It is now a Military College. From 
Moultrie are views of Main street, 
the swimming pool, an air view, and 
a hunting scene. 

An interesting view is an old mill 
east of Nashville that is still mak- 
ing water ground corn meal, Hotel 
cards are from Perry and Richland. 
A view of an old stone church at 
Ringgold (near Chicamauga) which 
was used as a Hospital during the 
Civil War is a photograph, as is 
also a street scene. 

Rome, Ga., affords some interest- 
ing cards. Some cards of the 1930’s 
show multiple views of the Darling- 
ton School for Boys and multiple 
views of Rome Churches. Several 
very interesting views are of the 
Statue of Romulus and Remus 
with the Tusculum Wolf. This sta- 
tue, a replica of the one in Rome, 
Italy, was given in 1929 by Premier 
Benito Mussolini of Italy as a ges- 
ture of good will from old Rome to 
new Rome. It stands in front of the 
city auditorium at Broad and Sixth 
Avenue. 

A number of views are of the 
Mount Berry Schools, started in 1900 
in a log eabin, by Martha Berry, 
for the education of worthy moun- 
tain children. Henry Ford visited 
and became interested in this school. 
Now the campus is the largest in 
the world. A large dairy plant is an 
important part of the school. The 
chapel is a replica of Christ’s Church 
of Alexandria, Va, It seats 1600 stu- 
dents, and is one of the 100 beau- 
tiful buildings on this 25,000 acre 
campus. 

There are a number of views of 
the Darlington School for Beys, beau- 
tiful with a mountainous background 
and a large lake. Legend has it that 
De Soto camped on this site 400 
years ago. 

Other Rome cards show Shorter 
College for Girls, Broad Street look- 
ing North, Bird’s eye view of the 
city, the Known Soldier’s Grave, and 
the grave of Mrs. Woodrow Wilson 
(Ellen Louise Axson) both in Myr- 
tle Hill Cemetery. 

Rossville and Chickamauga, Fort 
Oglethorpe, and Lookout Mountain, 
although just inside the state of 
Georgia, are so closely related to 
Chattanooga that we have them all 
filed with that historic city. 

Savannah is one city from which 
cards are more plentiful—more in the 
class with Atlanta and Augusta. A 
good group of pre- 1907 cards by the 
American Post Card Co. O.K. Se- 
ries, show Liberty Street East from 
Bull Street, Shipping Cotton, the Ho- 
tel De Soto, Bull Street from Monte- 
rey Square, Christ Church, Palmet- 
ta Grove and Fort Screven on Tybee 
Island, and Forsythe Park. Cards af- 
ter 1907 include Oglethorpe Memo- 
rial and City Hall, Oglethorpe Ave- 
nue, Chippewa Square, De Soto Ho- 
tel and Jasper Monument, Shipping 
Scene, Cotton Wharves, Volunteer 
Guards Armory( organized 1805) To- 
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mo Chi Chi Monument, Bonaventure 
Cemetery, Tybee Beach, Telfair Acad- 
emy, and a Bird’s eye view from the 
top of Georgia State Savings Bank 
Building. 

Among the more modern cards are 
many views of hotels and tourist 
courts. These include several] views 
of De Soto, and one of the Sapphire 
Room in the De Soto, Hote] Whit- 
ney, Howard Johnsons Motor Lodge, 
Old South Manor Motor Court, De 
Soto Beach Hotel, John Wesley Ho- 
tel, ete, 

There are many beautiful parks 
and shaded drives, giving Savannah 
the name of “The Forest City.” 
There is a view of the fountain un- 
der the trees in Forsythe Park; beau- 
tiful Victory Drive is pictured on a 
handpainted Albertype. One view is 
Greene Monument and grave of Gen- 
eral Nathanial Greene, Revolutionary 
Hero, at the foot of the monument 
in Johnson Square. Another is a 
monument to General W. W. Gor- 
don in Wright Square. There are in- 
teresting views of the entrance to 
Bethesda Orphanage for Boys (1740), 
and a view of Bonaventure Ceme- 
tery with its moss draped trees and 
azaleas. 

Fort Pulaski on Cockspur Island 
is 17 miles from Savannah. It is 
well preserved and cards are worth 
collecting, especially the drawbridge 
and moat, anda squeezed arch. Char- 
ity Hospital, General Greene’s Head- 
quarters, South on Bull Street, the 
Burial Place of Chief Tomo-chi-chi 
friend to Oglethorpe, the old pink 
house, Georgia’s first brick house, are 
all good views. 

Christ Church, on the corner of 
Bull and Congress Streets, was es- 
tablished on a site picked by Gen- 
eral Oglethorpe in 1733, and the 
building started in 1740 and dedi- 
cated in 1750. Here, John Wesley or- 
ganized the first Protestant Sunday 
School in the World. 

Independent Presbyterian Church 
was designed by James Gibbs, and 
is a copy of St. Martin’s-in-the-Field, 
London. It was chartered by George 
III. President Wilson married his 
first wife in the Manse of this 
church. Another interesting historic 
colonial church near Savannah is 
Ebenezer Church. 

Near Savannah too, is the 900 
acre Wormsloe Plantation, with a 
well preserved early library and 
beautiful gardens, which is still in 
the hands of the family to which it 
was originally granted. There are 
several post card views of the gar- 
dens. 

New chrome cards picture the his- 
toric Herb House, and the equally 
famed Flint House, of Treasure Is- 
land fame. The Pirate House is list- 
ed by the American Museum Society. 
The Herb House is Savannah’s old- 
est house, 

Some of Georgia’s most interesting 
cards are the views of Stone Moun- 
tain. Views have been made from 
every angle. This famous mountain, 
16 miles east of Atlanta, is the 
world’s greatest monolith. It is one 
solid block, 16,000,000,000 cubic feet 
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of exposed granite, seven miles 
around, and rising 700 feet above the 
surrounding plain. It is a part of 
the ancient Laurentian Rock, the old- 
est geological stratum in the world. 
Views on the oldest cards show the 
mountain untouched. Some _ views 
show the partially carved side, show- 
ing the Confederate Memorial Monu- 
ment planned and started by Gutzon 
Borglum. Some cards show the monu- 
ment as completed, and one shows a 
magnificent memorial hall carved out 
of the base and a lagoon and park. 
None of this has ever happened. The 
monument was. discontinued; the 
seaffolding is falling from the side 
of the mountain, and at the base is 
a great hill of chipped granite. The 
memorial has hardly made a scratch 
on the side of this magnificent moun- 
tain, 

Thomasville, in Southern Georgia, 
is famous for its roses. Most of our 
card views have an inset of a full 
blown rose and the words, “Thomas- 
ville, the city of Roses among the 
Pines.” We have an old P C K mul- 
tiple view card with “Greetings from 
Thomasville,” Views show the Big 
Oak owned by the American Tree 
Association; azaleas and palms; Fin- 
ney General Hospital, U. S. Army; 
Swimming Pool and Glen Arver 
Country Club; Mill Pond, home of J. 
H. Wade family; old Colonial homes 
under the pines; the Garden, and the 
Mansion at Greenwood Plantation; 
and John Archibald Memorial Hos- 
pital. 


Tifton, also in Southern Georgia, 
has a number of good photographic 
cards. They include Main Street, the 
Post Office, the Bank, Court House, 
Methodist Church, and the Adminis- 
tration Building of Baldwin Agricul- 
tural College. Regular cards show the 
air view of the college, the Georgia 
Coastal Plain Experimental Station, 
Hotel Myron, and the Tifton Coun- 
ty Chamber of Commerce. 


From Toccoa in Northeast Geor- 
gia are the hotel at Lake Louise and 
the Conference Grounds, and the 
Baptist and Presbyterian Churches. 


Valdosta is an excellent town in 
the southern part of the state. It has 
Junior Colleges affiliated with the 
University System, and with Emory 
University. An outstanding view is of 
the Ante-bellum home used as a gar- 
den center. Photograph views are of 
the First Methodist Church, the Pres- 
byterian, and the First Baptist 
Church—all old and beautiful. 


From Warm Springs we have a 
number of cards of the Little White 
House and related views. There is 
the Community Building dedicated to 
Mrs. Sara Delano Roosevelt, Georgia 
Hall, and entrance and gift shop. A 
black and white view of the Little 
White House has an inset of Fran- 
klin D. Roosevelt. Two colored views 
of the front are from different an- 
gles. Two views are of the terrace 
immediately off Roosevelt’s bedroom, 
overlooking the pines. There are sev- 
eral views of the living room show- 
ing the fireplace, book shelves, and 
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sofa, and Franklin’s favorite chair 
by the fireplace. Two other views 
show his bedroom and the bed in 
which he died in 1945. And one view 
shows the dining room at the Little 
White House. All the rooms are dec- 
orated with pictures and models of 
ships. This home has been made into 
a national shrine. 

From Washington, we have views 
of three beautiful Protestant Church- 
es, and the General Hospital. 

From Waycross, we have a mul- 
tiple view card to match the one 
from Thomasville. It is a large pan- 
sy with a view on each petal and a 
lady’s head in the center. How many 
towns must have had this same card 
with slight variations? It is quite 
attractive. 

There are the usual miscellaneous 
cards—the Sumner and Pounds Log 
Train, the long leaf pines slashed 
for turpentine, tobacco curing barns, 
and country scenes showing dogwood. 

It would take a lot of work to 
find all the cards of Georgia. The 
towns are not post card conscious. 
And cards of the state were never 
made in great quantities. However, 
the search is always rewarding. Hap- 
py collecting!

NATURAL 
HISTORY 


BIRD VENTRILOQUIST 


In Panama jungles there is a bird 
ventriloquist. 

This curious creature, the gray- 
headed dove, is described by Dr. Al- 
exander Wetmore, former Secretary 
of the Smithsonian Institution and 
now Smithsonian research associate, 
in a publication on the birds of Isla 
Coiba, Panama. Dr. Wetmore re- 
ports an extensive study of the bird 
life of this Pacific convict island. 

The ventriloquist, he says, was one 
of the most common birds in the 
Coiba forests. 

“They live and feed on the ground,” 
he reports, “usually two or three to- 
gether, rising to low perches on logs 
or branches when flushed, if not too 
badly frightened. Occasionally I had 
random glimpses of them, walking 
with bobbing heads among the sha- 
dows, or standing completely motion- 
less, when it was difficult to distin- 
guish them in the dim light of their 
haunts. 

“Some of the males were calling, 
a single hooting note, so highly ven- 
triloquial that we never succeeded in 
following it to see the actor perform, 
though we were certain of the source. 
Usually the birds when calling ap- 
peared to rest on low branches near 
the ground, where they were com- 
pletely concealed. When we came 
too near they became silent and flew 
or walked away. But always the im- 
pression was that the sound came 


from the trees rather than from the . 


undergrowth near at hand.’ 

Among the more abundant birds of 
this tropical island are several mem- 
bers of the hummingbird family. 
Concerning the habits of Rieffer’s 
hummingbird, Dr. Wetmore reports: 
“They were especially abundant at 
the flowers of the white mangroves 
and at the blossoms of the guayabo 
trees growing in the open. The flow- 
ers of the mangroves were so large 
that to feed on them easily the hum- 
mers usually perched on the end of 
the petals and then reached with 
their long bills to probe the cen- 
ters.” 

A nest he describes as “built on a 
shaded horizontal branch about seven 
feet from the ground,’ the entire 
structure being formed of fine shreds 
of plant fiber. The outer surface was 
grayish brown, decorated with a few 
bits of lichen. The female perched on 
the edge of the nest beside the young, 
striding steadily at large ants. that 
ran back and forth along the branch.” 


Most common ‘bird of the Coiba 
forest undergrowth was a_ white- 
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throated robin. When Dr. Wetmore 
imitated its call as many as a dozen 
would come flying into the branches 
above him where they would remain 
motionless until they detected some 
movement. Then they would dart 
to denser cover, to remain closely 
hidden among leaves. 

An interesting little bird was the 
yerbero, or yellow-faced grassquit. 
It was a creature of pastures and the 
edge of the forest, congregating es- 
pecially where tall grasses have rip- 
ening seeds. “They feed,” says Dr. 
Wetmore, “by balancing on the grass 
heads as these sway and bend be- 
neath their slight weight. At head- 
quarters dozens came to feed about 
the mill that hulled the rice. They 
were completely tame and often came 
hopping about the feet of men sitting 
on benches.” 


“FISH FISHERMEN” 


There are fishes that fish with “‘fish- 
ing poles,” use “worms” for bait, can 
swallow other fishes as large as them- 
selves, change color like chameleons, 
and inflate themselves a few times 
their normal size. 

These strange representatives of 
the Animal Kingdom (class Pisces) 
include some of the most fantasticat- 
ly hideous creatures in the world. 
One hardly would people an imag- 
inary malevolent planet with crea- 
tures so weird in appearance. 

These fishes are sparsely scattered 
through most of the tropical seas. 
For the most part they are bottom 
dwellers in relatively shallow inshore 
waters. Some hide in seaweed. The 
color of some species changes in ac- 
cordance with the environment, but 
this is not universal tn the family 
Antennariidae, or frogfishes, de- 
scribed by Dr. Leonard -¥. Schultz, 
Smithsonian Institution curator of 
fishes, in a U. S. National Museum 
publication just issued. Several hi- 
therto unknown species, including 
some of the most fantastic, from the 
Museum’s collections were described. 

There are several genera of “fish 
fishermen,” but the family Anten- 
nariidae is easily the most fantastic 
and colorful. Appearance and ways 
of life differ greatly from one spe- 
cies to another, but they all have, 
in general, certain characters in 
common. Each has a “fish pole,” of 
varying length, at the end of its 
snout. This is a bony elongation of 
a dorsal spine. At the end of the 
“pole” are one to three fleshy pro- 
jections, which look like marine 
worms and can be made t6’ move like 
worms. 

The fish lies motionless on the bot- 
tom or in a mass of seaweed, Anoth- 
er fish comes by and starts nibbling 
at the bait. The frogfish—so-culled 
because of the general resemblance to 
frogs—just opens its mouth. The in- 
flow of water sweeps the victim into 
the mouth. It usually happens too 
quickly for the eye to follow. The 
mouth can be greatly expanded, like 
that of a snake, to swallow a large 
victim. 
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The frogfish usually walks, rather 
than swims, Dr. Schultz says. The 
pectoral fins are modified to consti- 
tute legs of a sort. Movement is slow 
and clumsy. The frogfish way of life 
does not call for much agility, except 
with its big mouth. 

The ability to change color is prob- 
ably more or less developed in all 
species of frogfishes, but in some 
much more than in others. This 
camouflage renders the creature al- 
most completely invisible in a chang- 
ing environment. Nearly every spe- 
cies can blow itself up either with 
air or water—usually with water— 
to a few times its normal size. This, 
Dr. Schultz believes, is probably a 
defense mechanism to terrify possible 
enemies, 

Eggs are deposited by the female 
in a gelatinous film that looks like 
a bank note rolied up from both 
ends. As soon as it is in the water, 
however, this unrolls and swells into 
a gelatinous raft many times the 
origina] size. 

One of the new genera described, 
with the name of Kanazawaichthys 
(in honor of Mr. Kanazawa of the 
National Museum staff) has thick 
bony plates on its head. Dr. Schultz 
believes that this is a creature of 
the deep open sea and that the plates 
serve in some way as a floating 
mechanism. 

This family of fishes has been rec- 
ognized for two centuries or more, 
but considerable confusion has exist- 
ed among ichthyologists because of 
the secrecy of its way of life. There 
are probably many species still un- 
known, says Dr. Schultz, since the 
creatures are likely to be turned up 
mostly by accident, 


WOOD-BORING BEETLES 


The Smithsonian Institution an- 
nounces that it has recently obtained 
a large and important collection of 
wood-boring beetles, to be added to 
the entomological collections of the 
United States National Museum. 

The new collection numbering more 
than 100,000 specimens and repre- 
senting about 16,500 species of this 
enormous group of insects, came from 
Frederich F. Tippmann, an engineer, 
explorer, and entomologist of Vienna, 
Austria. He assembled the collection 
over a period of 40 years, not only 
collecting personally in every country 
of South America and in Africa, Asia, 
and Europe, but also purchasing 
great rarities from many remote 
parts of the world. 

The wood-boring beetles of this 
family, numbering in all about 25,000 
species, comprise one of the economi- 
cally most important groups of in- 
sects of the world. In the larval 
stage they attack ‘wood and stems of 
woody and herbaceous plants, and a 
few of them eat seeds. It is on 
record that one small outbreak of 
one species, affecting only 8 square 
miles of forest, killed 45,000 trees, 
aggregating nearly 1,000,000 — cubic 
feet of timber, Fig-growing is im- 
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possible in some parts of India be- 
cause of the damage caused by 
another species, In one area of China 
90 percent of all citrus trees are in- 
fested by a wood-borer, and many 
young trees are killed annually in 
spite of preventive measures. Other 
species attack rafters of houses, par- 
ticularly in continental Europe, furni- 
ture, rustic garden work, telegraph 
poles, and orchids. . 

Not all species, however, are harm- 
ful, point out Smithsonian entomolo- 
gists. Live-stem borers are used to 
control the spread of noxious plants 
such as lantana. Larvae of several 
groups speedily break down stumps 
and discarded logs in coniferous 
plantations, greatly enriching the soil 
and clearing the ground. Some kinds 
indicate to the forester that his trees 
are unhealthy and are the victims of 
more serious foes, 

These beetles range in size from 
minute specimens about 1/16 inch 
long to monsters 4 to 5 inches in 
body length with 8-inch antennae. 
Every conceivable color is represent- 
ed, and many mimic the form of 
other beetles, wasps, flies, and so 
forth. 

The newly acquired collection, to- 
gether with others already assembled 
at the United States National Mus- 
eum, will permit studies embracing 
the biology and distributional features 
of the wood-boring insects and will 
be available to interested students of 
beetles who wish to undertake studies 
in this group. It is only through 
long and careful study using a work- 
ing tool such as this important col- 
lection, that scientists are able to 
learn about both the useful and de- 
structive forms of insects and how to 
distinguish between them.

200 MINIATURE VASES 


Many Too Small To Hold 
Tiniest Flower 


By PHIL. A. PENNINGTON 


Few of the 200 vases in the home 
of Sidney and Elvira Erickson, Los 
Angeles, Calif., have ever held. fiow- 
ers. In fact, most are too small to 
hold even the tiniest rose bud. While 
the Erickson yard is bright with flow- 
ers, and the house has its share of 
floral arrangements, qa very special 
corner of the dining room contains 
an antique cabinet adorned with Mrs. 
Erickson’s collection of miniature 
flowerless vases. 

The cabinet itself is more than 
175 years old. Iniricately hand tooled, 
it was made on a Scandia, Minn, 
farm long before Mr. Erickson, now 
71, was born there. Standing on two 
wood and two metal hawk claw legs, 
it features shelves of varying sizes 
backed with mirrors and supported 
by small, hand carved cherry wood 
pillars. Each shelf is a complimen- 
tary display holder for the small 
vases which, although featured in 
numerous local hobby shows, are 
never shown for profit. 

Mrs. Erickson limits her collection 
to miniatures—the largest vase stand- 
ing four inches and the smallest be- 
ing less than one-quarter inch tall. 
Twenty pieces are less than one- 
inch tall. The collection represents 
many parts of the world, containing 
Cloisonne from China, porcelain and 
Limoges china from France, blown 
glass from Mexico, antique Sandwich 
glass and Wedgwood ware from Eng- 
land, pottery from Indians of mid- 
west United States and marble from 
Italy. 

Vases uniquely carved from wood 
and wrought from copper and tin 
are also featured. A’ once drab snail 
shell, fashioned into an _ attractive 
one-inch tall vase by natives of the 
Philippine Islands, is especially 
prized by the collector. It was sent to 
her by a serviceman who spent a 
Christmas at her home while he was 
temporarily stationed at nearby Long 
Beach, Calif., during the Korean Con- 
flict. 

Nearly three-quarters of the hos- 
pitable Mrs. Erickson’s vases have 
been contributed by friends. One 
might say she “collects” friends as 
well as the vases, for her home is 
always open to other collectors, ser- 
vicemen and neighbors. Her two col-

lections grow together—as people vis- 
it her home to see the vase collec- 
tion, she gains friends. As her new 
friends travel to other countries and 
states on vacation or business, they 
often send her tiny vases found in 
china and antique shops. Thus, both 
collections grow. 

A decision to start collecting “for 
want of something to do” was made 
by Mrs. Erickson shortly after the 
sudden bombing of Pearl Harbor in 
1941. At that time her husband and 
youngest of two sons were at Pearl 
Harbor on government construction 
work and she was scheduled to join 
them late in December. Her trip was 
quickly cancelled when the harbor 
was attacked. 

“T was home alone and knew I 
had ta start collecting something to 
keep my mind occupied,” she relates. 
“My problem was finding what to 
collect. ais 

“The perfect solution came when 
small vases started arriving regu- 
larly from my husband and son in 
the islands. When they returned six 
months later, the collection was well 
started.” 

Her favorite vases are the round 
bodied and slim, straight necked Cloi- 
sonne which started her eollection. 
Mounted on teakwood bases and dis- 
played on the central shelf of her 
cabinet, they hold a_ sentimental 
value, for her son, who sent many of 
them, to her during the early weeks 
of World War II, was later killed 
in action as a U. S. Air Force pilot. 

Secondary favorites are three odd- 
ly shaped vases which were created 
especially for her by a glass blower 
on famed Olvera Street, a tourist at- 
traction and Los Angeles’ atmosphe- 
rie reminder of its early Mexican 
heritage. 

Like any collection concerning 
small and fragile items, the vases 
have had their perilous moments. 
Mrs. Erickson vividly remembers an 
incident about seven years ago when 
her young grandson tore through the 
dining room and collided with the 
cabinet. “I just froze with my hands 


partly over my eyes as the vases 
shook, tumbled and crashed to the 
floor. Luckily, only two were bro- 
ken,” she recalls. The collector adds 
regretfully that she has chipped a 
few of the delicate prizes herself 





during weekly dusting and cleaning 
sessions. 

The Erickson vase collection, now 
in its seventeenth year, has served 
as an inspiraton for other, similar

Ancient Chinese Book 


It was an ancient Chinese book, the 
I Ching, which started me collecting 
playing cards. As you may know, 
the I Ching is often used as a way 
of telling fortunes, and I was in- 
terested in the psychology of its 
method. However, its intricacies 
proved too much for me, and 
thought I might get to the bottom 
of the mystery more quickly by 
studying the favorite Western me- 
thod of telling fortunes by playing 


cards. 

To tell fortunes by cards in the 
grand manner, you must, of course, 
use tarot cards. But here I encoun- 
tered a mystery surpassing that of 
the I Ching. The tarot pack has a 
special suit of trumps, twenty one 
cards bearing figures which seem to 
illustrate some story. 

But what stery? I was not satis- 
fied with what I found in print about 
it, and embarked on quite a long re- 
search project to find out the truth. 

Incidentally, this was to double as 
a do-it-yourself course in research 
methods which I thought would save 
me the cost of taking a course. In- 
stead, it started me on an expensive 
hobby, and stirred up such an intense 
curiosity that I paid out the money 
for a course in research methods to 
help me find the answer to my ques- 
tion. 

The first pack of cards I acquired 
in my collection was one given me 
as a Christmas gift. I had let it be 
known that I wanted tarot cards, and 
my brother and his wife gave me a 


ack. 

At first it was rather disappoint- 
ing to find that they were not the 
traditional tarot cards, but those 
drawn by Pamela Colman Smith un- 
der the supervision of Arthur E. 
Waite. However, it dawned on me as 
I examined them that these were the 
ecards to which T. S. Eliot must 
have been alluding in his famous

poem, The Waste Land. My conclu- 
sions about this have already ap- 
peared in print, so I will not belabor 
them here. 

But the “plot” of the story told 
by those trumps still eluded me until 
one day I came across two tapestries 
in the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
in New York, illustrating Petrarch’s 
Triumph of Time, and Triumph of 
Fame. I remembered that the word 
“trump” is simply another form of 
the word “triumph.” Then I recog- 
nized in these tapestries, the figures 
I had come across in the tarot or 
Minchiate trumps. 

The more I studied Petrarch’s 
Triumphs and the pictorial works in- 
spired by the poem, the more sure 
I was that here was the original 
story of the tarot trumps. What 
I have written about this has also 
appeared in print elsewhere, so there 
is no point in repeating it. However,

I would like to express again my 
hope that some really qualified per- 
son, perhaps an art historian, will 
take an interest in the subject and 
give us the whole story. 

So now I have started a collection 
of cards which includes, besides the 
Waite-Smith cards, a pack of the 
tarot cards made in Paris by Gri- 
maud, a pack of Minchiate, and sev- 
eral packs of tarot cards intended 
mainly for fortune-tellers. It is in- 
teresting to note that at least one 
of these came from Italy, where you 
would think they should know better.

OLD ALMANACS 


By MARIE KIRKWOOD 


To the log eabin and the squire’s 
house in town, the early American 
Almanac was “Life,” “Good House- 
keeping” and the funny papers. Many 
children learned to read from them. 

Alene Lowe White, librarian of the 
Western Reserve Historical Society, 
Cleveland, Ohio, collects them, has 
over 1,200 copies. 

This is no example of the poverty 
of early American culture. The Al- 
manac has an honored place in his- 
tory. It originated in Arabia, was 
connected with astronomy, meteorol- 
ogy and astrology, came to America 
about the middle of the 12th century. 
In 1272 Roger Bacon did one in 
London in Latin. 

Benjamin Franklin began publica- 
tion of “Poor Richard’s Almanac” in 
1736, it lasted over a century. Paul 
Revere and Benjamin West engraved 
illustrations for Almanacs. 

There were all sorts of Almanacs, 
crime, thrills, humor (very corny), 
love, housekeeping. Every Christian 
religion had one. They were issued 
under names of such heroes as Davy 
Crockett. 


Backbone of them was agricultural 
advice, weather predictions, phases 
of the moon, movement of the plan- 
ets, tables of the tides. 

Almanacs still go on. The Old 
Farmers’ Almanac was started in 
1792, ran an edition of 1,250,000 cop- 
ies in 1958. It still uses cuts after 
designs by Alexander Anderson, born 
in 1775, which he gouged in mashed- 
out copper pennies because he was 
too poor to buy boxwood, which cost 
fifty cents a block. 

The Ford Motor Company puts out 
an Almanac as a public relations 
gesture, illustrated by leading artists.

BLUE GEM MINES 
By H. DOUGLAS BROWN 


What gem minerals do you think 
of when you say “blue gems”? 
There’s the blue beryl of South 
America; there’s azurite (the best of 
which comes from Africa); sodalite 
from. Canada, and lapis lazuli from 
Siberia or Chile. But it seems the 
blue gem most readily thought of as 
American is the gem turquoise. 

For many years I had thought of 
New Mexico or Arizonaas the source 
of turquoise. But recently, as some- 
what of a shock, I found the tur- 
quoise cutters of Arizona were send- 
ing to Nevada for their “turk.” So, 
in planning a trip from Washing- 
ton south, I worked in central Nev- 
ada with the idea of seeing the tur- 
quoise regions that seem ‘to be sup- 
plying much of the nation’s demand 
for this gem. 

Battle Mountain, on highway 40, 
and Nevada 8A, is the center of tur- 
quoise production, and doing right 
well, thank you. There are three 
firms at least in Battle Mountain, 
mining and selling “turk.” Richard 
Sellers has the Blue Gem Mine with 
a shop in town. The Todds, have 
their mine in Copper Basin. The Nev- 
ada Turquoise Company has its prop- 
erty also in the Copper Basin. 

A few words about Copper Basin 
are in order. It’s on a_ straight 
macadamized road which streaks due 
west out of Battle Mountain. About 
three miles out, you see a sign: “‘Cop- 
per Basin.” It’s two to three miles 
up this right hand road to the old 
mines. The dumps are visible from 
the valley. 

This area like most of Nevada, is 
old lake or inland sea bottom. The 
valleys rise gently up to the moun- 
tains, and, where ancient canyons 
have cut these mountains, they are 
filled to their extremities, attesting 
to the fact that even the tops of 
many present mountains were once 
under water, 

The Copper Basin mines are most- 
ly worked out. At least, they are idle 
and the mills gone. A few buildings 
and headframes are all that is left. 
Though this is a dry country and 
not given to caving as much as wet 
climates, it’s wise never to go under 
ground alone. Just last year a pros-

pector was caugit and crushed in a

The, Todds’ mine is right between 
two old copper mine workings. Their 
turquoise 1s of the seam variety in 
granite. The best color seems to be 
in the thinnest seams. They find the 
material in varying colors from deep 
blue thru all shades to greenish. 

The going price is $2. per ounce 
for super-fine blue; $1. per ounce, 
to $2U. per pound for tne commercial 
grade, and down to as low as $1. per 
pound for soft grades. In buying, 
the cutters use mostly the commeicial 
grade, but some take the soft mate- 
rial and treat it with parafiin or 
other elements and even add color. 
This will work for sets that are used 
where they will not get any wear, 
but only ‘the finest turquoise can 
stand setting in rings. 

The Todds gave me samples of all 
grades and some small local quartz 
xls. They also gave me samples of 
the seam rock with turquoise in the 
local granite matrix. I received from 
Mr. Sellers some of two grades and 
will try tumbling it. 

The copper minerals of the area 
are in great variety. But besides the 
caution about going under ground 
alone, let me add that the gumbo 
in this region in wet weather is 
something to give pause to the most 
intrepid rockhound. 

Just west of the Copper Basin, 
another paved road leads out to the 
Natomis Company’s dredging opera- 
tion. Here they are working old gold 
gravels and doing quite well. I suc- 
ceeded in buying a few nuggets from 
a local prospector, but it appears that 
the dredging Company turns its en- 
tire production in to the Company’s 
main office in San Francisco where, 
it is assumed, it goes to the San 
Francisco Mint. 

The country has old mines every- 
where and for a rockhound’s vaca- 
tion, it could hardly be beat. Cer- 
tainly it’s high and dry and health- 
ful. If you have any vacation plans 
which can include North Central 
Nevada, I heartily recommend it. 
& ?

Arms: Argent two flanches sable 
on each a leopard’s face or. 





Not having come across the flanche 
before, I was intrigued by the sym- 
bol. Burke’s GENERAL ARMORY 
states: “Flanches or flaunches are 
divisions of the shield, always on 
both sides, formed by the segment 
of a circle drawn from the chief 


to the base.” Whitmore’s ELE- 
MENTS OF HERALDRY _adas: 
“flanches, curved figures issuing 


from each side of the shield, were 
probably often accidental variations 
from per saltire; especially as, in 
French, party per saltire is termed 
‘flanque’.” Most illustrations of the 
flanche depict the charge with a 
smaller arc than found in our illus- 
tration, and with more space between 
the two in the middle of the shield. 
Wade’s SYMBOLISMS OF HERAL- 
DRY says this reward is given by a 
king for virtue and learning, and 
especially for service in the embas- 
sage. 

Only scattered references to the 
Denn family are found. No one 
seems to be compiling records on the 
name, as it is not listed in any of 
the genealogical query magazines, 
and there are only a few Denn refer- 
ences in the indices at Newberry Li- 
brary in Chicago. Thomas Shourds’ 
HISTORY OF FENWICKS COLO- 
NY. NEW JERSEY (1876) contains 
an article on the “Griscom, Maddox 
and Denn Families,” but it is difficult 
to follow. Few dates are included in 
the later generations, and the family 
groups are run together in such a 
manner it is impossible to be sure 
of the correct interpretation. 

One interested descendant, Heloise 
B. Hawkins, took the time and trouble 
to place in print “Bible records of 
the Griscom and the Denn Families, 
copied from an old undated Bible 


leaf.” This record may be found in 
the 1948 edition of the COLORADO 
GENEALOGIST, and gives full dates 
of birth and death of the family of 
John Denn (1721-1759) who married 
in 1744 Elizabeth Bacon (1726-1793) 
the daughter of John Bacon (1700- 
1755) and Elizabeth Smith (1692 - 
1779). According to Shourds, this 
John, born in 1721, was John Maddox 
Denn, Junior, son of John Maddox 
Denn, Senior (1693-1733) and his 
first wife, Elizabeth Oakford (1698- 
ca. 1724), the daughter of Charles 
and Mary Oakford. They were mar- 
ried in 1717 and had two children. 
John Maddox Denn, Senior, married 
as his second wife in 1728, Leah Paul, 
and they, too, had two children. John 
Maddox Denn, Senior, built a brick 
house at Alloway’s Creek in 1724 
which was still standing in 1876 and 
at that time was owned by one of 
his lineal descendants, William Brad- 


ay. 

John Maddox Denn, Senior was the 
son of James Denn and Elizabeth 
Maddox, the daughter of James Mad- 
dox. James, presumably, was the 
son of John Denn, the emigrant from 
England who settled in Salem 
County, New Jersey, with his family 
in 1678. 

These two articles are complimen- 
tary - each enhancing the material 
contained in the other. 

Other scattered references to the 
Denn name include Browning’s AM- 
ERICANS OF ROYAL DESCENT, 
listing Rachel, daughter of James 
Denn of Alloways Creek, New Jer- 
sey, who married William Abbott 
(1792-1835); and Elizabeth Denn who 
married James M. Woodnutt, son of 
Preston Woodnutt and Rachel Good- 
win. 

Fernow’s CALENDAR OF NEW 
YORK WILLS mentions a William 
Denn “of Ulster County, schoolmas- 
ter.”? No doubt, his position as school- 
master accounts for the number of 
times William was called upon to wit- 
ness wills, in both Ulster and Orange 
Counties, between the dates 1755 and 
1776. Phebe Denn frequently served 
as a witness with William. In one 
instance, William Denn, Phebe Denn 
and Daniel Denn were co-witnesses. 
The 1790 census of New York lists 
Thomas Denn, William Denn, Senior 
and William Denn, Junior as heads 
of families in Mamakating Town, 
Ulster County. These three families 
list a total of twenty-one persons. 


The BRINTON GENEALOGY 
gives the marriage of Rebecca Hall 
Denn to William Warner (1829-1893) 
of Harford County, Maryland. Re- 
becca Hall Denn was “of Salem, New 
Jersey. She died December 3, 1860 
and was buried at the Friends’ Meet- 
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ing, Fallston, Maryland. She was 
not a member of meeting, but he was 
a birthright member.” Their daugh- 
ter Margaret Rebecca Warner (born 
1857) married Jonathan Woodnut of 
Salem... another Woodnut(t)/Denn 
marriage. 

Elias Denn of Huron, Ohio, mar- 
ried Dorothy Smith who died at Ber- 
lin, Ohio, in 1831. She was the dau- 
ghter of Stephen Smith and Jemima 
Cooledge. They had a daughter Eliza 
Ann Denn who married Perry Heath 
at Huron, Ohio, in 1847. (Reference: 
DESCENDANTS OF NEHEMIAH 
SMITH 1889). 

MASSACHUSETTS SOLDIERS 
AND SAILORS OF THE REVOLU- 
TIONARY WAR contains Denn ma- 
terial, but I did not check this refer- 
ence. 


The ROLL OF ARMS published by 
the New England Historical Genea- 
logical Society lists this Denn Coat- 
of-Arms and ascribes it to John Denn 
of Salem, New Jersey. I did not 
find a list of the children of John 
Denn, but readers with Denn blood 
are here assured of an authentic ar- 
morial bearing entitling them to 
membership in Americans of Armor- 
ial Ancestry, if they are able to 
— their descent from this John 

enn. 


Translated into non-Heraldic terms, 
the blazon would read: On a silver 
shield two black flanches, each charg- 
ed with a gold leopard’s face. 


CREST CORNER 


References to genealogy crop up 
at odd moments and from unexpected 
sources. Recently an article by Tho- 
mas Collins in the CHICAGO DAILY 
NEWS entitled “12 Hints for Your 
Retirement” asked last (but not 
least): “No. 12 Why don’t you take 
next week to bring the family Bible 
up to date, with births, deaths, mar- 
riages, etc.?
